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$66.4m budget voted by aldermen 


Board deletes $500,000 
from $32m school budget 


Courting almost certain legal action, the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night by a vote 
of 14 to 8 cut the $32 million school budget 
by $500,000. 

A reconsideration motion filed by Aid. 
Edward Richmond failed Tuesday night on 
a 15-9 vote. 

Massachusetts law gives a school 
committee the right to decide what is 
reasonable and necessary for the support 
of the school system, but that opinion has 
been increasingly under fire. 

More than 10 years ago Newton’s Board 
of Aldermen deleted $1100 for out-of-state 
travel from the school budget. In court the 
School Committee won. 

If 10 taxpayers bring suit against the 
Board of Aldermen to restore the $500,000, 
the city could be forced to repay the 
amount with a 25 percent penalty tacked 
on. 

Finance Committee Chairman Aid. 
Sidney Small led off his persuasion of the 
Board Monday night with statistics on 
school enrollment showing a 12.21 percent 
decline between the 1967-68 school year 
and the 1974-75 school year, with a school 
"budget increase of 90.53 percent during the 
same period. 

Arguing for his suggested cut of $500,000, 
Small said, "There is more camouflage in 
the School Department budget than was 
used in all of World War 2," and then 
proceeded to detail the areas in which he 
perceives “camouflage” and in which the 
money could be cut “without putting a 
single crimp in any program.” 

Teachers' salaries, Small said, are 
budgeted at an average figure each, 
higher than what is actually paid to newly 
hired teachers. Therefore, Small 
reasons,at least $1000 for each of the 100 
replacement teachers hired every year is 
overbudgeted and could be cut. 

Small noted that the School Department 
has already exceeded its 1974-75 budgeted 


amount for fuel, transportation and 
utilities. “Where are they going to get it? 
They will look at where the fat is. The 
$450,000 they need is there," Small said. 

Pupil transportation is increased by 
$181,000 in the 1975-76 budget, Small 
pointed out, then commented that there is 
no realistic basis for the increase, since 
the School Department has not gone out to 
bid on transportation again. 

Small said he had talked to someone in 
the business who told him that since the 
buses should be “pretty well paid for by 
now," the price from the same contractor 
should go down. 

Fuel oil, Small said, is budgeted at 
$96,771 too much, on the basis of the 
amount of oil used by the schools and the 
price per barrel. 

"John Gilleland (head of the schools’ 
Support Services) said Feb. 5 that they 
couldn’t use more than 33,000 barrels” 
Small said, " but they’ve got 34,000 in the 
budget. We (the municipal budget) got $12 
and something per barrel; they called it 
$14.50 a barrel." 

Small was especially irritated by the use 
of outside legal counsel by the School 
Committee and used the receipt of a letter 
from School Committee Chairman 
Eleanor Rosenblum, in which she 
defended the Committee’s refusal to 
revote its budget after Feb. 15 on the basis 
of legal advice not to, as the occasion to tell 
Ms. Rosenblum that the Committee’s 
proper legal counsel is the Newton City 
Solicitor. 

A return letter from Small advised Ms. 
Rosenblum that the School Committee 
should "refrain from hiring additional 
counsel” and took note that the counsel 
referred to was the lawyer hired by the 
School Committee for collective 
bargaining. 

"I assume his services were gratis. I 
consider it a violation of law," Small’s 
letter said.

School Committee fails 
to hold executive session 


The School Committee tried to hold an 
emergency executive session Tuesday 
night to respond to the Board of Aider- 
men’s cut of $500,000 from the School 
Committee budget Monday. 

However, the April Fool's Day meeting 
never materialized after members of the 
press pointed out that the meeting would 
be illegal under the current state open 
meeting law. 

Notice for the meeting was posted at 
City Hall as "an emergency executive 
session," but under the current law, an 
open meeting has to be called before 
members can vote to go into an executive 
session. 

All members of the School Committee 
were at the administration building for the 
meeting that was scheduled for 7 p.m. 

Committeeman Alvin Mandell said he 
called the meeting after receiving a call 
early Tuesday from Aid. Louis Egelson, 
chairman of the Education Committee. 

Egelson informed Mandell that the 
Board had cut the School Committee 
budget by $500,000, and suggested to 
Mandell that the two might act as in¬ 
termediaries between the groups to try 


and head off a probable court suit to 
reinstate the money for the schools. 

However, Mandell claimed that he made 
no mention of an executive session when 
he asked Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum 
to call the meeting. 

Mrs. Rosenblum said she thought 
Mandell had asked for an executive 
sesssion, and apologized for the error. 

When all the members of the committee 
were called by a school department 
secretary, they were told it was an 
executive session, but were not given the 
reason for the meeting 

Mandell admitted that at the last School 
Committee meeting, he had interpreted 
that the open meeting law did not require 
an open session before an executive 
session. 

Stating he was in error then, he said this 
meeting should then become an open 
meeting. 

Mrs. Rosenblum, rather than have an 
open session then, said that the committee 
would have an open session at its special 
April 9 meeting, Wednesday.

Asbestos money out: 
some positions cut 


The total city budget of $66,461,000 was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen early 
Wednesday morning. 

Official figures were still being worked 
on Wednesday by Comptroller Larry 
Marino, but it appeared that the overall 
increase will hold at around 5.7 percent. 

The municipal portion of the budget has 
increased a little more than $1 million over 
last year, while the school budget, even 
after the $500,000 cut by the Board of 
Aldermen, shows more than $2 million 
increase. 

The municipal budget comes to $35 
million and the school budget to 
$31,403,000. 

The usual calculation at budget time to 
determine how much the increase will add 
to the tax rate cannot be done this year 
because of revaluation of real estate that 
has just been completed. 

Aid. Sidney Small in consultation with 
the mayor and the mayor’s staff made cuts 
totaling $347,257, after he had gotten the 
go-ahead from his Finance Committee to 
make a 2 percent reduction on top of all the 
Finance Committee cuts. 

The first plan had been to rat $380,000 
across the board m personnel accounts, 
allowing the mayor to select the areas to 
be cut. 

But City Solicitor Howard Levine ad¬ 
vised that the cuts should be specific, and 
Small came up with precise cuts. 

When the discussion turned to cutting of 
jobs presently filled with what the 
aldermen kept referring to as "live 
bodies" and "warm bodies." Small 
reminded the Board that it complained 
that the School Committee would not cut 
school personnel, and now the Board was 
showing the same resistance. 


"If F.llie (Rosenblum, School Committee 
chairman) were here, she'd be laughing 
right up her sleeve," Small said. 

A few 'live bodies" were cut. 

Of interest to many members of the 
public will be the discovery that instead of 
voting $75,000 or $100,000 for covering the 
asbestos at Newton North High School, the 
Board voted $2000 for testing of air sam¬ 
ples over the next year. 

Aid. David Jackson was triumphant in 
his effort to have the urban-design team — 
four specialists to help improve the 
business districts of the city with traffic, 
parking and planning problems — restored 
to the Planning Department budget.

Funding needed for 
three school projects

The School Department has its fingers 
crossed that three of its building projects, 
F.A. Day, North High, and Underwood 
School, will be approved by a state board 
by June 30. 

The state board is the School Buildings 
Asssistance Bureau. 

After June 30, SBAB will lower its 
reimbursement rate for school con¬ 
struction that it approves from 65 percent 
to 50 percent. 

The final, definite step in getting funding 
from the bureau is its approval of 
preliminary plans drawn by an architect. 


Before state commitment of any funds, 
any project must pass all stages of city 
government, including funding approval. 

Presently, it is possible for the city to 
receive the 65 percent refund on the 
Newton North site plans, which may cost 
over $1 million. 

The parking plans and playing fields 
have been approved by the Design Review 
Committee, but the Traffic Committee has 
yet to approve the traffic flow on the new 
Elm Road. 

If the full Board of Aldermen approve 
the schematic plans and the funding soon, 
the city Engineering Department could

Mario DiCarlo had the land and the idea. 
Albert Goodman had the money. The plan 
for 428 luxury condominium apartments — 
the Towers at Chestnut Hill — was the 
result. 

But unless a federal court in Boston 
decides to grant a bankruptcy and 
reorganization petition ("Chapter 11") 
filed Tuesday, the Towers land will be sold 
at auction next Monday (April 7) at 11 a.m. 
at the Towers property. 

Goodman lost his financing commitment 
and has been unable to get financing since 
the project was halted in the fall of 1973, 
when the permissive use was found to have 
expired two years earlier. 

Site preparation, the installation of 
utility lines, and a building containing 
model apartments are the only contruction 
completed. 

After the Board of Aldermen extended 
the permissive use, several months after 
construction had been halted, financing 
was not to be had. 

The mortgagee, the First Pennsylvania 
Banking and Trust Company of 


Philadelphia, holds a $1.7 million first 
mortgage on the property, according to 
Donald Page, Boston lawyer for the bank. 

In addition, Page says, the Chestnut Hill 
Towers owes the city of Newton more than 
$140,000. in back taxes. Page would not 
disclose the unpaid interest on the mor¬ 
tgage, but another source has estimated 
this at $270,000. 

The Volpe Contruction Co. is reported to 
have a $4.9 million attachment against the 
property for unpaid bills for site work. 

For some time the developers of the new 
Mall at Chestnut Hill have been interested 
in acquiring the Towers land because of 
the problems with parking at the new mall. 

However, the zoning of the land, 
Residence F, allows only apartment 
houses and hotels, and the use of some of 
the land for additional parking for the 
Chestnut Hill Mall would require rezoning 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

A spokesman for Algonquin Properties, 
which will conduct the auction, said this 
week that there have been several bona 
fide inquiries about the property. 


Focus on the economy 

Elderly can find help at City Hall

(Editor's note: This article is the last in 
a four-part series ou the economy, stories 
designed to offer helpful information.! 

Senior citizens, golden-agers, elderly 
citizens — by whatever term they are 
designated, Newton's population of people 
over 65 does not have many of the 
problems found in large cities. 

But Newton has its own type of problem. 
Transportation, for instance. Doctor bills. 
The cost of medicine. And loneliness and 
apathy. 

The Senior Citizen Drop-In Center in 
Newtonville serves the needs of many of 
the elderly. Many women work as 
hostesses in the center and many more 
come to work, learn, pass the lime. 

Helen Van Duyn, a hostess at the center, 
finds one of the major problems facing Hie 
elderly is the cost of f>od and rent. The 
other women agreed, but another, Mary 
Taylor, worries more about her utility bills 
| and oil bills. 

Everybody tries to save in different 
ways, since most are on a fixed income 


and not a very big one at that. 

What do they do to economize? 

Helen shops by ads in the papers, taking 
note of where the best buys are. 

Mary plans her meals well ahead, and 
when she cooks she makes several por¬ 
tions and freezes them. She also pays 
attention to the nutrition of the meals she 
prepares. 

Some elderly people have not learned 
how to shop for one person and cook for one 
person, so the nurses who conduct the 
health-maintenance clinics at the Drop-In 
Center counsel on the subject. 

Lillian Low and Eleanor Tainter are 
sisters who share an Auburndale apart¬ 
ment. laickily they have a car. Mary 
Taylor does not, and she finds tran¬ 
sportation difficult in Newton. 

All the women are thankful for the half- 
fare MBTA passes, which may be obtained 
periodically at City Hall. Mary Taylor 
takes advantage of the new City of Newton 
minibus service which operates so far only 
on Tuesdays. 

The bus is operated by the Department 
of Human Resources and picks up senior 
citizens by appointment to take them to 


doctors and other inaccessible but 
necessary places. 

Kathryn Keating feels that the elderly 
should get more help with medical bills. 
She is a member of Medex, a division of 
Blue Cross for people over age 65, but has 
to pay $11.30 a month. 

The women, and a few men, who go to 
the drop-in centers, are those best off 
financially and every other way, says Jane 
Pitt, director of the Department of Human 
Resources, which runs the centers. 

They are probably not those who most 
need what the centers have to offer, not 
only companionship and "sometliing to 
do” but also education in how to get along 
better with limited reources. 

The health clinics, held at various 
locations once a week, are beginning to 
bring out some of the less well-off elderly 
citizens, and they are beginning to use the 
drop-in facilities. 

But in a large number of cases, Ms. Pitt 
says, an older person does not avail 
himself or herself of the city's Human 
Resources Department until a desperate 
situation arises.

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Property appraisals to be mailed Friday 


This is the final article in a

which have arisen as a result of 
the revaluation program in the 
city of Newton.—Ed.) 

Appraisal notices are 
scheduled to be mailed to all 
property owners Friday, April 
4. 

The notice will contain the 
appraisal firm's estimate of 
the current fair market value 
of each property. One hundred 
percent of the appraised values 
will be used for the assessment 
as required by the Superior 
Court ruling. This will result in 
nearly all assessments going 
up three to four times or more. 
The old assessments were on 
an average 25-30 percent of 
market value, 

For the convenience of the 
taxpayer, because of the 
drastic change in the 
assessments, the company has 
provided an estimated tax rate 
and an estimated tax bill so 
that the taxpayer can compare 
his estimated tax bill with his 
previous bill. 

This estimated tax rate will 
be based on the new total tax 
base and the anticipated 
budget for the 1975-76 fiscal 
year which is expected to be 
about a 10 percent increase 
over the 1974-75 budget. 

Since the new assessments 
will be based on 100 percent of 
estimated fair market value, 
the tax rate will be reduced by 
the same proportion that the 
tax base increases. In general, 
tax rates are established by a 
simple formula: 


Tax Needed divided by 
Total Assessed Value 
equals Tax Rate. 

The tax needed is simply the 
city budget, the amount of 
money needed. The total tax 
base is the total amount on the 
tax roll adding up all the 
taxable properties. Dividing 
these two provides us with the 
tax rate which must be applied 
to each individual property to 
come up with the proper share 
of the money needed. 

Informal hearings are 
conducted by the Cole-Layer- 
Trumble Company as an im¬ 
portant part of the mass 
revaluation program. They are 
actually informal discussions 
conducted by a representative 
of the compnay with property 
owners who feel the appraisal 
of their property is out of line 
or does not reflect market 
value. 

The hearings are important 
to the end product not only in a 
community relations sense; 


they also provide an excellent 
way to uncover clerical errors 
or errors in judgment that may 
have slipped through the final 
check process. 

Naturally, the compnay only 
makes changes in its values as 
a result of new information, not 
as a result of any complaints 
without justification or fear of 
increased tax rates. However, 
property owners frequently 
bring information to hearings 
that was previously 
unavailable to the company, 
and this results in upward 
changes as well as reductions. 
In most instances, the average 
residential property can be 
adequately discussed in the 15- 
minute time allotment. 

Further appeal is to the local 
Board of Assessors by filing an 
application for abatement. 
Property owners have the 
further right to appeal to the 
Appellate Tax Board for a 
review of their assessments, as 
provided by law. 

Appeals will be heard by 
appointment only. For the 


convenience of the property 
owner, appointment times will 
be scheduled by phone for a 
two-week period starting April 
7 and ending April 18. 

Property owners who wish to 
make an appointment may call 
the appraisal firm from 8:30 
a.m. to noon and from 1 to 5 
p.m. daily (except Saturday 
and Sunday) during this two- 
week period. 

Appeals will be scheduled 
Monday through Friday at the 
Memorial Auditorium 
beginning Monday, April 21, 
between the hours of 8:30 a.m. 
and 4:45 p.m. through Friday, 
May 30. 

Taxpayers are asked not to 
call the assessors' office 
regarding their new ap¬ 
praisals. All records are still in 
the hands of the appraisal 
company.

Pines seeks local option 
for veterans' benefits 
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State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) called for local option 
in the continuance of municipal 
veterans' benefits to needy 
veterans at a hearing by the 
joint legislative Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs last week. 

Rep. Pines' bill, H. 2488, 
transfers the responsibility of 
financing relief for certain 
veterans from the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth to 
the state and federal govern¬ 
ments. 

According to Rep. Pines, the 
proposed legislation would 
"increase aid 'to many needy 
veterans, while saving cities 
and towns money and ensuring 
uniformity and high standards 
in the administration of 
veterans benefits." 


legislation consolidates the 
veterans' benefits program 
under a state commissioner of 
veterans' services, allows the 
Commonwealth to take ad¬ 
vantage of available federal 
funds, and relieves the cities 
and towns of a $15 to $20 million 
burden.” 

Rep. Pines said, "Federal 
and state medical aid to needy 
and disabled veterans would 
provide additional benefits for 
many veterans as well as the 
advantage of U.S. government 
quality-control procedures 
imposed by the Social Security 
Administration on the 
federally aided programs. 

"Qualified veterans who are 
aged, blind or disabled will 
presumably transfer to the 
federal Supplementary

Urging passage of the bill, 
Rep. Pines said,

state in the union with a local- 
state veterans benefit 
program. I hope the Com¬ 
monwealth will follow the lead 
of the other 49 states and 
change our current law which 
costs local taxpayers sub¬ 
stantial amounts which can be 
paid by the federal and state 
governments."

By ELEANOR SIEGEL 
ol the Graphic staff 
After spending three weeks 
touring the Middle East, 
Douglas Tanger, a Newton 
resident and sophomore at 
Boston College believes there 
will be "no real peace" in 
Israel as long as the Palestine 


liberation Organization says 
their is to purpose regain 
Palestine and "destroy 
Israel." 

Tanger, who along with his 
parents Brenda and Alexan¬ 
der' went to the Middle East as 
part of an editorial conference 
based on the theme "Is Peace a 


Realistic Possibility in the 
Middle East?” 

The 21 year old student taped 
interviews of prominent of¬ 
ficials in Syria, Lebanon, 
Egypt, Jordan and Israel. The 
interviews were aired over 
WZBC, the Boston College 
radio station where Tanger 
takes over April 5 at general 
manager. 

Tanger said the trip was 
"well worth missing school for 
since it was a learning ex¬ 
perience.” 

Acknowledging that the 
course of peace depended on 
Anwar Sadat, Tanger said that 
Sadat also had to face 
"possible assasination if he 
doesn't handle peace bids 
carefully.” He said that "Sadat 
would have to see if his 
generals will allow peace." 
However, Tanger said one 
optimistic note was the 
rebuilding of Suez city which 
"is costing the Egyptians 
$3,000,000 to develope...they 
have built the city from nothing 
to occupancy this May.” 

Tanger pointed out that the 
Egyptians face a "serious food 
problem” and said some hold 
the view that in five years 
"Egypt can be another 
Bangladesh." He spoke of food 
shortages in the country and 
said “you can only get meat 
three days a week...by law." 
Soap is also in short supply.

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Harrington bill gains 
$20,000 for city 


Democratic City Committee 
hears reports on major issues 


State Rep. Peter Harrington 
(D-Newton) has recently filed 
a bill with the state legislature 
which places the title of land 
recently bought as part of the 
Webster Vale under the name 
of the Conservation Com¬ 
mission of the city of Newton. 

The Webster Vale is a 111- 
acre piece of land. The parcel 
of land recently purchased by 
the city is composed of seven 
acres and is located at Madoc 
and Carlisle Streets in Ward 
Seven of the city. The city has 
been in the process of 
acquiring this piece of land 
since 1969, and it was only in 
the last year that the city 
became the actual owner of the 
land. 

The purpose of the bill, as 
stated by Representative 
Harrington, is “to enable the 
City of Newton to receive from 
the state a 50 percent reim¬ 
bursement of the value of the 
land." 

Under guidelines established 
by a 1961 statue and ad¬ 
ministered by the Department 
of Natural Resources, cities 
and towns of the Com¬ 


monwealth that buy land solely 
for conservation purposes are 
entitled to be reimbursed 50 
percent of the appraised value 
of the land, Harrington said. 

When the city originally filed 
its deed for the ownership of 
this land with the registry of 
deeds, it did so under the 
names of the Park, Recreation 
and Conservation Com¬ 
missions. However, under 
present law, the state can only 
reimburse cities and towns for 
land bought specifically for 
conservation purposes. 

This bill will place the 
ownership and control of this 
land under the sole jurisdiction 
of the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and consequently 
make the city eligible for 
reimbursement of the ap¬ 
praised value of the land. 

Of the seven acres acquired 
by the city, five acres were 
received as a gift and the other 
two acres were purchased by 
the city for a sum of $40,000. 
This bill will allow the city to 
receive reimbursement of 
$20,000, according to 
Harrington. 


i Republicans to hear Sears 


John Sears, former 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission Commissioner, will 
address the Newton 

Republican City Committee at 
the Pomroy House, Newton 
Comer, Monday, April 14, at 8 
p.m. 

Sears was recently elected 
chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, and has 
served as a state represen¬ 
tative for two terms, and as 
appointive sheriff of Suffolk 
County under former Governor 
John Volpe. 

Maudyea Campbell, 
chairwoman of the committee, 
will host the meeti ng that will 
include refreshments and a 
discussion. 


The Democratic City 
Committee heard a report 
from Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink, supported the 
Lutheran Service Association’s 
bid for permissive use on 
Dedham St., and decided to 
refer to ward committees a 
statement supporting or 
critizing Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis. 

Aaron Fink told a story to the 
Democratic City Committee 
Monday night, explaining how 
the pressures of rising costs, 
increased demands for in¬ 
dividualized education, and 
low state funding make the job 
of pleasing parents and tax¬ 
payers more than ever in his 30 
years as an administrator. 

Fink cited a New York Times 
article that noted that the 
suburbs can no longer escape 
the school problems that face 
the city. 

Inflation, declining enro 
llment, taxpayers’ concerns, 
minority education, and 
teacher problems with the 
administration were all cited 
as inescapable problems for 
the subur bs. 

He noted that the level of 
local support for the schools is 
the highest in the nation, but 
state funding is the lowest in 
the nation, with Newton only 
receiveing $125 per student 
under Chapter 70 of the state 
statutes. 


On the subject of declining 
enrollment, the superintendent 
said he was surprised at the the 
report of the citizens' study 
committee, giving guidelines 
for consolidation, since the 
committeee was so heavily 
weighted with local school 
representatives. 

Without stating that he 
favors closing schools, Fink 
said he would rather see money 
go to.ward programs than 
administration and school 
buildings. 


He noted that personnel costs 
at the smaller elementary 
schools are $1,114 per pupil, but 
the largest schools only cost 
$826 per pupil in staff costs. 

When one of the 70 
Democrats asked Fink if the 
empty spaces in the 
classrooms could be filled by 
Metco students, he said more 
than 2,000 pupils would be 
needed . 

He also said that the Metco 
program is firmly committed 
to ensure that the program 


doesn't become just a busing 
program. 

He feels th e bill proposed by 
Michael Daly and Kathleen 
Sullivan for metropolitan! of 
the zation schools “does not 
help racial balance in Newton 
or Boston." 

He said the bill "confuses the 
issue," and allows receiving 
municipalites to choose not to 
integrate.

Editorial 

No easy cuts 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis and his 
aides are discovering that it is much easier 
to talk about reducing state welfare expen¬ 
ditures than it is to accomplish any 
meaningful savings. 

Everybody is in favor of weeding out 
the cheats and chiselers who are collecting 
money fraudulently. The trouble is nobody 
seems to be able to determine who they 
are. 

In fairness to Dukakis, the problem of 
how and where to cut state welfare costs is 
an extremely difficult one. 

For example, the Dukakis administra¬ 
tion made what amounted to a 65 million 
slash in welfare allowances when it 
decided not to approve an 11 per cent cost- 
of-living increase for persons on the 
welfare rolls. 

However, experts on the various laws 
relating to welfare assistance say part of 
the Governor's action may have been il¬ 
legal. They claim he cannot withhold the 11 
per cent increase from elderly people 
getting old age assistance, blind people 
receiving aid to the blind, or disabled 
persons getting disability assistance. 

Granting the cost-of-living hike to per¬ 
sons in those three categories would cost 
$29 million and would reduce the Gover¬ 
nor's saving to $36 million. 

The problem confronting Governor 
Dukakis is that welfare budget estimates 
for the fiscal year starting July 1 call for an 
increase of about 350 million. Unless 
Dukakis can prevent such a rise in welfare 
expenditures, it will be virtually impossi¬ 
ble for him to avoid a hike in state income 
taxes. 

Most Beacon Hill observers believe he 
will be unable to avert a tax increase. They 
point out that the number of persons on the 
general relief rolls in Massachusetts in¬ 
creased from 35,081 in December to 41,319 
in February. That, of course, resulted from 
a rise in unemployment. The number is 
still going up, as persons out of work 
exhaust their unemployment benefits. 

Officials in the State Welfare Depart¬ 
ment have discussed the number of so- 
called •'employable'' person on the relief 
rolls. Some legislators are troubled as to 
exactly what is meant by the term, 
‘•employable." They assume it means a 
person is physically and mentally able to 
hold a job. not that he could find a job if he 
wanted to look for it. 

But if all the employable persons 
under the age of 55 were dropped from the 
relief rolls and this presumably would not 
be feasible or possible the saving would 
amount to 36.3 million, slightly more than 
10 per cent of what Dukakis hopes to cut 
from the welfare budget.008 

If all the persons under 30 years of 
age, employable or not, were cut from the 
relief rolls, the state would save about $24 
million, not including medical costs. 

A variety of possible minor economies 
have been discussed, but all of them 
together would make no real impact on 
that 350 million troubling Dukakis. 

Up to now welfare recipients have 
been allowed to move every 12 months at 
the expense of the state. Under a new 
proposal the moves would be paid for by 
the Commonwealth only if they went from 
sub-standard to standard housing or from 
private to public housing. 

The Governor and his aides are hoping 
they can save enough nickels, dimes and 
dollars to run into the million. But it seems 
doubtful they can come anywhere near 
their $350 million goal.

Editorial rebuttal 

390 Dedham Street—another view 


We are grateful to the Newton Graphic for 
allowing us the opportunity to present our 
views on the Lutheran Service Association 
petition for a grant of permissive use for the 
property at 390 Dedham St., for these views 
are at variance with those of the Graphic as 
expressed in Its editorial of March 27. 

We cannot accept the Graphic’s contention 
that the “integrity of zoning" is not a real 
issue, for our zoning laws were wisely enacted 
to speak to just such a problem as the one 
which now confronts all of us who live in the 
neighborhood of 390 Dedham St. and whose 
lives will be directly affected if the LSA 
petition is granted. 

A grant of permissive use is proper, ac¬ 
cording to our laws, if it “serves the public 
welfare and convenience." But whose welfare 
and convenience is here served: That of the 
immediate neighbors who are virtually 
unanimous in their opposiUon? That of the 
almost two hundred neighbors who have 
signed petitions requesting that the grant of 
permissive use be denied? That of the 


prospective residents, none of whom are from 
Newton, who wUl be faced with the resent¬ 
ment of a community whose just concerns are 
cavalierly Ignored by the LSA? 

In making its proposals the ISA piously 
assures us that it wishes to be a good 
neighbor. Its history belies this contention. 
We are not the only community which has 
opposed the intrusion of the LSA; in fact, the 
ISA has been refused permission for a 
facility identical to that proposed here by the 
Town of Dedham. The LSA in its attempt to 
penetrate Dedham placed great emphasis on 
its need for community support and indicated 
that it would withdrew from any program in 
which the immediate residential community 
was antagonistic. Yet when its request was 
denied, in largest measure because of 
community opposition, the LSA filed suit 
against the town. Such action is hardly 
neighborly. 

The Graphic dismisses our fears as rooted 
in ignorance, or in blind prejudice against 


those who are not “totally normal and 
stable." Our fears are based not on 
ignorance, but on tragic knowledge. We know 
of too many cases in which unstable youths 
have caused indescribable harm. We are only 
too aware of incidents such as the attack on a 
sister and brother in Hollywood. Florida, on 
Feb. 18 of this year by adolescent residents of 
the Nova Living and Learning Center for 
Disturbed Boys, a group care facility in a 
residential neighborhood. We will not see the 
murder of a four-year-old boy and severe 
beating of a six-year-old girl repeated with 
our children as victims. The LSA assures us 
that this will not happen; we are sure that the 
directors of the Nova Center gave the same 
assurances. 

The ISA placed its first facility in Newton 
based on a provisional grant of permissive 
use which requires review after a one-year 
period. Only seven months have elapsed since 
this grant was made, and no review of the 
facility’s performance has yet occurred. The 


Graphic indicates that the surrounding 
neighborhood appears to have survived. But 
it would be premature to conclude that this 
facility is successful until several years of 
experience have been accumulated, and it 
would be imprudent to commit this city to a 
policy of routine acceptance of unproved 
programs if the true objective of the zoning 
code, the preservation of many livable 
neighborhoods of varying character, is to be 
achieved. 

The issue here is not one of being for or 
against sick children. We cannot blindly 
approve every program labelled 
"charitable" without thinking of its con¬ 
sequences for our children. We cannot ignore 
our civic duties by meekly acquiescing in the 
destruction of our residential communities. 
We believe we are acting in the best tradition 
of the American system of responsible 
representative government by appealing to 
our community and to our leaders to help us 
preserve our neighborhood’s existence.

Death penalty revival 
may save Gov.'s Council 

Restoration of the death penalty in Massachusetts 
might prove to be the development which would save the 
Governor’s Council from abolition. 

The reason for that statement is that if capital punish¬ 
ment were placed back on the statute books in the Bay 
State, it probably would be the Executive Councillors who 
would make the final, fateful decision on whether a person 
convicted of a heinous murder should die in the electric 
chair. 

It’s just about an even-money bet on whether the death 
penalty will be revived in Massachusetts this year; or, as 
one well-informed law-maker put it, 6-5 and take your pick. 

So close does the fight over the death penalty bill loom 
on Beacon Hill that it probably eventually will be decided 
by one vote in the State Senate on the question of overriding 
a veto by Governor Michael S. Dukakis. 

Strong public sentiment exists for dusting off the 
electric chair and placing it back in use - or even buying a 
new one. Polls show that the people are so worried, em¬ 
bittered and frustrated by the rising tide of violent crimes 
that a majority of them now believe the death penalty may 
be a deterrent to many murders. 

This will be reflected by the passage of a bill, providing 
Hint death in the electric chair be the punishment for 
several different types of murder, by both the State Senate 
and the House of Representatives. The measure will be 
adopted in each legislative chamber with votes to spare. 

But Governor Dukakis always has been opposed to the 
principle of capital punishment. He voted against all the 
bills to revive the death penalty which came before the 
House of Representatives when he was a member of that 
body. It is expected he will veto the death penalty bill which 
is enacted by the Legislature and sent to his desk. 

Then will come the crunch. Police groups will stage a 
drive to override the Governor’s veto. Marches will be 
made on the State House. Notice will be quietly served on 
some law-makers that they will be marked for defeat in the 
next election if they fail to vote to override the veto. 

Governor Dukakis’ veto will be overridden by a fairly 
decisive margin in the House. But the vote in the Senate will 
be very close and could go either way. A shift by one liberal 
Senator from his position of last year could place the death 
penalty back on the books. 
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Dukakis in the past has been opposed to punishing a 
murderer by taking his life. Beacon Hill observers believe 
he would recommend clemency for anyone sentenced to die 
in the electric chair. That is where the Governor's Council 
would make a dramatic entrance upon the scene. 

The life of a convicted murderer would be spared only if 
the Council approved the Governor’s recommendation. It 
should by no means be taken for granted that would happen. 

Back in the years when Paul A. Dever, Foster Furcolo 
and Endicott Peabody were Governor, their recom¬ 
mendations for commutation of the death sentence were all 
approved. But public feeling on the matter wasn’t as strong 
then as it Is today, and there weren't as many violent 
crimes then as there are now. 

Members of the Governor's Council understandably 
react to the sentiment of the people who elect them. The 
guessing here is that some murderers will die in the electric 
chair during the next few years if capital punishment is 
restored this year. 

That could place the Governor's Council in a different 
light if its members are responsible for blocking Dukakis’ 
clemency recommendations. 

One young State Senator, who is opposed to capital 
punishment, told the writer that most people favor the 
death penalty right up to the time the switch is pulled. Then, 
he said, they are horrified by what happens. 

That could be an accurate appraisal of how the average 
person feels about putting a murderer to death in the 
electric chair. But a vote this year against reviving the 
death penalty could be an extremely risky one, particularly 
if the bill eventually is rejected. 


Police should enforce 
ban on hitch-hiking 

Police should begin arresting hitch-hikers in all cities 
and towns and on all highways where hitch-hiking is against 
the law. 

That may seem like a hard-boiled and hard-hearted 
attitude which would prevent some students of modest 
means from hitch-hiking to college or home for a vacation. 

But until hitch-hikers realize thah they are violating the 
law and are committing an offence for which they may be 
arrested, they will continue to be murdered, robbed, raped, 
assaulted and submitted to other indignities. 

Teachers as a group appear to be doing a good job of 
impressing upon their pupils that they should never get into 
an automobile with people they don’t know. 

But most police officers regard hitch-hiking and jay¬ 
walking as two offenses so widely practiced that it would 
not be feasible to try to enforce the laws prohibiting them. 

This is unfortunate - most of all for unsuspecting college 
students and other naive hitch-hikers who assume that 
every automobile is operated by a Good Samaritan willing 
to give a lift to a hitch-hiker desirous of getting somewhere 
without paying for regular transportation. 

They should realize that the average law-abiding 
motorist will not violate the law by stopping to pick up an 
unknown hitch-hiker or risk the danger involved in doing so. 
This is a hazard which can operate both ways. 

So it may be assumed that a substantial percentage of 
the automobile operators who stop for hitch-hikers are 
kooks with some kind of evil intentions in mind.

Transition: a senior alternative

A new course at Newton North High School 
called Transition offers a novel alternative 
for the senior. 

Founded by social studies teachers Michael 
Morris and Ron Boucher, Transition takes 
students out of the classroom and into the 
outside world where students can experience 
firsthand what it's like to be an adult on their 
own. 

Mr. Morris and Mr. Boucher believe that 
learning through books does not successfully 
prepare a student for his life upon graduation. 

“With school requirements essentially met, 
the senior year for the student becomes, at 
best, anticlimatlc and at worst, irrelevant. 
The school curriculum does not seem to deal 
with the senior’s most pressing concern — his 
and her transition to the adult world," states 
the course outline. 

"One of our goals is to help the student 
make the transition from adolescence to 
adulthood, from high school to work or 
college, from being a part of a family to 
alternative life styles and a larger society,” 
said Mr. Norris. 

“We also want to build a community of 
students with in the school like a small town 
within NNHS,” said Mr. Boucher. 

Living on college campuses, canoeing down 
the Allagash River in Maine, working as an 
hospital aide or exploring Boston’s North 
End, are a sampling of what the student who 
signs up for Transition experiences. 


The 25 students signed up for Transition 
met 8 periods a week the first semester and 
attended regular classes in their other 
periods. 

The students got oriented to the course, 
studied philosophy, and worked on identifying 
specific areas in their own lives that they 
would like to gain a better understanding of. 

Students are enrolled in Transition all 
blocks the second semester. The semester is 
divided into five 3-week Modular 
Experimental Units. The majority of the 
students' activities take place away from 
school during this time. The students are 
under close supervision. 

The first module is "Inward Bound." 
Students visit Boston to learn about various 
functions of the city and to advance their 
understanding of city life. 

The second module is devoted to the 
students working at an occupation of their 
choice. 

In the third module students study social 
organization by zoning in on an institution 
ranging from the family to a military in¬ 
stitution. 

The fourth module has students ex¬ 
periencing alternate lifestyles such as living 
on a commune or investigating ccKiperative 
neighborhoods. 

The last module is Outward Bound. 
Students learn a variety of outdoor survival 
skills by taking a trip into the wilderness. 


Mr. Boucher and Mr. Morris are very en¬ 
thusiastic about Transition. 

"I've been teaching for 9 years and this 
year — the first year of Transition — is 
unquallfiably the best year I’ve ever had," 
said Mr. Morris. 

"As a teacher the most important thing for 
me is to see students begin to manage their 
own lives in meaningful and productive ways. 
I'm seeing this in Transition with students in 
a way I never saw it before continued Mr. 
Morris. 

The students’ reasons for Joining Transition 
varied. 

"1 like the idea of experiential learning and 
having the choice of what you do up to the 
student," said Diane Bowers. 

Twenty-year-old Jerry O'Leary had been in 
and out of Murry Rd. three times. He could 
not seem to find the right type of program to 
meet his needs. 

“Transition is well structured yet it gives 
me the right amount of freedom," said Jerry. 

Jerry believes he might not be graduating 
this June if it were not for Transition. 

"I saw my senior year being not much 
different than my junior year. Rather than 
grind away for 3 years I wanted to do 
something in which I could learn and work 
independently,” said Doug Brown. 

The students find Transition very rewar¬ 
ding. 

“I’m learning about myself and about 


getting along with people in good times and 
bad times. We attack problems, break them 
down, and solve them,” said Diane. 

"Transition helps you take on responsibility 
and builds up your respect towards other 
people," said David Bromberger. 

“I like the feeling of community — the 25 
people working together on experiences and 
helping each other," said Ruth Young. 

Members of Transition compose a cross 
section of curriculum and a balance of the 
sexes. 

The student in Transition receives 17 
credits, including credits for gym, social 
studies’ and English. The course is graded 
Pass-Fail with written evaluations of student 
performance. 

Before going ahead with Transition, Mr. 
Morris and Mr. Boucher checked with 
colleges to see If taking Transition would 
hinder a student's chances of getting ac¬ 
cepted. The colleges reported that taking 
Transition would not affect a student's 
chances and in some cases might even im¬ 
prove them. 

Much of the course is funded through 
donations or activities such as bake sales held 
by the students. 

In terms of how far they would like to go 
with Transition, Mr. Morris and Mr. Boucher 
eventually hope to create a metropolitan 
alternative program through the Educational 
Collaborative of Greater Boston.

To the Editor: 

Regarding the proposed 
Lutheran Service Association 
petition pending before the 
Board of Aldermen, I would 
like to note the following: 

The matter still stands 
before the Board, and it is not 
my intent herein to attempt to 
set forth a complete analysis of 
the problem. However, I do feel 
one aspect of my stated 
position on the subject, which 
was not covered in your ar¬ 
ticles, is worthy of public at¬ 
tention for the public’s benefit 
in forming its own evaluation. 

The Lutheran proposal is one 
aspect of a current trend away 
from centralized institutions 
for the care of children with 
various problems, to what I 
describe as mini-scattered 
institutions, located in a more 
natural environment, namely: 
residential districts, on the 
premise that such a program is 
more conducive to helping 
these children. I agree in 
principal with this concept and 
under conditions of adequate 
supervision, care, etc., I fail to 
see how such a program could 
not be of benefit to the children 
involved. 

However, on the other side of 
the coin, implementation of 
such programs involves in¬ 


troducing into residential 
zones, habited mostly by 
typical mothers, fathers and 
children, not a family as such, 
but children who could not live 
successfully (and maybe 
through no fault of their own) 
in such a typical environment, 
and who will reside there not 
under the care of aprents, as 
adopted or natural children, 
but under the care of what may 
well be more or less transient 
supervisors. 

Now I ask, when such a 
program is proposed in a 
particular location, is it 
unreasonable for mothers and 
fathers In the area to be con¬ 
cerned, alarmed, and opposed? 
Are they "bigots” for op¬ 
posing? I fail to see ho these 
concerned parents can be 
viewed as bigots or 
unreasonable under such 
circumstances. 

As to the specific proposal at 
hand, the Lutheran proposal, 
the vast majority of those 
residing in the area are in fact 
alarmed, concerned, and 
opposed. 

I understand and respect 
their position. As a member of 
the I-and Use Committee, as I 
listened and deliberated, my 
sense of fairness indicated that 
it was not my function to tell 
these people what is good for 


them or what they can live 
with, this being a most sen¬ 
sitive issue; namely, concern 
for family and children. 

I firmly believe, and so 
stated at the last Land Use 
meeting, that when these 
proposed uses come before us, 
and more will be coming, that 
it is the Petitioner’s burden to 
sell their case to perspective 
neighbors, and when they 
haven't sold their case, and 
come before us in the wake of 
vast opposition, we should 
sustain the public. 

With this before us, and other 
like proposals sure to come, I 
believe the Board of Aldermen 
should convey to the public that 
we so stand, and thus relieve 
anxiety on the part of those 
who feel they may be next, or 
that they are represented by a 
Board of Aldermen that "know 
better" with little concern for 
their anxieties and fears. 

Approvals under cir¬ 
cumstances such as those 
before us, in my opinion, do 
more harm than good for both 
the programs and the public; 
further, and of equal 
significance, we shift the 
burden of persuasion from the 
petitioner to the Board of 
Aldermen, which in 
jdugment is bad policy.

To the Editor: 

There are many arguments 
in favor of tenure for teachers, 
and the best I have seen is Amy 
Tighe’s letter in the March 27th 
issue of The Newton Graphic. 

Amy’s support of a teacher 
whose class she likes is 
laudable. That teacher is a 
valued colleague whose 
departure from Newton South 
we shall all regret. Because of 
staff cutbacks, South will lose 
several other fine teachers who 
are also well liked by their 
students. 

But Amy has not yet learned 
that it is possible to praise one 
person without damning 
another. Her attack of a thinly 
disguised teacher X is all the 
more offensive when it appears 
over the signiture of "student 
representative, Newton School 
Committee.” For an elected 
member of the School Com¬ 
mittee to discuss personnel 
matters in the press would be a 


very serious violation of the 
privacy and due process rights 
of teachers. Amy’s letter is no 
less ethical. 

Tenure is essential to 
teachers in part because it 
gives them a measure of 
protection against just this sort 
of political assault. Despite the 
fiction that Amy’s letter 
perpetuates, tenured teachers 
can be fired. 

Tenure guarantees that a 
teacher may be dismissed only 
for good cause that is sup¬ 
ported by sufficient evidence. 
It also permits the teacher to 
appeal his dismissal to the 
Superior Court for an impartial 
determination of the facts. 

Nothing in the tenure 
statutes prevents a School 
Committee from firing a 
demonstrably bad teacher. 

Teachers are too often 
judged, especially by 
sophomoric students, in a 
confusion between value and 


taste. What is good and what I 
like are not necessarily the 
same. I have heard many 
students speak in glowing 
terms about their experience 
with teacher X. Some of them 
were in Amy’s class last year. I 
have taught with several 
superlative teachers, and the 
one whose course I would most 
want to take is teacher X. 


I believe that the Graphic 
used exceedingly poor 
judgement in deciding to print 
this insensitive letter. Will 
every student who does not 
succeed in a course now have 
the opportunity in your pages 
to defame and discretit his 
teacher? I hope others of us 
who teach in Newton will be 
spared the indignity of such a 
public evaluation.

The petitioner's problem in 
this case is similar to that of 
Freeport, they fixed their 
location before obtaining 
approval, and now at any 
expense, they persevere for 
approval. Freeport took the 
tour all the way to the Supreme 
Judicial Court; the opposition 
was not “sold," it was battered 
and beaten. 

Is my position reasonable?. 
Will it work? I suggest that it 
has worked. 

The Lutherans sold their 
case in Aubumdale and I, by 
the way, voted for them, I 
recently voted in Committee 
for locating the Multi-Service 
Center in Newton Centre. This 
organization, providing ser¬ 
vices to those with drug-related 
and other problems, searched 
long and hard for a location 
and sold their case. 

Let them be an example for 
others. I note also that not too 
long ago the Board of Aider- 
men approved, and I voted in 
favor, of a conversion of a rest 
home in a residential area in 
Newton to a residence for 
mentally retarded adults. This 
was, as I recall, approved by 
all on the Board. This 
organization also sold its case. 

I think the Board has been 
progressing well, and in the 
interest of further progress, 
together with maintaining the 
confidence and respect of our 
citizens, I respectfully suggest 
that the Lutheran Association 
would best serve the public 
interest by withdrawing its 
Dending petition, and at¬ 
tempting to sell its case 
elsewhere. Should this be taken 
in any way as a derogatory 
reflection on the opposition in 
this area? I strongly suggest 
not. Each application and each 
location is unique; what will 
sell at one time and place, will 
not sell at another. I do not in 
my capacity view acceptance 
or rejection in any particular 
case as a credit or debit to 
neighbors, but simply an oc¬ 
currence in the course of 
moving along.

Harvey and Alan Alford 
indicted on 42 counts 


Attorney Alan I. Alford of 
Sudbury, a former director of 
the First Bank and Trust 
Company of Wellesley, and his 
brother, Harvey Alford, 16 
Commonwealth Parkway, 
Newton, have been indicted by 
a federal grand jury on 42 
counts of bank misapplication, 
submitting false statements on 
loan applications to influence 
the actions of the First Bank, 
and obtaining a fee for the 
procuring of loans. 

United States Attorney 
James N. Gabriel stated that 
according to the indictment, 
Alan Alford and Harvey Alford 
had submitted loan ap¬ 


plications to the First Bank and 
Trust Company of persons not 
normally eligible for loans. 
Gabriel said that many of the 
submitted applications 
misstated the financial position 
of the applicant. In return for 
submitting the loan, a fee was 
charged to the borrower. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Michael A. Collora, who is 
handling the prosecution, 
stated that the total amount of 
money misapplied was 
$98,000.00. Collora said that if 
found guilty the Alfords could 
receive a jail term of as much 
as five years and a $5000 fine 
for the misapplication counts.

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'Circuit breaker' bill 
limits property tax 
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State Rep, David J. 
Mofenson (DNewton) is ac¬ 
tively supporting legislation to 
ease the burden of property 
taxpayers, particularly low 
and middle-income and elderly 
people. 

House Bill 2773, referred to 
as the “circuit breaker" bill, 
will exempt a Massachusetts 
citizen from paying more than 
8 percent of his income for his 
property. Anyone earning less 
than $ 10,000 after personal 
deductions would be able to 
receive a tax credit on his state 
income taxes of up to $500 if his 
property tax exceeds 8 percent 
of his income. 

"This bill can relieve the 
property tax burdens that are 


especially punishing to elderly 
people on fixed incomes," says 
Mofenson. "Furthermore, low- 
and middle-income families 
will enjoy tax relief on earned 
income by receiving credit on 
their state income tax. The 
overloaded taxpayer needs a 
‘circuit breaker’ because in¬ 
flation and property taxes are 
rising at a faster rate than is 
his income." 

The state in effect funds the 
program without raising new 
taxes. Tenants of rental 
property will be eligible to 
partake of the bill's benefits 
because 25 percent of their 
annual rent will be designated 
property tax payments. 


League takes a look 
at declining enrollment 


The league of Women Voters 
of Newton will be presenting 
unit meetings April 9,10, and 11 
on the topic of declining 
enrollment in the Newton 
Schools. 

At its last annual meeting, 
the League adopted the 
following program item: a 
study of community planning 
to deal with the effects of 
Newton’s declining school 
population and the utilization 
of existing facilities. 

The study committee, co¬ 
chaired by Elizabeth 
Lieberman and Mary 
Morrison, consists of Andrea 
Axelrod, Suzane Levine, 
Carolyn Markis, Ann Schiller, 
Joyce Shashoua, and Claire 
Stem. 

The problem stems from the 
fact that enrollment in the 
Newton schools has dropped 
12.3 percent since 1967 from a 
peak of 18,424 students to the 
current 16’152. 

In addition, projected 
enrollments based upon babies 
already bom show a further 
decline of 2000 students over 
the next four years. PD 
Declining enrollment is not 
only a numbers problem, 
however. It is a people problem 
of concern to the interest and 
well-being of administrators, 
teachers, parents, community 


and' most of all, the children 
themselves. 

It is a problem the just 
resoultion of which calls for 
consideration and compromise 
of many points of view. 

Some of the issues to be 
discussed are: Is the closing of 
a school or schools an ac¬ 
ceptable solution to the 
problem of declining 
enrollment? 

What should be the criteria 
for making a decision on a 
school closing? 

What are the workable 
alternatives to a closing or 
closings? 

If a school is to be closed how 
should the school facility be 
used?

Tanger said that the “Israeli 
with their technological ability 
and the Egyptians with their 
man power" offered untold 
possibilities that could be 
exploited to everyone’s benefit. 

"While Egypt offered op¬ 
timism, I didn’t get an air of 
peace in Syria," said Tanger. 
The moment he stepped off the 
plane, Tanger who has visited 
Iron Curtain countries in the 
past, said he felt as though he 
were "in another Iron Curtain 
country." 

He said the country was 
"dark, desolate, the people 
were unhappy and the 
government authoritative.” 
Also, Tanger said the rumor 
was that their rooms were 
"bugged." Although members 
of the tour, which included 
correspondents from The New 
York Times, Denver Post, 
Business Week and Sun 
Publications, asked to visit 
with Syrian Jews, they were 
never allowed to do so. 

Of the 36 members in 
Tanger's group, 20 were 
Jewish, All were repeatedly 
told they would be able to see 
the Syrian Jewish sector where 
some 5,000 Jews live. They 
could not go themselves, for 
they were warned not to leave 
the hotel. In Beirut and Cairo, 
however, they were allowed to 
walk about freely. 

Despite Tanger's reaction to 
the country, he did observe 
there was a "more moderate 
view (towards) peace than in 
the past." 

Of all the incidents that could 
have occurred in the Arab 
countries, the one the group 
least expected was to run out of 
gas. But run out of gas they did 
on the Lebanese border near 
the end of the day. Although the 
group became "uneasy" as 
night approached, the bus 
driver's obvious agitation with 
the situation alfeviated their 
fears. When the driver got gas, 
his final frustration was that 
the cap was locked and he 
couldn't find the key! In a fit of 
anger, he threw the keys into 
the bushes, hammered off the 
cap, got into the bus and found 
the keys he tossed away were 
to the ignition. Ultimately, he 
jumped the wires and started 
the bus. 

Tanger described Jordan as 
a "friendly and beautiful 
country" with lush, rolling 
hills. He found King Hussein 
“warm" and after the in¬ 
terview, the king shook hands 
with everyone in the group and 
took pictures with some 
members In both Lebanon and 
Jordan, the group's interview 
was televised and they were 
front page news in Jordan 
As friendly as the Jordanians 
ir were, Tanger came up against 
1 gnm reality in a talk with Dr. 
Nabeel Shaath, bead of the 
Palestinian Liberation

Organization's planning 
committee. Shaath, who taught 
finance at Wharton' the 
University business school, 
spoke of the PLO causes and 
history in a "convincing and 
articulate" talk. 

When asked if the PLO got 
the West Bank and the Gaza 
strip, "would there be 
peace?”...Shaath flatly 
replied, 'no." He defended the 
PLO terrorist methods in such 
a calm, convincing manner tht 
that Tanger was un¬ 
comfortable about turning over 
the tapes 

In Israel, Tanger was im¬ 
pressed with the students he 
spoke to at Hebrew University 
who were committed to the 
Israeli cause and whose 
serious outlook on life differed 
sharply from American 
students whom they considered 
"naive." There are no drug 
users. 

Tanger, a warm and serious 
young man himself, was 
amazed by the students and 
considered the interview with 
them the highlight of his trip. 

A visual reminder of an 
Israeli student's double 
existence struck Tanger when 
he saw a young couple walking 
together with guns strapped on 
their backs. Men and women 
fight side by side in this 
country. 

Liberation there is not an 
issue, it is a fact. Everyone 
works. Tanger had dinner at 
the home of one couple where 
they told him about the guard 
duty they must stand once 
every 15 days. 

In Jerusalem, Tanger was 
impressed with the fact there 
are Christian, Moslems and 
Jews living peacefully in the 
same city. At night, he told of 
the beautiful city bathed by 
floodlights. Before the 1967 
war, the atmosphere in 
Jerusalem was quite different. 

Upon returning, Tanger and 
his classmate and members of 
the WZBC-FM radio station put 
together the tapes. They were 
aired in a four part series and 
included interviews with 
Prime Minister Yitshak Rabin 
of Israel, Shaath, Tasheen I 
Bashire, President Sadat's 
press secretary and King | 
Hussein.

definition of quality education, 
Fink said that it differs from 
school to school, depending on 
the needs of the community. 

He said top quality depends 
on "providing experience not 
normally provided in a school 
system, which is very ex¬ 
pensive." 

"Quality education is when 
•my' child s is provided for." he 
said, putting himself in the role 
of a parent. 

"Newton serves really bright 
kids very well," Fink said. 

"The real problem is dealing 
with kids who aren’t bright and 
happen to live in the city," 
where they do not show in the 
statistics. 

He leaked at the meeting that 
the average Newton 
elementary school child is 
reading at the 80 to 85 per¬ 
centile nationwide. 

He then said, “That doesn’t 
tell us a damn thing, because 
some kids are not reading at 
that level." 

Fink refused to elaborate on 
the statistics . of the reports 
He said in a few months he 
would release all of the 
elementary scores, with 
background data so they could 
be interpreted in the proper 
perspective. 

He noted that Vincent 
Silluzio, director of research 
and planning for the schools, is 
now committing himself en¬ 
tirely to the consolidation of 
schools related to declining 
enrollment, and will not be able 
to compile the score statistics 
for at least two months.

The Borad of Aldermen in 
Newton has a reputation of 
being consistent, Hinds said, 
and he hopes it will approve the 
390 Dedham St. home as it did 
the home in Aubumdale. 

The committee took no group 
action on the LSA proposal, 
and decided to • individually 
approach the Aldermen who 
may oppose the project. 

/lid. Richard McGrath spoke 
to the committee urging them 
to do just that before the entire 
Board votes on the permissive 
use Monday. 

McGrath, also a state 
representative, said the 
Dedham Street house is better 
in all considerations than the 
Aubumdale house. 

He said, "I'd be hypocritical 
to ask for the state to fund such 
projects and then passively 
allow a project to be defeated’" 
speaking in reference to his 
efforts to persuade aldermen to 
vote for the house 

The large crowd at the 
Pomroy House was motivated 
by a Ward 7 meeting at which 
Ernest Winsor proposed a 
resolution critical of Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis’ desire to 
deny cost of living increases to 
the poor. 

Lengthy debate on the 
resolution, which was not voted 
on by the Ward 7 Committee, 
included writing individual 
letters to the governor his 
stand, because the blind, 
young, old, crippled, poor, and 
employees, state employees 
can’t be held responsible for a 
deficit the governor did not 
know about when he was 
elected. 

The members decided to 
take the matter up at local 
ward meetings and report to 
Chairman David Mofenson 
within a month' so City 
Committee action could be 
taken then.

Another item Small felt should be 
removed from the school budget was 
J80,000 "to study the summer curriculum, 
not to run It." 

"I'm not trying to kill fiscal autonomy of 
the School Committee," Small said. 
"They’re doing It to themselves." 

A Finance Committee vote on the spot 
showed six in favor, two opposed. 

In the full Board, President Elliot Cohen 
came out strongly in fovor of supporting 
Small’s proposed $500,000 cut. 

"There's good merit in this. The efforts 
of the Finance Committee go back to 
before the budget was submitted, and Aid. 
Small has some excellent points that have 
an excellent chance in a court of law in this 
day and in this time," Cohen said. 

"I once recommended ’no action' on the 
school budget," he said. "This time it is 
foolhardy to let the school budget pass 
without action. We have an obligation to 
stand up and be heard." 

After some debate on whether the best 
legal procedure would be to cut from 
specific accounts or from the total school 
budget, it was decided by City Solicitor 
Howard Levine that the cut should be 
made from the $31,902,834 "bottom line," 
with reference to certain areas, as outlined 
earlier by Small. 

Voting in favor of cutting the school 
budget were Aid. Michael Antonellls, Alan 
Barkin, Wendell Bauckman, Richard 
Bullwinkle, Robert Gaynor, David 
Jackson, Michael Lipof, Andrew Magni, 
Edward Richmond, Jason Sacks, Joan 
Saklad, Small, Robert Tennant, and Eliot 
Cohen. 

Opposed were Aid. David Cohen, 
Thomas Concnnnon, Louis Egelson, 
Joseph McDonnell, Richard McGrath, 
Terry Morris, Susan Schur, and Mark 
White. 

Richmond, actually opposed to the 
manner in which the cut was made, voted 
yes only to wind up on the prevailing side 
of the vote in order, according to Board 
rules, to be able to file a motion for 
reconsideration. 

At Tuesday night’s continuation of the 
full Board vote on the entire city budget, in

proposing reconsideration of the school 
budget Richmond said he had been 
thinking it over and felt "we don't have a 
strong case." 

He had done some legal research since 
Monday night, he said, in which he found 
that the only amounts the Board does not 
have to appropriate are illegal fees and 
money for Newton Junior College, which 
"Newton doesn’t by statute have to 
operate.” 

Richmond proposed a school budget cut 
of $504,251 — $5000 for legal contingencies, 
$15,000 engineering fees, and $484,251 for 
Newton Junior College. 

The first two Items, Richmond said, 
should not be allowed because the School 
Committee is supposed by law to use the 
regular city services. As for Newton 
Junior College, he said, the city Is under no 
obligation to provide a junior college as 
part of its educational service. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell backed up 
Richmond's motion for reconsideration, 
saying, “We are operating in a vacuum if 
we think last night’s action has any legal 
standing. Richmond’s motion is specific." 
He referred to cases in law in which 
school-budget cuts were disallowed in 
court.

The Human Resources Department can 
and does help many such people. 

In Ms. Pitt’s department there is 
someone who can counsel on using money, 
when someone comes with a threatening 
financial problem; on occasion the 
department has managed to get debts paid 
up and has obtained a small grant to get 
someone started on food stamps. 

The elderly often have consumer 
problems which they are afraid to tackle 
head on with a store. Ms. Pitt helps here, 
too. 

While the visible elderly citizens in 
Newton do not seem to be in any hardship, 
they may be because of the high rents 
here, Ms. Pitt feels. She know of many 
people who pay half of their income from 
Social Security for rent. 

The Newton Housing Authority is 
swamped with applications and has only 
223 units of NHA-owned housing for the 
elderly and a fluctuating number, around 
90, units of leased housing for the elderly. 

One of the women at Drop-In Center was 
cynical about the chances of ever getting 
into NHA housing. She feels that it "all 
depends on who you know." She applied 
more than 10 years ago. 

Housing, of course would go a long way 
to solve financial problems of the elderly, 
since in a Housing Authority apartment no 
more than 25 percent of a tenant’s income 
goes for rent. 

The Department of Human Resources in 
City Hall has much to offer the elderly 
citizen in the way of helpand advice, if only 
those most in need of both could be 
reached.

I arson said it is "nearly Impossible" for 
the city to get 65 percent reimbursement 
from the state for the $1.6 million project. 

SBAB has had the schematics of the addi 
tion of four classrooms and a gym since 
last April, but has not yet said that a need 
exists for the project, which also includes 
renovation of the 1924 building, according 
to Director of Support Services John E. 
Gilleland. 

The new addition would heln alleviate 
the overcrowding in this school, uses 
rented space from a nearby church for 
some classes, and the overcrowded Ward 
School, which has the highest pupil- 
teacher ratio in the city’s elementary 
schools. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said at the March 24 School Committee 
meeting that the need at the school has 
dropped from 600 students to 500, due to 
previous School Committee action and 
there is still a question if the need is that 
great, since there have been so many 
delays in the face of annual enrollment 
decline 

Larson said he received a letter from 
SBAB asking the School Committee for 
its policy on classroom size in the city. 

SBAB has been waiting for the Com¬ 
mittee's reply, and since last April the 
architect has been on hold awaiting the go- 
ahead sign for drawing the preliminary 


Specifically it must decide on a plan and 
projection for Ward and Underwood, Fink 
told the Committee. 

It seems likely that the School Com¬ 
mittee may choose to wait until it hears the 
administration's report on the impact of 
the declining enrollment guidelines before 
It sets the plans for the specific schools. 

Superintendent Fink also hopes that the 
conversion of the old F. A. Day Junior 
High School into administration 
headquarters will be partly eligible for 
SBAB funding in the areas that will be 
used for student instructions. 

He said he will submit a percentage 
figure of the space in the building that will 
be used for psychological and sociological 
counseling, a science center, and work- 
study students. 

Along with submitting the time of each 
area's use, this will be a unique scheme for 
reimbursement, Fink said. 

The Board of Aldermen has yet to pass 
the $500,000 for the inside of the building 
and $130,000 for site development. 

He added that the Boston school system 
was refused reimbursement for space 
designated for demonstrations to teachers, 
but this space will be used by students. 

Overall, the entire SBAB approval 
process is one in which the School Com¬ 
mittee must keep in close touch with the 
bureau, carefully adapting itself to meet 
the state's requests.

Dedham Water Co. 
had its pioneers

There were 62 subscribers on 
the list, including four women, 
two insurance companies, a 
railroad, a woolen manufac¬ 
turing company, and a con¬ 
struction firm. It was October 
1, 1880, and on that day these 
individuals and companies had 
something in common—the 
realization that their Village - 
Dedham - needed a safe, 
dependable water supply. 

When they singed their 
names to a ruled parchment 
subscribers’ sheet, these in¬ 
vestors were pledging hard- 
earned cash totaling $75,200 "to 
be payable by installments as 
it may be needed for the 
progress of the works” — that 
is, the construction of a public 
water supply system. 

In their own way those in¬ 
vestors in the Dedham Water 
Company, as it has been called 
from the beginning, were just 
as much pioneers in the true 
sense of the word as were the 
original settlers of the Village 
of Dedham, whose origin can 
be traced to 1636. 

Pioneers like Royal O. 


Storrs, Winslow Warren, Ira 
Cleveland, Thomas Wakefield, 
J. P. Maynard, and H. 
Kingsbury, were among the 15 
men who four years earlier had 
founded the Dedham Water 
Company after obtaining an 
Act of Incorporation from the 
state legislature. Other sub¬ 
scribers included Mrs. H. 
Russell, Mrs. E. G. Burgess, 
Rebecca G. Richards, and Mrs. 
Mary Quincy. The corporate 
investors were Norfolk Mutual 
Fire Insurance, Dedham 
Mutual Fire Insurance, the 
Boston & Providence Kailraod, 
Mirdians Woolen Co., and 
Goodhue and Birnie. 

The first officers and 
directors of the fledgling water 
utility were Royal O. Storrs, 
President; Winslow Warren, 
Clerk; Erastus Worthington, 
Treasurer; Edward Stearns, 
Joseph W. Clark, and E. C. R. 
Walker. Messrs. Storrs, 
Warren, and Worthington were 
company founders, as were 
Edward S. Rand, Waldo

Eyeglasses are a definite part 
of the fashion picture — today they are 
considered an accessory to enhance a 
fashion wardrobe for men as well as 
women. 

Interviewing Don Wilbur of UNICO 
(International Division of Universal 
Optical Company) at a recent Optometric 
convention in Boston, he suggested that if 
you're a full time eyeglass wearer, you 
should have a wardrobe of different 
frames. 

"For example,” he said, "a sporty goggle 
wouldn't always go with a dark business 
suit and so anywhere from two to four 
pairs of glasses would be needed — 
especially for the professional man who is 
out meeting the public. Women have been 
doing this for some years. If a woman is 
dining out at a club, wearing pink chiffon, 
instead of pulling out black or heavy 
tortise glasses to read the menu, she 
should have softly hued, delicate frames.” 

Important news in eyeglass frames 
involves designers of women’s fashions. 
Cardin, Christian Dior, Gucci, Pucci and 
now American designers are also coming 
into the field. 

There's a ring of pride in Don’s voice as 
he speaks of the man responsible for 
Universal's new line of frames, Hubert de 
Givenchy. Long known as a designer for 
those of great wealth, his creations bear a 
timeless, subdued elegance — it is this 
same style and quality that is now 
available in prescription eyeglass frames. 

Givenchy designs will be named 
Givenchy I, II, and III. Each design will be 
available in a range of soft jewel colors, 
ranging from ombre beige-brown to plum 
and bronze in keeping with this season's 
fashion colors of soft earth and jewel 
tones. Optyl is the new plastic raw 
material developed in Austria, and is the 
material used in the first selections of the 
Givenchy line. 

"These colors are alive," said M. de 
Givenchy, "and they lend themselves to a 
new look in fashion for the eyes. It is very 
important to have a nice shape to suit the 
face. Not everyone can wear one shape for 
the eyes — any more than a woman can 


wear one style of dress. So we have three 
shapes to choose from now. I believe 
women will like the shapes and the colors, 
and will want to own several pairs of them 
. . . different moods, different clothes call 
for a wardrobe of eyeglasses. We will have 
a new sportif look for the eyes as well as a 
chic one." 

Givenchy I is a rectangle frame 
available in soft shades of rose, blue and 
brown, as well as a flattering smoky gray 
which becomes clear, crystal over the 
bridge. 

Givenchy II has an intriguing masque 
shape in a mellow whisky, clear shaded to 
lilac as well as a woodland green. 

Givenchy III is a young looking free¬ 
form butterfly shape available in wild 
plum, sky blue, bottle green and warm 
bronze. 


All frames are made of optyl, a feather 
weight plastic material that is hypo 
allergenic, flexible but also highly break 
resistant and boasts a unique plastii; 
memory. Once fitted with heat to ,1 
patient, the frame will not come outfbf 
adjustment. 


We asked Don Wilbur ab^pfThe most 
popular frame at the momerit.'His answer 
came without hesitation.'"The goggle is 
the style most requested by men, women 
and children. It's a bit of a problem with 
youngsters who want metal frames 
because they.are more expensive due to 
the fact that'all frames of this type are 
made by hand involving literally hun¬ 
dreds pf ; operations. If it's a rough and 
tumble child," he suggested, "a plastic 
goggle would be better because metal 
frames can be bent out of shape and 
broken. Of course the plastic can break, 
but they don’t bend as easily and can take 
more punishment." 


There was a time when guidelines were 
offered in the choice of eyeglass frames. 
For example, those with long, narrow 
faces were advised to choose rectangular 
or oval shapes; those with square-shaped 
faces were told to wear round lenses to 
soften the angles; round faces called for 
square or geometric shapes to reduce 
fullness.

The molded bridge versus nose pads? 
According to this expert it depends on the 
shape of the nose. In some cases the 
molded type is preferred because it 
distributes the weight evenly. However, 


there is more flexibility with the pads than 
with the molded type. It becomes a per¬ 
sonal preference and Universal offers a 
choice of molded or padded bridge in all 
metal frames. 

Your eyes are your most important fea¬ 
ture, so it stands to reason that glasses 
should be your most cared about fashion 
and beauty accessory. Skin tone, eye color, 
body size and wardrobe should all be 
considered when you make your selection.

Snacks have become a way of life for 
most people — in fact snacking is fast 
becoming a fourth meal — often times the 
meal that adds unwanted pounds.

Eventually, a snack 
came to mean anything from a nibble to a 
light meal. Today "snacks" are any foods 
eaten between meals. According to U.S. 
Department of Agriculture statistics, 
consumers spend two billion dollars on 
"empty calorie" snacks, such as potato 
chips, candy, soda pop. 

Whatever your eating habits may be, 
snacks should be anticipated, fun to eat, 
and nourishing, and it's just as easy to eat 
a nourishing snack as one that has little to 
offer. 

The wrong choice of snacks can ruin a 
diet. Most dieters are good as gold at 
mealtime and tend to watch their calories 


and eat moderately. It's after a hard day 
of self-denial that many dieters succumb 
to the urge to open the refrigerator and 
attack ice cream and other high calorie 
foods. It's important to bear in mind that 
when hunger pangs (or boredom) strike 
you should have on hand a plastic "snack 
box” in the refrigerator filled with such 
things as raw celery cut in chunks, pared 
cut up carrots, raw cauliflowerets, or 
cherry tomatoes.

Question: Would you please publish a recipe for Chinese 
Fried Rice? 

B.B.. Dedham 

Answer: The secret of good fried rice is using rice that 
has been precooked and cold. I generally prepare the rice a 
day ahead. Here's an old favorite: 

CHINESE FRIED RICE 
3 tablespoons oil 
2 cups onions, coarsely chopped 
2 cups cooked rice, cold 
2 eggs, beaten 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
'i teaspoon salt 

Using a wok or large skillet, on medium heat, add oil. Add 
onions and fry until golden brown. Add cold rice and stir 
until heated through. Add beaten eggs which have been 
seasoned with soy sauce and salt. Stir fry until mixture is 
cooked through and hot — it takes about 5-10 minutes. I As a 
variation, add 2 cups of chopped cooked meat, chicken, 
shrimp or . . . for something unusual. 2 cups roasted 
peanuts.) 

Question: You've come to my rescue before and I am 
hoping you will be able to do so again. 1 am planning a party 
for approximately 125 people and would appreciate any 
suggestions. Thank you so much.

Answer: Thank you for your very kind remarks. The 
following are tasty and ideal for vour buffet party. Hope 
they fill the bill! 

CHEESE KNISHES (Delicate cheese-filled pastries i 
2 cups all purpose flour 
'i pound (2 sticks) margarine 

I cup sour cream 

3 1 pound Farmer’s cheese 

I I pound cream rheese 

1 large egg 

2 onions, chopped 
■i teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

Combine flour, margarine and sour cream, beat until well 
mixed. Form into a ball, wrap in foil and refrigerate 
overnight. In a bowl combine Farmer's cheese, cream 
cheese, egg., beaten, onions (which have been chopped and 
sauteed in margarine until transparent) salt and sugar. 
Mix well. Divide dough into 2 parts. Roll thin on well floured 
board. Cut with cookie cutter into 3 or 4 inch rounds. Put a 
small amount of filling in center, cover with another round 
and seal with tines of fork. Brush with a slightly beaten egg 
and bake in 375 degree oven on lightly greased cookie sheet, 
until lightly browned and puffy. Approx. 20 minutes.) 

CHEDDAR PENNIES 
*i cup butter or margarine 
'i pound sharp Cheddar cheese, shredded 
1 cup sifted all purpose flour 
Vi teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons onion soup mix, crushed fine 
Combine all ingredients and mix thoroughly. Shape into 
rolls about one inch in diameter. Wrap in foil and freeze. 
When ready to use, slice the rolls thin (‘a inch) rounds.

Fish can breathe in the 
water. But how? 

Do they take the oxygen out 
of H2?? Or do they breathe the 
oxygen that is dissolved in the 
water? 

Ordinary water is a won¬ 
derful solvent. It dissolves 
minerals from the earth, 
fertilizers from the farms, and 
filth from the city streets. 

And, much to the benefit of 
fish, water dissolves oxygen 
from the air. 

Fish, it seems, don't have 
any secret chemical 
mechanism to separate the 
oxygen from the hydrogen in 
the water's H2?. They can't 
take out that one atom of 
oxygen which is bound with two 
atoms of hydrogen to make one 
molecule of water. 

Fish breathe the dissolved 
oxygen which is normally 
present in clean water. 

They breathe by taking 
water into their mouths and 
passing it through their gill 
chambers, where the oxygen Is 
absorbed in very much the 
same way that human lungs 
absorb oxygen from the air. 
The water is then expelled 
from the openings in the side of 
the fish's head. 

If there is no dissolved 
oxygen in the water, the fish 
cannot breathe. That is why a 
fish can die of suffocation when 
there is actually plenty of 
water for it to swim in. The 
water may have an unlimited 
quantity of oxygen in its H20, 
but little or no dissolved 
oxygen which the fish can use. 

That is one reason why 
people worry about things like 
too many phosphates from 
detergents, too much nitrogen 
from farm fertilizer runoff, too 
much sewage from cities and 
towns and animal feed lots. 

Sewage, of course, can also 
carry disease germs, but a 
major problem is that a great 
deal of oxygen is consumed in 
the normal biological 
processes that break down 
sewage and other organic 
matter in water. 

Phosphates and nitrogen act 
as fertilizers in lakes and 
rivers: they can cause an 
overabundance of plant life, 
and then when the plants die, 
the decay process uses a large 
amount of oxygen. 

Phosphates, nitrogen, and 
sewage are not what one would 
normally consider poisonous, 
in the sense that mercury, 
lead, and many effluents from 
chemical plants, steel mills, 
paper mills, and other fac¬ 
tories can be poisonous. The 
problem is not out-and-out 
poisoning of the fish: the 
problem is that an excess of 
organic matter demands too 
much oxygen as it decays. 

Chemists measure this need 
for oxygen and call it 
"Biochemical Oxygen 
Demand" or "BOD". A prime 
job in water pollution control is 
seeing that the "BOD" of 
pollutants is not so great that It 
overwhelms the natural 
biological system. 

When the pollutants in a 
river or lake or marsh use up 
loo much of the dissolved 
oxygen, there is none left for 
the creatures that live in the 
water. 

Fish like trout and other 
game fish go first. Fish like 
carp can live longer in a 
stream with low oxygen: did 
you ever see a goldfish come to 
the surface of a fishbowl and 
gasp for air? A goldfish can 
actually take in a bubble of air, 
hold it in its mouth near its 
moist gills, and absorb oxygen 
in an emergency. 

That is its defense against 
lack of dissolved oxygen, and 
when the goldfish in your bowl 
gulps for air he is telling you, 
"Change my water! And made 
it snappy! I need a new supply 
of dissolved oxygen!"

Veterans can 
get housing 
assistance 

Bay Stale veterans who are 
married will find it easier than 
ever before to qualify for 
housing assistance, the 
Veterans Administration at 
Boston reminded today. 

VA said It now accords full 
recognition to incomes of both 
veteran and spouse in deter¬ 
mining ability to repay loan 
obligations. 

VA Is required by law to 
determine If contemplated 
terms of repayment bear a 
proper relation to the veteran's 
anticipated income and ex¬ 
penses before approving the 
loan. 

"But while the spouse's 
Income has always been 
considered," VA explained, 
"local rules sometimes had the 
effect of discounting the 
spouse's Income. Now, 
however, no such local rules 
are Imposed, and the spouse's 
income is given full con¬ 
sideration." 

VA guarantees 60 per cent of 
GI loans (maximum 117,5001 
private lenders make to 
military service personnel, 
veterans and eligible spouses 
of World War n, Korean and 
post-Korean Conflicts and the 
Vietnam-era.

What percentage of 
teenagers have never smoked 
more than a handful of 
cigarettes in their lives?

An extensive 1974 survey 
conducted by the government's 
National Clearinghouse on 
Smoking and Health also found 
that only 15.8 percent of 
teenagers are regular 
smokers. The percentage of 
girls who smoke has inched up 
to that for boys. 

What, factors influence 
decisions about smoking? For 
teenagers the most important 
concern is "control of my 
future.” Most teenagers want 
to decide themselves what kind 
of a person to become and to 
shape their own lives. The next 
most important factor is 
awareness of the effects of 
smoking on heatyi. The third 
most significant factor, the 
survey showed, is aconcem for 
non-smokers' rights. There is a 
growing feeling /.among 
teenagers as well as aduRs that 
people who do not smok&bave 
the right to breathe clean,*air 
which is not polluted fuji 
cigarette smoke. 

Here are some of 
fascinating findings; 

—77 percent think cigarette 
smoke is a form of air pollution 
—87 percent feel smoking 
harms teenagers 
—72 percent disagree that 


low-tar and nicotine cigarettes 
are safe 

-56 percent are bothered 
because many adults can't stop 
smoking 

It just seems as if all 
teenagers everywhere are 
smoking their heads off. They 
aren't. And they have good 


reasons not to.

If you have enough of them, 
exemptions, worth $750 each, 
can reduce your taxable in¬ 
come substantially.

qualify as your dependent he 
must have during the tax year:

If the disease can result from 
such low-level exposure, says 
Dr. Selikoff, the implications 
for the public may be serious 
indeed. Asbestos is found in 
hundreds of common 
household products. Fibers 
have been found In the urban 
air, in water, and In some 
foods. 

Since scarring of the lung 
tissue doesn't show up for at 
least ten years or more after 
exposure, there is no way of 
detecting how widespread the 
disease may be. Often it takes 
twenty or thirty years to 
"incubate,” says Dr. Selikoff.

The Green Thumb

MEALYBUGS 4 SCALES: 
ow’s a good time to take a 
>k at your house plants 
tspecially the ferns) and see if 
have mealybugs or scales 
i. These are two of the 
totfithest pests you'll have to 
' with. Mealybugs look 
puffs of cotton, while 
more or less round 
ownish. Both are 
by waxy coats of 
)u can lick them, 
few suggestions: 
ick and destroy 
them. A s#ab of cotton on a 
toothpick dfeped in rubbing 
alcohol does lije trick. Just dab 
a bit on each rfoss and be sure 
not to get any idcohol on the 
plants. 

(2) Some gardeners scrub 
the plants with warm, sopay 
solution, and then spray with 
rotenone or pyrethrum, or 
nicotine sulfate. You can even 
dip the plants into the soapy 
water, with a little nicotine 
sulfate added as a dip. 

(3) Malathion is death on 
exposed mealybugs, but it is 
also lethal on some plants such 
as jades and other crassulas. It 
also smells badly indoors. 

(4) Spraying with white oil 
emulsion is another possibility 
for fighting scale and 
mealybugs. 

(5) A systemic Insecticide 
such as Isotox works well for 
killing toughies such as scale 
and mealybugs. You add it to 
the soil and uatei it in. 

(6) Use a No-pest shrip and 
gas the tough ones. Cut a 1 inch 
piece of the strip, and place it 


and the plant into a closet 
plastic bag for 8 to 12 hours 
Next day they are dead 
Remove and burn. 

PLANTS IN POTS; If yot 
need only a few pottet 
tomatoes, peppers, eggplant 
or melons, no reason why yoi 
can't start them in clay pots o 
peat pots now. They like a loos 
soil (1 part each of sand, pea 
and loam) or you can use one o 
the instant soils such as Jiff; 
Mix, or Pro-Mix. , 

The secret for getting a goo- 
germination of melons 
eggplant or pepper seed i 
plenty of heat. Give them 
temperature of at least 72 deg; 
up to 80 degs. or maybe 85 deg! 
Don’t go below 70 deg! 
(especially at night) as th 
seed will rot inside the see 
coat. 

Gardeners who used th 
Fibre pots last year may hav 
noticed that roots were cot 
fined inside, especially whe 
the walls of the pots becam 
dry. That’s why we would lik 
to remind you this year to tea: 
the plants out of the fibre pot 
by slitting the sides of the pot 

All types of organic po 
(peat, paper, pressed manur 
etc.) are a great Innovation 
you like to grow potted iten 
such as tomatoes, etc. You « 
set the pot and all out, but 1 
•sure to slit the sides with 
sharp knife before setting the 
out.

Temple Mishkan Tefila hosts festival 


Nearly 300 members of the 
Temple Mishkan Tefila, 300

Exhibits prepared for the 
festival include, among others, 
a "Family Album" of personal 
photographs of presidents from 
Hoover through Johnson; a 
display of objects, documents, 
and photos relating to the 
boyhoods and careers of these 
presidents prior to their 
elections to the nation’s highest 
office; an exhibit on cam¬ 
paigning for ethnic group 
votes; a review of the ad¬ 
ministrations and time of 
presidents from 1928-1964; and 
an exhibit on "The American 
Presidency and the Issue of a 
Jewish Nation." 

The film festival includes 
biographical films about 
presidents beginning with 
Theodore Roosevelt, films 
about presidential campaigns 
from William McKinley to 
recent elections, and a 
"decision film” which places 
the viewer in the president’s 
chair.

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How to recreate a mangrove swap swamp 


// 


MIAMI (UPI) - There may 
be a market soon among 
Florida real estate developers 
for a do-it-yourself manual on 
"How to recreate a mangrove 
swamp.” 

Or another on "Hints and 
short cuts for filling in canals." 

For the past two years. U.S. 
District Court Judge William 
0. Mehrtens, a Florida native 
who remembers how it was 
when he first made fishing 
trips to the Florida Keys 40 
years ago, has handed down a 
series of court decisions ap¬ 
plauded by environmentalists 
and deplored by developers. 

He has been enforcing a 
little-used law to make 
developers not only desist, but 
also put things back the way 
nature had them. In the most 
drastic of the decisions last 
December, Mehrtens ordered 
Miami’s Joseph G. Moretti 
Construction Co„ to restore to 
a mangrove swamp some 25 
acres of the firm's 65-acre 
Hammer Point Park mobile 
homesite development on Key 
largo 60 miles south of Miami. 

The father and son firm is 
appealing Mehrtens' order and 
the litigation eventually could 
reach the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Mehrtens declined comment 
on this and other decisions 
"because of the delicate nature 
of the cases, especially when 
appeals may be taken." 

But Mehrtens' law clerk, 


David White, said the Judge 
acted under the Rivers and 
Harbors Act of 1890, 

“There has always been in 
the statute provisions for 
restoration of property to its 
original state when the act has 
been violated,” he said. "But it 
has never been used before to 
this extent, at least in this area. 
That's what makes these cases 
most notable." 

Mehrtens' order did not 
cover the parts of the Moretti 
tract already sold to mobile 
home owners. But in the 25 
acres it did cover, he ordered 
dredged canals filled, 
shorelines restored and 
mangroves and turtle grass 
replanted in the shallow bay 
waters stripped by dredges. 

"It's impossible to restore 
it," JosephG. Moretti Sr., said. 
"Where do you get mangroves 
without stealing them from 
some other place? No one 
raises them in nurseries. We 
are not going to restore it. We 
are going to win this on ap¬ 
peal." 

He said his firm was in full 
compliance with Florida laws 
when it began the development 
in 1969. 

In succession since then, 
Mehrteas has ordered: 

—Owners of Sexton Cove, an 
80-acre trailer park on Key 
Largo, to submit within 30 days 
a plan for refilling 10 canals 
and otherwise restoring the 


site. 

—Approval of a consent 
decree in which developer 
Douglas R. Gaines of Marathon 
Key will restore a 1.5-acre 
stretch of illegally dredged 
waterfront on Vaca Key to its 
original state, including re¬ 
planting of red mangroves. He 
also ordered Gaines to pay a 
*5,000 civil penalty. Gaines 
subsequently filed for 
reorgani7.ation under federal 
bankruptcy laws. 

— Chicago attorney Fred 


Weiszmann to fill in two canals 
of his Orchid Park subdivision 
on Sugar loaf Key and to pay a 
*5,000 civil penalty. 

Miami accountant Ralph 
Oesterle, husband of Dade 
County Commissioner Clara 
Oesterle, was president of the 
.Sexton Cove firm. He still owns 
10 per cent of the firm. He told 
UPI when Sexton Cove was 
developed, "half of the 80 acres 
was a Monroe County dump on 
Key Largo. Among other 
things, we removed 44 junked 


cars and countless old 
refrigerators and stoves. We 
dug our canals a little deeper 
than normal to cover up the 
raw garbage. 

"It might be awful hard to 
round up that much garbage to 
restore the property to the 
state it was in when we began," 
he said. 

All the developers involved 
took advantage of a section of 
Army Corps of Engineers' 
regulations that allows dredg¬ 
ing without permits, provided 


permits are obtained when the 
work is done. For decades the 
permits were routinely 
granted, but under pressure 
from environmentalist groups 
the Corps has been denying 
some such permits in recent 
years. 

U. S. Attorney David F. 
McIntosh of Miami, who 
represented the government in 
all but the Sexton Cove case, 
said that “some of these canals 
have been dug to a depth of 40 
feet and are 100 feet wide. 


That's battleship depth." 

"There can be only one 
reason for digging a canal that 
deep—to obtain fill, par¬ 
ticularly when the body of 
water to which it is connected 
may be only one to three feet 
deep." 

Mvlntosh said fill is selling 
for *2 a yard. He said some of 
the canals were 1,200 feet long 
and such a canal, with a width 
of 100 feet and depth of 40 feet, 
would produce *350,000 worth 
of salable land fill. 


"All the government wants is 
for them to reduce the depth of 
the canals to six to 10 feet," he 
said. 

A number of similar cases 
are pending in other courts 
involving Florida land 
development. 

"These cases," McIntosh 
said, "will forcibly bring home 
to developers that only regulat¬ 
ed devlopment is going to be 
permitted, as far as the 
surrounding waters of the 
United States are concerned."

Spring cleaning 


The traditional rites of 
spring —house cleaning and 
moving — linger on. 

True, there have been chan¬ 
ges. 

Housework, mechanized if 
not automated, is more an 
ongoing thing —no longer the 
two-week spring cleaning orgy. 

The one-time May 1 mass 
exodus of city dwellers from 
one apartment to another of¬ 
fering better location, more 
space or services, is no more. 
An apartment with affordable, 
or almost affordable, rent is 
not to be left lightly. 
Homeowners, too, are less 
likely to move for any but the 
most urgent reasons. 

Still, come warm weather, 
. most of us make a little extra 
effort at clearing winter’s 
clutter from our homes. Folks 
who are planning a move are 
likely to make it when the 
youngsters are out of school. 
And, today, there is a new rite 
added: the garage sale, or tag 
sale, or if you live out a way, 
you may call it a barn sale. 

Whatever the name, the 
game is the same: you dispose 
of your discard collection. It’s 
a proven fact, your junk is 
bound to be someone else’s 
treasure —and vice versa, of 
course. 

A garage sale takes many 
forms. It can be a joint effort of 
a couple of neighbors or a 
whole neighborhood, or a 
simple advertisement listing a 
few items your family no 
longer needs. It can be 
profitable; certainly more so 
than giving or throwing things 
away. 

It also takes some planning. 

Some help in that area comes 
from the Office of the 
Impartial Chairman of the 
Moving and Storage Industry 
of New York. That impressive 
title belongs to an organization 
formed in 1955 by Local 814 of 
the Teamsters Union as a self¬ 
policing, consumer arbitration 
program for resolving com¬ 
plaints with movers. 

The OIC also has a consumer 
education service. One of its 
booklets tells "How to Have a 
Garage Sale.” 

Even if your collection of 
discards includes "things" like 
Grandpa's old mustache cup, 
and the elephant's foot umbrel¬ 
la stand Uncle Dan brought 
back from Africa, OIC says 
you'll be surprised at what will 
sell. 

The first step, OIC says, is to 
check local authorities to see if 
there are any prohibitions or 
taxes connected with a garage 
sale. 

Check your neighbors to see 
if any want to combine efforts 
with you. This will give you a 
greater assortment of items to 
sell. And the more the better 
because people take more time 
to look when there is variety. 

Get a notebook and list 
exactly what you will dispose 
of. Look each item over 
carefully. You might want to 
do a little cleaning or minor 
repairing. Package items that 
go together. Put sizes on 
clothing. 

Set a price on each item. 
Keep in mind what you have to 
sell is used and should be 
priced on the low side Place a 
price tag or label on each item, 
then list the price next to the 


item in your notebook. It pays 
to check the value of any an¬ 
tiques or other major items you 
may be selling. If other 
families are cooperating, be 
sure everything is properly 
identified. 

You'll have to advertise: in 
the local newspaper, the 
shopper's pennysaver, a notice 
on supermarket bulletin 
boards, church or school 
bulletin and, on the day of the 
sale, a few signs directing 
prospective customers to the 
sale itself. Some newspapers 
make printed signs available to 
those who take out ads. Be sure 
to remove them once your sale 
is over. 

In setting up your display, 
remove anything you do not 
want to sell or, in the case of 
things that can't be moved, put 
up big "not for sale” notices or 
cover them with a sheet. This 
also provides good background 
for small items. 

Arrange things attractively. 
Group similar items together. 
Hang clothing if possible, or 
fold it neatly. Enlist friends to 
help if it's a big sale. In any 
event, have one person in 
charge of money, another free 
to answer questions and 
negotiate on prices (some 
people don’t think it's a sale if 
they can't bargain). If you do 
change price, be sure to mark 
it in your book. Be particularly 
careful if more than one family 
is involved. 

OIC says you’ll have fun, 
make some money you 
wouldn't have had otherwise, 
and if you’re moving, it's a 
great way to have a last get- 
together with friends and 
neighbors before you leave.

At the head of the list is a 
serious argument with spouse, 
followed closely by a serious , 
Illness in the immediate 
family.

“We’d get tremendous im¬ 
pact out of that,” Alan Murray 
of First NATIONAL City Bank

If consumers use Uieu $98 to 
$200 tax rebate as a down 
payment to buy something on 
the installment plan, Murray 
said, the $22.8 billion tax cut 
would be multipled several 
times as it rippled through the 
economy. 

But the major question is not 
whether consumers will buy 
something on installments but 
whether they’ll buy anything al 
all.

Before you take your car in, 
check the registration number 
with your registration plates to 
see if they match. If they do not 
match, go to a Registry office 
to have a correction made. 
Also, check the vehicle iden¬ 
tification number on your 
registration certificate with 
the vehicle identification 
number which is on the vehicle 
to see if they match. If they do 


not match, go to your in¬ 
surance company or agent for 
corrections. 

The Registration certificate 
must be presented before an 
inspection will be made, and all 
information must be correct. 

The fee for a motor vehicle 
inspection is now $2.00. The fee 
for inspection of a trailer alone 
is still 50 cents. 

Items to be checked include: 
brakes, stop lights, lights, 
horn, exhaust system, steering 
gear, windshield, windshield 
cleaners, number plates, rear 
windows, tires, fenders, 
bumpers, external sheet metal, 
reflectors, splash guards and 
chock blocks, pollution control 
systems or devices, and the 
vehicle Identification number. 

Vehicles passing inspection 
will have an official green 
sticker printed in black placed 
on the windshield by an ad¬ 
juster after it passes in¬ 
spection. Motor vehicles failing 
to pass inspection will be 
marked with a rejection

Otto Eckstein, director of 
Data Resources, a major 
economic consulting group, 
believes at least two-thirds of 
the money will be spent, and 
the rest saved. 

“The whole theory of the 
present tax cut is to reduce the 
decline in pa-chasing power, 
increase consumer spending 
and have the whole economy 
catch fire," said Eckstein. “We 
think it will." 

But, he addded, “Our con¬ 
cern is that it will peter out too 
quickly. When all the one-shot 
cuts are over, then the 
economy has enough momen¬ 
tum to carry forward or it 
doesn't." 

Eckstein said the tax rebate 
should stimulate consumer 


spending enough to raise 
consumption by 6 per cent and 
produce “positive" growth In 
the Gross National Product In 
the next three months for the 
first time in more than a year, 

Albert Sindllnger of Sindlin- 
ger Sc Co. said recent surveys 
Indicate the rebate won’t work 
because the majority of people 
will use the money to pay bills, 
mostly for utilities, or save it. 

Sindllnger said surveys 
taken two years ago showed 
"tremendous hedge-buying" in 
cars and houses to beat in¬ 
flation. “People were even 
buying canned peas to beat 
rising prices,” he said. 

Therefore, he said, there is 
not a pressing need for cars 
and houses "Without housing 


and cars, the economy can’t 
possibiy turn around," he said. 

Murray, the Citibank econo¬ 
mist, said the debate over 
whether consumers will spend 
or save their rebates has been 
"exaggerated way out of 
proportion." 

"If a consumer doesn’t spend 
any of it,” he said, “one way or 
the other he puts the funds in 
the hands of people who will 
spend it." 

In other developments: 

—The New York Stock 
Exchange Monday completed 
one of its best first quarters in 
its 183-year history. The total 
value of of NYSE shares rose 
nearly $100 billion in January 
and February and between an 
estimated $30 billion to $50 


billion in March. Trading 
volume was the heaviest ever. 

—L. William Seidman, an 
economic advisor to President 
Ford, said in Philadelphia that 
although the economy “is still 
going down," there will be a 
bottoming out In mid-summer. 
Seidman said the first signs of 
the economic recovery will be 
in housing and mortgage rates

Rosenblum responds to Aid. Small

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum defended the school budget for 
next year at a press conference Monday 
afternoon, and said there is a 10-taxpayers 
suit being prepared against the Board of 
Aldermen in responseTo its cut of $500,000 
from the school budget. 

She refused to release any further in¬ 
formation on the taxpayers' suit, but said 
there will be a public announcement in a 
week to 10 days. 

The state law, Chapter 71, Section 34, 
allows 10 taxpayers, the mayor, or the 
attorney general to file in Superior Court a 
suit against the city to restore any cuts bv 
aldermen in the School Committee's 
budget, including an additional 25 percent 
of the amount cut. 

Mrs. Rosenblum said, “There hasn't 
been a case of 150 years that a School 
Committee has lost.’ 1 

Mrs. Rosenblum's three page statement, 
labeled "Fact Sheet,” referred to three 
quotes of aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small in last weed’s 
Newton Graphic. 

Small said at the aldermanic meeting last 
week before the Board voted the cut in the 
school budget, that the salaries for 100 new 
teachers were budgeted to high for newly 
hired teachers. He claimed then that at 


least $1000 for each new teacher was 
overbudgeted and could be cut. 

Mrs. Rosenblum responded at the press 
conference that “The School Committee 
projected a turnover of 110 teaching 
positions at $1,500 per position and five 
classified positions at $3,500 per position, 
for a total estimated saving of $182,500. 
... The amount is $82,500 more than the 
($1,000 for each of 100 replacement 
teachers' suggested by Mr. Small .” 

Small responded Monday night that the 
5.6 people to be hired for Chapter 766 were 
budgeted at $14,000 each, while the star¬ 
ting salary for someone out of college with 
a bachelor’s degeree is $9,154. 

Small said, “They don't need to start at 
$14,000. Their general practice is to start 
higher than they have to." 

Furthermore, he said, “They're not 
answering the question." 

Mrs. Rosenblum's second criticism of 
the alderman was his statement that there 
was no realistic need for the $181,000 in¬ 
crease in the pupil transportation account, 
which he claimed the bids had not gone out 
for yet. 

The chairwoman said the bid had gone 
out for regular transportation, but not for 
special education transportation, “which 
represents one-third of the total cost of 
$656,571 budgeted for next year.” 

She went on, “Only $27,324 of the 
projected increase reflects the possibility 


of new bids coming in 10 percent highter 
than the current contract." 

She said $153,676 of the increase over last 
year is to cover the cost of private school 
transportation that a legal opinion advised 
they should supply, and two new routes for 
regular transportation added during the 
year, which were not included in last 
year's budget. 

Small also said in last week's paper that 
the new buses should be paid for by now so 
the cost should go down for the new con¬ 
tract, and accused Mrs. Rosenblum of not 
answering the question when asked for his 
reply Monday night. 

He admitted he may have been mistaken 
about the bids going out to bid, but he 
meant to say the School Committee has not 
received the bids yet. 

Mrs. Rosenblum's third point of con¬ 
tention with lest week’s story Small was 
the indirect quote of his statement that the 
School Committee budgeted $96,771 too 
much for fuel oil. 

Small referred to Director of Support 
Services John Gilleland's statement of 
Feb. 5 that the schools could get by with 
1,000 barrels less oil than budgeted. 

Small also said, "We (the municipal 
budget) get $12 and something per barrel; 
they call it $14.50 a barrel.” 

Mrs. Rosenblum responded that the

new appraisals of their real estate. 

Cole-Layer-Trumble had just announced 
through the newspapers that citywide, 
appraisals would result in one-third of the 
assessments going up, one-third going 
down, and one-third remaining the same. 

The people in line were, of course, those 
whose appraisals and estimated tax bills 
had gone up. 

Dan Corbett, 14 Evergreen Ave., 
Auburndale, called the new appraisal 
"completely unrealistic." He paid $26,00C 
for his house seven-and-a-half years ago, 
added a room, and now finds his property 
appraised at $46,300. 

A Thompsonville man, Ferdinand 
Santucci, has a 100-year-old house that has 
never had anything done to it, Santucci 
said. The new estimated appraisal has 
raised his taxes from $662 to $955. 

“We were going to tear it down," he 
said, "but we decided not to. Now we will." 


The owner of a two-family house on 
Athclstane Road, Newton Centre, said, 
"Let them give me the $52,000 they said 
my house is worth and I'll move out." 

Harold Golden is 74 years old and lives in 
one half of the house. He does much of the 
maintenance work on the house. Three 
years ago his taxes were $1600 — with 
revaluation they will be $2500. 

Golden says he just about breaks even 
now with the rent he charges his tenant. 

He can't get an exemption because of his 
age, Golden says, because he has more 
than the allowable $5000 in the bank. 

Golden has a $6000 hospital bill for huf 
wife, who had a heart operation. 

All areas of the city seem to have been 
hit with unexpected increases in estimated 
tax bills. 

Because the tax rate has been estimated 
at $47.50, about one-third of last year's 
$150.40, an appraised value of three times 
last year’s would leave most homeowners 
on an equivalent assessment basis to last 
year’s with a little left over for the in¬ 
crease in this year's city budget. 

But many taxpayers have found 
themselves slapped with a fourfold in¬ 
crease in appraised value and large in¬ 
creases in the dollar amounts of estimated 
tax. 

Especially hard hit seem to be the 
sections of the city with old houses that 
may not have been reassessed for a long 
time. 

Swank sections of the city, such as 
Waban and Oak Hill, did not escape the tax 
increases, even though some of the 
residents of those areas who joined the 
taxpayers' suit to force revaluation at one 
time believed that their taxes would go 
down. 

One resident of Lovett Road, Oak Hill, 
said his taxes had gone up predictably 
about $100, and another, while her husband 
was telling her in the background to hang 
up the phone, said hers had stayed about 
the same. 

Both had been parties to the suit. 

A Waban woman, busy in the Assessing 
Department trying to compare her 


assessment with that of her neighbors, 
said her Warren Road home has been 
appraised at $66,000, an increase sincelast 
year of $50,000. 

Several instances of apparent over¬ 
valuation were reported, as for example a 
house bought six months ago for $41,000 
that is now appraised at $67,000. 

A house currently up for sale has 
brought a top offer of $63,000, yet is ap¬ 
praised at $81,000. 

Aldermen were kept busy all weekend 
answering irate and sometimes desperate 
phone calls from Newton residents about 
the estimated tax bills. 

Aid. Robert Gaynor, who consistently 
opposed the revaluation program ordered 
by the courts two years ago. said he lias 
been deluged with phone calls since last 
Saturday.

Lutheran home 
vote delayed 


A charter objection by Aid. Richard 
McGrath Monday night was the means of 
saving the petition of the Lutheran Service 
Association from almost certain defeat. 

The charter objection, in which McGrath 
was joined by five other aldermen, 
prevents further action on the matter until 
the April 22 meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The 1-SA petition is for permissive use to 
operate a home for six boys with special 
needs at 390 Dedham St. 

The controversial petition for per¬ 
missive use to house six boys with special 
needs has aroused strong feelings against 
the proposal from the neighbors and 
abutters. 

land Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell, trying to convince the Board to 
accept his committee's favorable report, 
asked, “Is this an institutional use in a 
residential neighborhood? A total of nine 
persons on 29,000 square feet of land — six 
boys, two house parents, and a cook— 
cannot be considered an institution." 

Denial should be based on only two 
grounds, McDonnell said, that the effort is 
not a worthy effort and that a substantial 
number of the residents in the area oppose 
the home. 

McDonnell said that the project is a 
meritorious one that meets the criteria of 
serving the public convenience and 
welfare. As for the number of opponents, 


McDonnell said there is no percentage 
WTitten into the statutes. 

"The decision requires you to exercise 
your judgment," he said. 

Aid. Terry Morris moved to send the 
matter back to land Use Committee to 
allow for the return of Aid. Mark White, 
known to be in favor. White is out of town. 

Morris thought at that time that there 
were 15 votes in favor of the proposal and 
White would make the sixteenth necessary 
vote. 

When the recommittal failed and the 
petition would have failed, McGrath 
exercised the charter in order to save the 
petition from defeat. 

In other action the Board of Aldermen 
denied a petition for 27 units of garden 
apartments and a zone change at 613 
Watertown St., Newtonville. 

Frank Marco had promised two two- 
bedroom and one one-bedroom apartment 
to be leased to the Housing Authority for 
its leased-housing program. 

In spite of this and promises of land¬ 
scaping and lighting that would help ap¬ 
pease the neighbors, the consensus was 
that the density was too high and the 
petition was denied by a vote of 14 to 6. 

The Newton-Wellesley-Weston Multi- 
Service Center petition for permissive use 
to operate a counseling center in a house at 
1301 Centre St. passed the Board with no 
debate.

When Bill and Eileen Shaevel were 
expecting their second child, Jennifer 
Rebecca, they began to seriously question 
why Eileen, who is an attorney, should 
give up her practice with Bill, also an 
attorney, to stay home to care for the 
baby. What evolved from their questioning 
was the concept of equal parenting...the 
idea of each partner working two and one 
half day pre-assigned days at home. 

When Bill said “yes" to this suggestion, 
Eileen felt he was being a “pioneer." But 
he fully understood she did not want to give 
up her career. Since they have another 
daughter, Karen, 12 years old, Eileen had 
been working a number of years already. 

"I didn't agree to be faddish," says Bill, 
“but because I work for myself and have 
the freedom to do this.” The couple had to 
consider the "economics of the situation... 
could it survive...?" Bill concluded he 
would temporarily have to "accept less 
money." As it turned out, not only has 
Eileen been able to supplant lost income, 
but also their South Boston firm of Shaevel 
and Shaevel has been thriving. 

At first, when the couple told their 
parents, Eileen said "they were a little 
shocked...they looked at us as being 
strange and although Bill is a willing 
participant in this, they acted as though 
they thought I were forcing it." 

"They never openly said they think I am 
being unfair, but 1 could feel they didn't 
approve at first." However, both sets of 
parents have adjusted as nicely as the 
couple have and Eileen says, "they find it 
more acceptable now that we are into it 
and see we are still happily married." 

Friends also had divided opinions. “My 
friends think it is great," says Eileen, 
however, when Bill looked for support 
from his friends, " he says "I did not get 
many positive reactions." Some even 
asked him if he thought the arrangement 
would "kill" his practice. One of the few 
people who offered positive support was 
Aaron Fink, superintendent of schools in 
Newton. 

The plan has been in effect since Jen¬ 
nifer was bom in October and Bill admits 
there were times he had "personal 
doubts." 

Although the couple eventually plan to 
have household help, Bill quickly points 
out that “before I started I could have 
agreed to full time child care, but now, I 
could not."

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Rep. Pines bill to eliminate 
special justices ready for debate 


Mideast eyeview 


A bill to eliminate gradually 
the use of special justices in the 
Massachusetts District Courts, 
sponsored bv Rep. Lois Pines 
i D-Newton i and the 
Massachusetts Bar Association 
was reported favorably by the 
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House Judiciary Committee 
last week and will shortly be 
debated on the floor of the 
House of Representatives. 

The bill. H. 2532, would phase 
out the existing 81 part-time 
judges, and replace them with 
54 permanent judges. 
Vacancies in the office of 
special justice would not be 
filled. When any three part- 
time special-justice positions 
become vacant, two new full¬ 
time judges will be appointed. 

Rep. Pines explained, "When 
part-time judges also work in 
the same court as lawyers, 
people can have little trust in 
the district court system. Not 
until judges are kept on one 
side of the bench rather than on 
both sides will the public have 


confidence In our district 
courts." 

She said, "Further disad¬ 
vantages of the present system 
are the per diem payment of 
suecial justices regardless of 
the number of hours served 
and the barring of special 
justices from presiding over 
civil cases. They may hear 
only criminal and juvenile 
cases." 

"Many of these faults are not 
recent discoveries," said Rep. 
Pines. "This kind of judge- 
lawuer position has been 
criticized consistently in state 
judicial reports since 1919." 
Governor Michael Dukakis and 
Mewton Justice Franklin 
Flaschner are in support of the 
phase-out of special justices.

(We were called the “Second 
Editorial Conference,” 37 
people from 14 states, writers, 
publishers, boradcasters 
<including my husband), two 
marketing men, one 
photographer and one college 
student, my son. Most In¬ 
teresting, perhaps, was the 
fact that at least 20 of us were 
Jewish and we had assembled 
to visit Lebanon, Egypt, Syria, 
Jordan and Israel.)

Our first session in Lebanon 
started at a press conference 
with Dr. Charles Malik, former 
General Assembly President of 
the United Nations, who 
repeatedly called for direct 
personal contact between the 
P.L.O. and Israel. 

I asked him why he did not 
also call for the same direct 
and personal contact between 
Sadat of Egypt and Assad of 
Syria with Rabin of Israel. 

"Yes," he said, "they should 
all talk directly." 

Unfortunately, Dr. Malik's 
voice does not seem to com¬ 
mand that much attention in 
the Middle East Arab states, 
particularly not in the councils 
of the P.L.O. 

The same afternoon, we were 
Rreeted at the Bourj al 
Bourajah refugee camp out¬ 
side Beirut by one of the local 
eladers. He asked us to stay 
close together while we 
wandered, as if in a Casbah, 
though serpentine alleys, 
sewage sometimes underfoot, 
to a camp nursery school, 
where, at the office, were 
posters honoring a Marxist 
writer. There, children warmly 
dressed, sweaters covered by 
matching blue sleeveless 
smocks, were being taught to 
count by an attractive buxom 
teacher dressed in black. 

It was interesting to note how 
children in the camp had been 
taught to respond by rote to the 
question, “Where is your 
home?" 

"Palestine,” they reply, 
having little idea, of course, 
where this great haven might 
be. 

From the school, we were 
lead to a P.L.O. office by an

American member of an 
organization called Americans 
for Justice in the Middle East, 
the president of which is 
Father Joseph Ryan of Boston. 

Chuck Oliver was our guide, 
pleasant and verbal, a kind of 
refugee himself, looking for 
more excitement after the 
clamor of Berkeley protests. 

As we walked, we saw 
memorial posters on the walls 
dedicated to dead P.L.O. 
members. One particularly 
bright poster, which we asked 
to have interpreted, read, "Say 
no to returning the land to Iraq 
or Iran." 

That problem was passed 
over rather lightly. 

While the Lebanese employ 
some 220,000 Syrians in the 
lowest unskilled Jobs, they 
cannot seem to find enough 
jobs for the Palestinians. Our 
driver had indicated, however, 
that there were more guns in 


the camp than in the entire 
Lebanese Army. 

Our most unusual experience 
in Lebanon was listening to the 
brilliant, shrewd, impassioned 
speech of Dr. Nabeel Shaath, a 
professor at American 
University in Beirut, the head 
of Yassir Arafat’s Planning 
Committee, and the man who 
wrote Arafat’s speech to the 
United Nations last November. 
Dr. Shaath’s words were 
venomous when he spoke of 
King Hussein, who had chased 
the P.L.O. out of Jordan. 

He answered a question 
about the terrorist raids whick 
killed children in Israel by 
bringing up the atrocities in 
Vietnam, saying, “In a 
revolutionary movement those 
things happen." 

Dr. Shaath was articulate, 
prepared, bright, sometimes 
theatrical, quick and always 
inflexible, calling for a 


"democratic, secular” state in 
which "both Arabs and Jews 
may live in peaceful co¬ 
existence.” (To this charge a 
high Israeli official later an¬ 
swered, "Show me an Arab 
state that is secular and 
democratic!”) 

I asked Dr. Shaath privately 
after his speech about the fact 
that the Israelis — it seemed 
quite obvious — were not about 
to accede to his deman. Said 
he, "Then we would take what 
we can get for now — if ti 
means only the West Bank and 
Gaza, but this cannot be a 
permanent solution." 

Our final meeting in Lebanon 
was with Ghassan Tueni, 
Editor-Publisher of An-Nahar, 
the Lebanese dally which has 
historically suffered its share 
of government suspensions 
from publication. An-Nahar’s 
"Arab Report" calls for "a 
realization that there is a 


parallel between Arafat’s 
vision of a future Palestine and 
a marxist concept of a 
classless, stateless communist 
society." 

But Mr. Tueni could not point 
to such an existing society in 
any Arab country which gives 
voice support to Arafat. All 
have elitist societies of their 
own. 

Beirut is a nice city, located 
on a rocky promontory in the 
Mediterranean, next to which 
repeated pounding of the 
waves has detached huge hills 
of rock from the land. 

Lebanon unquestionably 
wants peace. 

But to many of us there 
seemed to be a pervasive fear 
about "crossing" to the P.L.O. 
members like them or not! It 
was an aura that seemed to 
cloud all the issues and to 
travel with us from country to 
country.

A campaign is being planned to persuade 
persons, who drive to and from work each 
day, to form car pools in order to save 
gasoline, reduce air pollution, lessen con¬ 
gestion on the highways and cut down illegal 
parking. 

More than two-thirds of all the people, 
who commute to and from work by 
automobile each day. prefer to do it alone. 

Mostly, they are reluctant to spend a few 
extra minutes to go out of their way to pick 
up and drop off other passengers. Some 
commuters just don't know anyone who 
works in the same area they do. 

So for one reason or another most daily 
commuters leave the other seats in their 
automobiles empty. 

Studies have shown that the average 
commuter, who drives to and from work 
alone, travels 13 miles a day and spends 
about $500 a year to do so. That is apart from 
the depreciation of his automobile. 

If he or she could get four other persons to 
share the rides with him, he could split up 
the cost at $100 apiece per year. That would 
not seem to be an insignificant item in a 
period of recession. 

A variety of ideas for promoting car pools 
have been advanced. Bills are pending in the 
Legislature that would provide for higher 
tolls for persons alone in their automobiles 
when using the Massachusetts Toll Road, 
the Tobin-Mystic Bridge or the Callahan 
Tunnel. 


State and federal officials are working to 
persuade big employers and officials at 
educational institutions to persuade and 
assist their employees to organize car pools. 

Computers will be provided at no charge 
to large companies to match up employees 
who live in close proximity to each other. 

Employers will be urged to provide incen¬ 
tives for car poolers such as flexible 
working hours and preferred parking 
spaces. 

Experts on the matter say they have 
found that efforts to form more car pools 
should start with the employer since the 
point of destination when going to work is 
more important than exactly where the car 
poolers live. 

Persons who work at the same place are 
more likely to join car pools than are those 
who live near each other but work at 
different locations. 

Public officials are hopeful that 40 per¬ 
cent of the commuters, who drive to and 
from work, will be doing it in car pools by 
July 1. So far it is strictly a voluntary 
undertaking. If that doesn’t work out, com¬ 
muters may be ordered to organize car 
pools, although that is not altogether feasi¬ 
ble.

King May Return To 
Old Massport Post 

Hottest report on Beacon Hilt is that Edward J. King 
may be restored to his former job as executive director of 
the Massachusetts Port Authority after the Massport 
directors, who fired King last fall, are themselves dumped 
out of office by the passage of a reorganization bill which 
will place the Massachusetts Port Authority under the 
thumb of Governor Michael S. Dukakis. 

King, a highly capable but extremely abrasive man, was 
the highest paid official In the state government when he 
was given the heave-ho by the Massachusetts Port 
Authority Board of Directors after former Governor 
Francis W. Sargent was defeated for reelection last 
November. 

King, who built Logan International Airport into a truly 
great, busy and bustling airport and stepped on the toes of 
the high and mighty, the poor and the humble in the process 
of doing so, received a higher salary than ex-Govemor 
Sargent who technically was his boss by virtue of his office, 
a fact which King refused to recognize. 

Most Beacon Hill observers aqreed that King was worth 
more money than the Governor in whose administration he 
served. King brooked no interference, not from the people of 
East Boston, the Mayor of Boston, the Governor of 
Massachusetts or his own Board of Directors. 

Alan Altshuler, Secretary of Transportation in ex- 
Governor Sargent’s Cabinet, under whom King also sup¬ 
posedly served, spent a substantial portion of his time trying 
to have King fired. 

He finally succeeded in persuading a majority of the 
Massport directors to oust King after Sargent was defeated 
in last November's election. 

What Altshuler thought he accomplished at that point, 
when Sarge was a lame duck Governor and Altshuler 
himself was also on the way out. Isn’t clear. He probably was 
simply giving expression to his strong feeling against King. 

One thing he did accomplish was to seal the doom of the 
seven Massport directors, four of whom were persuaded by 
Altshuler to fire King. 

King weilded great influence with the State Legislature- 
greater than Governor Dukakis exercises at the present 
time. He talked the language of the law-makers, provided 
jobs for their constituents and did other favors for them. 

If King had not been fired last fall and were functioning in 
normal fashion, the bill to reorganize the Massport Board of 
Directors would not have been passed. King would have 
made a few telephone calls, and it would have slipped down 
the legislative drain. 

But the legislators were angry that King had been ousted, 
and they enthusiastically applied the axe to the directors 
who had voted to fire King, including also the directors who 
had voted not to fire him. 

Dukakis has pushed through the Legislature a bill 
providing that the seven-member Massport Board will be 
replaced by a single executive director, appointed by and 
answerable to the Governor, and a four-member advisory 
board. 

Governor Dukakis and Ed King have not been friendly in 
the past. King supported former Attorney General Robert 
Quinn against Dukakis in last September’s Democratic 
primary. In fact, King indicated that he might have been a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination for Governor if 
Quinn were not in the contest. 

However, persons close to Dukakis, while disclaiming 
any knowledge of reports that King may be placed back in 
his old job as Massport executive director, say that Dukakis, 
has great respect for King’s ability. 

Whether Kinq would take a job in which he would be so 
directly under Dukakis' thumb is a question which adds 
considerable uncertainty to the situation. Some persons who 
know King well say he would not. But King has not taken 
another job, and it is believed he would like to finish the work 
he started at the airport. 

Some of the bankers who hold Massport bonds, started to 
oppose Governor Dukakis’ bill for the reorganization of the 
Massachusetts Port Authority Board of Directors. Then 
sombody did something which apparently cooled their 
objection. 

Several seasoned and well-informed Beacon Hill ob¬ 
servers believe the bankers were told King would be 
returned to his former Massport job if the reorganization 
bill was enacted into law. The cycle will have made a full 
turn for Ed King if that happens. 

18-Year-Old Drinking 
Law Was Big Blunder 

Several prominent legislators, among them influential 
State Representative George Keverian of Everett and State 
Senator Joseph J. C. DiCarlo of Revere, are spearheading a 
move to repeal one of the most ill-advised laws ever placed 
on the statute books in Massachusetts—the act which 
allowed 18-year-old boys and girls to buy hard liquor for the 
past three years. 

This was a law which was destined to produce disastrous 
results when it was first conceived. It has lived up to the 
most pessimistic predictions of its severest critics when it 
was originally under consideration on Beacon Hill. 

The fight over the proposal that 18-year-olds be permitted 
to buy and drink hard liquor was won by the liberals and 
lost by the teen-agers who took advantage of it. From the 



beginning it was evident that the enactment of this law was 
a grievous blunder. 

Boys and girls are dead who might be alive now if this law 
had not been passed and placed on the books. 

The increase in the number of fatal automobile accidents 
involving teen-agers under the influence of liquor has been 
shocking. 

Crime on public streets and at street corners has in¬ 
creased sharply during the three years this law has been on 
the books. Law-abiding citizens have suffered because 18- 
year old youths were allowed to drink. Many persons have 
been afraid to venture out at night lest they meet a teen¬ 
ager planning a holdup or mugging to get money to buy 
liquor. 

Drunkenness has Increased at high schools where liquor 
has become as great a problem as drugs. A breed of teen¬ 
age alcoholics has developed in the past three years. 

If this law has accomplished a single worthwhile result, it 
has not been apparent to this watchful observer. It has been 
a disservice to those it was supposed to serve. 

A number of law-makers in both the State Senate and the 
House of Representatives now concede that they made a 
mistake in voting more than three years ago to give 18-year- 
olds the right to buy liquor and drink. It wasn't quite the 
same as giving them the right to vote. 

But there is little to be gained by recriminations or in 
naming some of those who now admit their mistakes. The 
important thing is to wipe this law from the statute books as 
quickly as possible. 

It has harmed many boys and girls who reached the age 
of 18 during the past three years. It has encouraged and 
increased teen-age drinking. It should not be allowed to do 
the same to youngsters who will become 18 in the next three 
years. 


Strong sentiment appears to exist on Beacon Hill for 
repealing this harmful law. That should be done promptly. 
The nonsensical arguments originally advanced of the 
statute should be disregarded. The claim that If they're old 
enough to fight, they're old enough to drink, is ridiculous. 

A great blunder was made. We should correct it as 
speedily as we can before any more harm is done to the 
boys and girls for whom this law was written. We don’t need 
any more carnage on the highways, any more teen-age 
muggings and holdups, any more drunkenness at high 
schools. 

We can get along with what we already have had. 

Recession Gives Army 
Too Many Volunteers 

Our man in Washington points out that Ambassador Elliot 
L. Richarson will not realize his ambition to become 
Secretary of State if Henry Kissinger keeps the agreement 
he made recently with President Ford to remain in his post 
for the duration of the Ford administration. However, the 
famous but super-sensitive Kissinger might always quit in a 
huff over a fancied slight. 

The economic recession and the difficulty of finding a job 
have resulted in a surplus of volunteers for the various 
branches of the armed forces which now are able to pick 
and choose. Beginning in July, the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps will require that volunteers sign up for a minimum of 
three years Instead of the present two-year enlistments, if 
you want to volunteer for the shorter period, you had better 
do it soon. 



Investigate Meadowbrook 





To the Editor: 

As a parent and as a Newton 
taxpayer, I was extremely 
disappointed in the School 
Committee’s decision not to 
investigate numerous com¬ 
plaints concerning the 
curriculum at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. 

Much has been published in 
the Newton newspapers and 
many parents have bitterly 
complained to School Com¬ 
mitteeman Mandell con¬ 
cerning the shoddy treatment 
afforde 

them and their children by the 
Meadowbrook administration. 

It seems to me that it is time 
for the School Committee to 
cease acting as a rubber stamp 
for Mr. Fink's budgetary and 
philosophical predilections, 
and to investigate fully what 
the citizens of Newton are 
receiving for their tax dollar. 

I have been a college 
professor for the past eight 
years and have viewed the 
’’aftermath" or consequences 
of the Meadowbrook and other 
unstructured educational 
programs. A large percentage 
of Meadowbrook graduates, 
enter Newton South High 
School without any 
rudimentary knowledge of 
English Grammar or any 
formal training in English 
composition. 

Eventually these students 
enter college and even 
graduate schools still 
manifesting this English 
disability tht can be traced 
directly to an unstructured 
secondary school curriculum. 
It is obvious that a lack of 
writing skills results in lower 
grades in all courses, a 
decreased probability of en¬ 
trance to graduate school, and 
ultimately poor professional 


attainment. An ability to ex¬ 
press oneself in written form is 
a primary prerequisite for 
survival in a professional 
society. 

Mr. Fink and the 
Meadowbrook administration 
defend the curriculum on two 
points: (1) graduates of 
Meadowbrook in general do 
well in high school and are 
accepted to college, (2) manu 
students living outside of the 
geographical confines of 
Meadowbrook’s district elect 
to enter Meadowbrook rather 
than the junior high school in 
their area. < 

Both of these arguments are 
fallacious and incomplete. 
First, it is impossible to 
determine on the basis of the 
results presented whether 
Meadowbrook graduates do 
well because of Meadowbrook 
or because they have high IQ's 
and come from predominantly 
upper-middle class families. 

Mr. Fink has never 
presented any figures com¬ 
paring the performances of 
Meadowbrook students of 
various IQ and socio-economic 
levels with the attainments of 
children from other junior high 
schools. 

Second, while it is true that 
many children choose 
Meadowbrook over the junior 
high schools in their district, 
Mr. Fink fails to inform the 
public of the very high In¬ 
cidence of children leaving 
Meadowbrook for private 
schools. 

Any poll of these students 
now attending private schools 
would Indicate that 
dissatisfaction with 
Meadowbrook was the prime 
reason for their move. In fact, 
many parents, because of 
Meadowbrook's negative 


reputation, place their children 
in private schools immediately 
after completion of their 
elementary education. 

In summary, I believe that 
Meadowbrook’s curriculum 
may be well-suited and 
beneficial to the exceptionally 
intelligent and socially mature 
child who requires no external 
Incentives to learn. 

Unfortunately, these 
students compose a small 
percentage of the 
Meadowbrook population. The 
remaining student body must 
suffer throughout adulthood 
the consequences of an 
inadequate and undemanding 


school curriculum and of ai 
insensitive school ad 
ministration. 

As noted in a Februar 
edition of the Boston PhoenL 
many Meadowbrook graduate 
now view their three years a 
Meadowbrook as a "picnic 1 
rather than as an educations 
experience. Sooner or later th 
School Committee, an< 
especially Mr. Fink, mus 
confront and account for thes 
facts.

School Committee operates in a vacuum

The members of the Newton 
School Committee were elected 
to represent the educational 
views of the citizens of Newton. 

The present School Com¬ 
mittee, during the last few 
months, has been extremely 
unresponsive. The majority of 
members are apparently 
either operating in a vacuum 
or acting as a closed fraternity 
which is not interested in 
anyone else's views. 

During the last few months, 
the committee has been called 
upon to be responsive to the 
cries of the citizens on various 
issues. Not only have the 
majority of members refused 
to change their policies, but 
worse, they have even refused 
to consider the issues. 

It is clear that they are either 
totally unaware of what their 
constituency wants, or so 
dictatorial that they do not 


care. Either way, we, as 
citizens, have lost a major part 
of the representative govern¬ 
ment stated in our con¬ 
stitutions. 

Two glaring examples of the 
School Committee's 
unresponsiveness stand out in 
my mind: 

—Finance Chairman Aid. 
Sidney Small of the Board of 
Aldermen has been pleading 
with the School Committee to 
reconsider its $32 million 
budget. 

The School Committee flatly 
refused to reconsider any part 
of its budget and stated 
publicly that its vote was final. 

The Board of Aldermen, 
responding to the desperate 
pleas of taxpayers, cut the 
School Committee's budget by 
$500,000. 

—On March 24,1 presented a 
resolution to the School 


Committee that would 
establish a voluntary alter¬ 
native program which An- 
phasizes basic skills at 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School. 

Ward 1 School Com¬ 
mitteeman Henry Delicata 
moved the resolution and it 
was seconded by School 
Committeeman Alvin Mandcll 
of Ward 8. 

Mr. Delicata said he visited 
Meadowbrook the week of 
March 17 and found the noise 
level in the corridors to be "too 
high" and that "the school is 
not designed to promote 
educationanl achievement of 
average students.” 

Even though serious 
allegations were made by a 
School Committee member, 
the committee refused to 
conduct any type of in¬ 
vestigation at all into the 
matter. 


After further discussion, it 
became obvious to the com¬ 
mittee that parents of 
Meadowbrook students were 
seated in the audience. Many of 
them wished to speak to the 
resolution. 

Mr. Mandell suggested that 
they be allowed to speak before 
voting on the resolution. The 
committee again refused. It 
voted, and then permitted the 
audience to speak. 

We should be asking our¬ 
selves, is this the kind of School 
Committee that we want to run 
our schools? I strongly suggest 
not. 

The time has come to vote 
out these unresponsive School 
Committee members by 
campaigning for informed, 
open-minded candidates.

To the Editor: 

One of the traps that I have 
sometimes fallen into, and 
that, I suspect, others fall into 
is to generalize or conclude 
without adequate evidence. 

This appears to be a human 
fault. As a teacher of English, 
one of the most difficult things 
that I have to do, particularly 
in composition, is to persuade 
students that the 
generalization that is not 
supported by the evidence is 
irresponsible, worthless, and in 
some cases dangerous. 

Everyone does have the right 
to an opinion, but that opinion 
is useful only if It is founded in 
knowledge and in truth. One of 
the values of the composition 
assignment in an English dss 
is that it helps to teach the use 
of orderly, logical thought as 
well as tlie control of language 
and subject. 

In the judgments that we 
make about schools or about 
specific teachers, the 
inadequate evidence is usually 


judgments we have failed to 
consider the wholeness of the 
teacher and of the school, and 
of those qualities that make 
both good. 

One of the reasons that I am 
especially cautious about 
making judgments about 
schools and about teachers is 
that the important products of 
education are not always 
immediatley measurable. I 
suspect that we have all had 
the experience of revaluating 
an experience that we had 
years before and discovering 
that our earlier judgments 
were not always sound. I think 
that such revaluations are 
particularly common in 
education. 

For me education, as op¬ 
posed to training, in almost any 
discipline is part of a liberating 
process; that is, it helps to free 
the mind from the prejudices of 
our immediate environment. 
Put in another way, it provides 
us with a more neutral base 
from which to view ourselves

School Committee has budgeted *653,551 
for fuel. 

She said, "An additional cut of *96.771, 
as suggested by Mr. Small, would 
represent a 15 percent cut. The reduction 
from 34,000 to 33,000 barrels ... is 3 
percent. As for the price per barrel, who 
knows?" 

She continuted, "We underestimated 
substantially this year. The price of *12 
plus per barrel quoted by Small is *2 to 
*2.40 less than we were required to pay in 
December, 1974." 

She said the School Department has 
already overspent its budgeted amount for 
fuel this year, and “there being no fat in 
the budget," funds will have to be trans¬ 
ferred from the maintenance accounts 
again, as has been done in past years. 


When Small replied to Mrs. Rosenblum, 
he said that Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink’s original budget requested 
more than 37,000 barrels of oil, and the 
School Committee should have reduced it 
further than it did. 

Small also said he has been getting calls 
from teachers telling him about the waste 
of equipment. They claim, he said, that the 
schools don't fix equipment, they throw it 
out and buy new equipment to replace it. 

Small also challenged Robert Proven- 
cher, president of the Newton Teachers 
Association, to debate the quality of 
schools and their expense. 

The Finance Committee chairman said 
"he's trying to tell us how to spend tax¬ 
payers' money. If he wants to talk about 
budgets, I'll be happy to meet with him." 


Provencher issued a statement last 
week criticizing the aldermanic school 
budget cut. 

Mrs. Rosenblum also said at the press 
conference that Director of Budget and 
Accounting Harry Vienneau has told 
“some schools” that they will not be able 
to order any more supplies for the school 
year. 

The chairwoman said Vienneau is 
preparing figures on the school depart¬ 
ment's projected deficit for this year, 
which he will present at a May meeting of 
the School Committee. 

Figures the School Department released 
in February listed an expected deficit of 
*469,000, but it will probably be less 
because of the mild winter which reduced 
heating costs.

Gaynor accurately predicted the tax 
rateafter 100 percent assessment within 50 
cents three years ago when he said that the 
rate would be $47 after revaluation. 

Gaynor also feared that the owners of 
old houses and elderly homeowners would 
be hurt by revaluation. 

Gaynor says now that instead of the 
Garden City, Newton will now become a 
"ghost city." 

Aid. Thomas Concannon of Ward 2 said 
he had received 20 calls on Sunday night 
alone, while Aid. Richard Bullwinkle of 
Ward 3 had by Monday night received over 
100 calls since the appraisal notices were 
received by all Newton homeowners 
Saturday. 

Board of Aldermen President Eliot 
Cohen termed the revaluation "a disaster” 
and said' "It seems to me that there have 
been a great many inequities." 

The aldermanic Finance Committee, in 
a recess meeting during the full Board 
meeting Monday night, took the first step 
to help the angry or confused taxpayer 
when it agreed that the schedule for set- 
ling up appointments for hearings before 
the appraisal firm did not allow enough 
time. 


Cole-I^yer-Trumble presently allows 
the period between April 7 and April 18 for 
setting up hearing dates. Hearings 
were planned for April 21 through May 30. 
No evening hours were scheduled. 

Aid, David Jackson felt that the time 
allocated to both making appointments 
and conducting the hearings was 
inadequate and introduced a resolution 
that would put the appraisal firm on a 
schedule of holding hearings three nights a 
week plus Saturdays. 

Milton Manin, chairman of Newton's 
Board of Assessors, agreed to extend the 
hours and number of days allowed for 
hearings, “until after June 30 if 
necessary," he said. Cole-Layer-Trumble 
is supposed to have finished its work by 
June 30 according to the contract. 

The cost of the revaluation was $375,000. 

Additional time should be provided. 
Jackson's resolution said, to "allay the 
present impression that an attempt is 
being made to stifle property owners’ 
objection to the proposed assessments 
or to abridge property owners' privilege to 
examine into the evaluation of their 
properties. "

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Provencher 
opposes Board 
budget cut 

Robert T. Provencher, 
president of the Newton 
Teachers Association, said 
recently he "deplores" the 
aldermanic move of cutting 
*500,000 from the School 
Committee budget. 

He said he always had the 
impression that "Newton's 
teachers and parents were 
working for one common goal; 
providing the best possible 
education for the children in 
Newton. 

"It is incomprehensible to 
me, that one legally constituted 
body (the board of aldermen) 
would act illegally to undercut 
the proper workings of another 
legally constituted body (the 
School Committee), thereby 
setting a poor example for our 
young citizens," he said. 

He continued, "The Board of 
Aldermen have overstepped 
their bounds. 

"Fortunately, their vote was 
neither unanimous, nor 
representative of two-thirds of 
the Board." 

The Newton teachers are 
good employees, the president 
said, and "desire to improve 
the quality of education in 
Newton." 

"I believe that the School 
Committee . . . acted in a 
reasonable fashion consistent 
with the best interests of its 
constituents,” with a few ex¬ 
ceptions, including cutting 
sabbatical leaves, he said. 
"Furthermore, for the 
Aldermen to challenge the 
School Committee in such a 
fashion may prove to be 
fiscally imprudent, if the court 
upholds the School Committee 
and adds 25 percent of the 
amount cut to its budget. 

Provencher feels the Board 
should reconsider because it 
was not a fiscal responsible 
action.

Tennis permits go on sale Saturday 


The Newton Recreation 
Department will begin to sell 
tennis permits for the 1975 
season on Saturday, April 12.

“Who Killed JFK," an audio¬ 
visual program produced by 
Lordly and Dame, Inc. of 
Boston, allegedly showing 
evidence of a conspiracy 
resulting in the assassination 
of President John Kennedy, 
will be presented at Babson 
College Wellesley on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 23, at 8 pm. in 
Knight Auditorium.

Harrington favors 
regional governments 


State Rep. Peter Harrington 
D-Newton) has urged the 
legislative Urban Affairs 
Committee to ghra serious 
study to drafting a bill that 
would create the vehicle for the 
formation of regional govern¬ 
ments in Massachusetts. 

In testimony before the 
committee Rep. Harrington 
said, "The unplanned and 
uncoordinated growth of urban 
development in the 
metropolitan Boston area i-ince 
World War n is partially the 
result of a lack of planning and 
coordination between local 
municipalities, independent 
authorities and the state 
government. On the 
metropolitan level, the effects 
of urban sprawl can be 
described as fiscal disparities 
between the core city and its 
suburbs, fragmented decision¬ 
making, duplications of func¬ 
tions and inefficient delivery of 
services.” 

Unplanned growth has not 
been limited to just urban 
development. Harrington said. 
Since World War II, the 
number of units of government 
in metropolitan Boston has 
risen significantly. In the 
Boston Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical area, there are 158 
different local groverning 
bodies. Included in this number 
are 17 municipalities, 81 towns, 
7 regional school districts and 
parts of 5 county governments, 
the MBTA (78 communities), 
the Metropolitan Water 
District (33 communities), the 
Metropolitan Sewerage 
District (43 communities), and 
the Metropolitan Parks 
District (37 communities). 

There is also the 
Metropolitan Air Pollution 
Control District (101 com¬ 
munities), their planning 
apparatus, the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council (101 
communities) and such in¬ 
dependent authorities as the 


Mass. Port Authority and the 
Mass. Turnpike Authority. 

Rep. Harrington went on to 
say, "Local municipalities 
presently face problems of 
mutual concern such as solid 
waste disposal, sewerage 
treatment and water supply, 
which can be best solved 
through a regional approach. 
Sixty-eight of the communities 
in the metropolitan area do not 
belong to the present MDC 
water district, yet it is ex¬ 
pected that by 1990 52 of them 
will need to find additional 
water outside of their 
municipal boundaries, and 
some 16 metropolitan com¬ 
munities will need new 
sewerage systems; they could 
build those systems more ef¬ 
fectively at leas cost, on a 
regional basis. 

"In the next 25 years, the 
amount of solid waste we 
generate in the region will 
double, yet three-quarters of 
our communities have disposal 
facilities that have been 
condemned for environmental 
reasons. Transportation in¬ 
vestment and the maintenance 
of our quality standards are 
other critical areas in which 
there is a lack of adequate 
regional policy-making. 

"Consequently, government 
in metropolitan Boston can be 
described as fragmented. 
There is very little coor¬ 
dination in the decision-making 
process or the implementation 
process between different 
governing bodies on problems 
of mutual concern. Rather It Is 
more common for each in¬ 
dividual governmental unit to 
make decisions which can be 
either beneficial or 
detrimental to other governing 
bodies without consulting them 
for advice or recom¬ 
mendations.” 

For the individual citizen, 
Harrington said, charac¬ 
teristics of this system of 


fragmented government are 
invisibility, confusion, red tape 
and upersonalization. There is 
no single political body ac¬ 
countable to the general 
electorate for regional 
problems. Also, the concerned 
citizen has no input into the 
decisions made by independent 
authorities that directly 
concern him. All too often, the 
actions and decisions of special 
districts are based on their own 
self-interests and not those of 
the local municipalities and 
general electorate affected by 
them. 

Rep. Harrington concluded, 
"I urge the Urban affairs 
Committee to form a sub¬ 
committee on the subject of 
establishing a regional 
government and to study the 
matter intensely. Hopefully, 
after -"uch a subcommittee 
has made its report to the 
committee as a whole, the 
Committee on Urban Affairs 
will be able to report out 
favorably a bill establishing 
some form of regional 
government. 1 '

Seben Amigos delas Americas 


Seven Newton young people 
will become "amigos de las 
Americas" for three weeks this 
summer when they go to 
Venezuela and possibly other 
I .a tin American countries this 
summer. 

The ‘‘friends of the 
Americas" will spend three 
weeks in a Latin American 
country giving immunizations, 
worm medicines, and aspirin 
and cough medicine to people 
who may never have had even 
rudimentary medical attention 
before. 

Amigos de las Americas was 
founded in 1965 in Houston, 
Texas. Since that time Amigos 
has grown to 33 chapters. 
Amigos has administered 2.5 
million immunizations in nine 
l-atin American countries so 
far. 


The program is funded en¬ 
tirely by contributions and 
money raised by the students 
for their expenses. The trip 
costs a total of $900, of which 
the student must provide about 
$300. 

There are strict rules 
governing behavior during the 
trip. There is to be no drinking 
of alcoholic beverages, “no 
amorous activities," no drugs 
except those prescribed by a 
physician, and no leaving the 
assigned territory. 

The young men are assigned 
to a territory in pairs, as are 
the young women. Usually the 
men are assigned the more 
remote areas. Sometimes it is 
necessary to go travel on 
muleback or horseback, and 


sometimes even by walking. 

Bruce Kitchen of Newton 
Centre, who is somewhat older 
than most of the others from 
Newton who are going this 
June, looks forward to the 
experience as something 
"everybody will get something 
out of." 

Kitchen looks forward to 
learning Spanish where it is 
spoken. 

Part of the six-month 
training course is learning 
Spanish and the customs of the 
Latin American countries. 
Both the languauge and the 
customs are taught in¬ 
tensively.

Consumer pressure needed to 
retain day care, Backman says 

State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
(D-Brookllne-Newton) urged 
the formation of a strong 
consumer pressure group to 
demand that current and 
future programs for children 
be adequate to the needs of 
children. 

Backman, chairman of the 
Human Services and Elder 
Affairs Committee, made his 
statement in the keynote ad- 
_ dress of the Day Care Forum at 
Boston College. 

Backman stated that, "A 
vast unmet need for child care 
opportunities now exists in 
Massachusetts. Day care is no 
longer a luxury to be dispensed 
as a gesture of an affluent 
society but a necessity of life in 
order to assure the proper 
development of our children. 

"In 1972, there were 683,000 
children under age 6 in 
Massachusetts, and over half 
were cared for by someone 
other than their parents for at 
least some period of the day. 

However, only 31,000 children 


were in licensed day-care 
centers. 

“No more than 15,000 
children in such centers are 
funded by the state. It may 
seem unbelievable but many 
children under six stay at home 
alone while their parents work. 

•'The Governor's Task Force 
on the Budget has recom¬ 
mended as options the 
elimination of demonstration 
day care programs, the 
elimination of stte-sponsored 
day-care programs for 
potential or former welfare 
families, the curtailment of 
community programs for 
mentally ill or retarded 
children, the abandonment of 
the commitment towards 
expanded quality day care and 
other child-care opportunities. 
Cost-of-living increases for 
families with needy children 
have been recommended for 
deletion by the ad¬ 
ministration,” said Sen. 
Backman.

the budget, necessary 
programs and services for 
children must not now be 
dismantled." 

Backman spoke of the 1972 
creation of the Office for 
Children in this state but 
reminded the day-care con¬ 
ference that one integral part 
of the 1972 bill which created 
the Office for Children — a 
commitment that day care be 
provided to every family who 
desired it for their children, to 
be paid for on a sliding scale in 
accordance with the ability to 
pay — had to be deleted for 
future implementation. 

“In this year of the 
depression of industry and the 
recession of innovative 
programs we must work all the 
harder so that the need for the 
expansion of the role of the 
Office for Children is 
recognized and taht the 
commitment to early child 
care is restored," he con¬ 
cluded.

These 
fabrics in "Dacron” sew beautifully, 
maintain a life-of-the-garment newness, 
are wrinkle-resistant and thoroughly 
comfortable to wear. 

Take the time to look through patterns 
for men in the Simplicity, McCall, Buttrick 
and Vogue catalogs. You’ll find everything 
from neckties and easy-to-make at home 
and beach wear including the more 
complicated fashions like tuxedos and top 
coats. 

For weekends, you might want to sew a 
casual shirt jacket, western-style shirt or 
Farmer Gray overalls. Pick unfussy 
fabrics that are straight from the earth- 
cotton, corduroy, denim or one of the 
polyester knits. You'll also find a tennis 
outfit to make any man look like a pro on

Important—once you've selected your . 
style and fabric, be sure to pick un¬ 
derlinings, interfacings, and linings that 
are compatible.with the durability and 
care requirements of your chosen fabric. 

There are scads of "how to" sewing 
books on the market; if you're interested 
in mastering the art of sewing for men, It 
will be worth the investment of $8.95 to bu> 
a book with,the publication date of April 
11th, titled, "HowTo Make Men’s Clothes' 
by Jane Rhinehart. 

Ms. Rhinehart studied custom 
dressmaking and later apprenticed with 
Salvator J. Polizzi, a tailor of over fifty 
years’ experience. Her book is easy to 
read, contains many diagrams and points 
out what the best materials are as well as 
where to get them and how to come up with 
a pattern that really fits. Tailoring 
techniques are carefully outlined—such 
as; How to put in pockets, how to put in 
creases and pleats, how to angle leg bot¬ 
toms and slant pockets, how to put in in¬ 
terfacings and foundations, as well as how 
you can draft your own pants pattern. 

The thoroughness of the author is truly, 
amazing—no detail is overlooked—she 
a master teacher because whether^ 
sew for men or women, you wjUraam 
procedures and preliminaries ijlch as the 
correct method of using yqut' machine's 
tension, how to sew twchpleces of fabric 
together (yes, there’s a right and wrong 
way), the correct ts&nique of sewing a 
dart, the necessities of preshrinking 
fabrics. 

Do you feel that you are expert at using 
shears? Here's what Jane Rhinehart has 
to say about the art of cutting fabric; 

“If I had you here personally and could 
teach you just one thing, it would be how to 
manage shears. Nothing so quickly 
reveals the degree of one’s sewing ability 
as the way he cuts out, and the person who 
cuts out well is as rare as is an expert in 
any other skill. 

“I have seen people (including teachers 
of custom dressmaking) cut out sloppily 
and then spend hours marking the seam 
line with chalk or tracing paper. The first 
rule of cutting is CUT ACCURATELY. 
Then you have no need to mark seam 
lines; you can confidently guide the stit¬ 
ching by the cut edge. In case you skipped 
over the reference to accuracy, pause to 
consider the effect of a habitual 4-inch 
discrepancy. Many people in cutting out 
have a fear of cutting too close, so they go

Across the kitchen counter 


Have you ever noticed that the family 
eats what the cook likes? And all too many 
cooks seem to be unenthusiastic about a 
vegetable that should appear often on the 
table . . . we’re referring to broccoli. 

A member of the cauliflower family, it is 
mildly flavored and, when properly 
cooked, is a vivid green on a plate. 
Nutritionally, broccoli stars as a health¬ 
giving food because of its outstanding 
value in Vitamin A, providing the full adult 
daily requirement in a cupful. This same 
cupful also supplies more than the daily 
quota of Vitamin C and is a good source of 


calcium, folic and pantothenic acids and 
iron. Low in calories (only 44 caldries to 
the cup) Broccoli Vinaigrette should 
delight all dieters. 

When preparing broccoli, trim off a slic.e 
from the bottom part of the stalk, then cut 
lengthwise slits up the stem almost to the 
flowerets. This will enable the vegetable 
to cook more evenly. Unless this is done, 
the delicate flowerets tend to get tender, 
ahead of the stem. 

For good quality, look for broccoli that 
has compact clusters or small flower buds 
that are tightly closed. Bud clusters should 
be dark green or sage green, or even green

with a decidedly purple cast; stalks and 
stems should appear green and fresh.

4 egg yolks 

Soak broccoli for 10 minutes in cold 
water. Drain. Remove larger leaves and 
cut off tough part of the stalk. Drop 
broccoli into a pot of boiling water, reduce 
the heat to simmer and cook just until 
tender. Drain and chop large pieces. Add 
margarine and stir over a high heat until 
the margarine is melted. Put aside 2 
tablespoons of broccoli. To the rest, add 
the flour, salt, milk. When mixture is 
thickened, remove from heat and stir in 
cheese. Add beaten egg yolks. Now beat 
egg whites until stiff. Fold broccoli mix¬ 
ture and egg whites into a 1-quart souffle 
dish. Bake at 350 degrees for 20 minutes; 
then, top with reserved broccoli and cook 
15 minutes longer, or until souffle 
"peaks." Serves 4-6.

The 
thing to watch is: chill the dough thoroughly before rolling 
and cutting; also, use an electric fryer to cook the 
doughnuts or a thermometer to be sure that the tem¬ 
perature stays constant. A warm sugared doughnut and a 
cold glass of milk. . .m.mmmm. . .what a treat! 

GOLDEN ORANGE DOUGHNUTS 

IV 2 cups milk 

1 cup distant mashed potatoes 

4 cup margarine (or butter) 

44 cups sifted all purpose flour 

5 teaspoons baking powder 

14 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon mace 

3 eggs 

One and one-third cups sugar 

2 tablespoons grated orange rind 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Scald milk; add potatoes and stir until smooth. Add 
margarine (or butter) and stir until melted. Chill 
thoroughly. Sift flour, baking powder, salt and mace. Add 
eggs to potato mixture, one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Add sugar, orange rind and vanilla; beat 
well, Add dry ingredients and blend to make a soft dough. 
Chill well. Use a small amount of dough at a time and roll 
dough to 4 inch thickness on floured board. Cut with 
floured 24 inch doughnut cutter and fry in deep hot fat, 370- 
degrees, about 3 minutes until browned, turning once. 
Drain on paper toweling and dip in sugar or powdered 
sugar, if desired. Makes 2 to 24 dozen.

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Hospital cost increases caused by number of malpractice suits 


The proliferation of' 
malpractice suits nationwide 
will very shortly be reflected in 
increased hospital charges 
here and elsewhere according 
to William S. Brines, ad¬ 
ministrative vice-president of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

"Even though we’ve had no 
judgements against us, we’ve 
been given a scant month's 
notice that our malpractice 
coverage which cost $60,000 
last year and $ 10,000 five years 
ago will be a minimum of 
$400,000 when renewal of our 
contract comes up April 23. 

"That is a minimum in¬ 
crease of $4 a day for our 
patients on the basis of 
malpractice insurance cost

assets of the hospital; or we 
could close our doors and tell 
residents of our community to 
go elsewhere for 
hospitalization until state and 
federal action resolves the 
malpractice crisis. Our fiscal 
Hospital cost increases - Pge.

The $400,000 figure given the 
hospital in the preliminary 
notice of the anticipated in¬ 
crease is a minimum estimate 
of the cost of contimued 
coverage, Brines says, and the 
extent of any projected rate 
increase to meet the additional 
cost will, of course, depend on 
what the final figures in the 
new coverage contract are. 
The first inkling the hospital 
had that this expense would 
ramatic leap forward in the 
coming year was via a phone 
call on March 21. Malpractice 
suits particularly against 
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physicians have proliferated 
tremendously Brines points 
out, coincientally, it seems 
with the introduction of no fault 
automobile liability insurance. 
, While physicians who have the 
primary responsibility for 
treatment have been subjected 
to enormously accelerated 
rates, it was not anticipated 
that hospilaLs would be hit with 


such extraordinary increases. 

Brines explains that the 
coverage is based not on ex¬ 
perience but on suits filed 
against all doctors and in¬ 
stitutions as a class. That is, 
for every suit filed a sum is set 
aside in anticipation of a 
judgement, whereas, as is the 
case with Newton-Wellesley, so 
far the only expense its insurer 


has incurred in its behalf has 
been minimal defense costs. 

As the malpractice rates 
skyrocket, it Ls the hospital 
patient who will have to pay the 
tab for the increased cost of the 
coverage essential for practice 
and treatment by both hospital 
and physician, Brines says, 
while noting that, to date, only 
20 percent of all the money paid 


out by insurance companies for 
malpractice judgements has 
reached those actually suf¬ 
fering harm. 

Speaking not only as head of 
Newton-Wellesley but also as 
the chairman of the American 
College of Hospital 
Administrators, Brines calls 
the burgeoning malpractice 


suits, most of them unfounded, 
a travesty of justice. 

Some people with legitimate 
claims will receive some 
reimbursement Brines says, 
while those involved in the 
legal process reap the real 
reward at the expense of the 
hospital patient or the patient 
seeking treatment from the 
private physician.

Common. 

The route, will cover eight 
miles of the Freedom Trail and 
other historic sites, and will 
end at the Common Garage. 

The walk will include 
buildings that are accessible to 
the handicapped as well as 
those that limit mobility in the 
form of stairs, narrow door¬ 
ways and other physical 
restrictions. 

Similar walks will be con¬ 
ducted in 14 towns accross the 
estate.

Elderly, veterans lose in property revaluation

Revaluation continues this week as the 
chief concern of many Newton residents, 
especially those living on marginal in¬ 
comes whose taxes wUl go up by hundreds 
of dollars a year. 

The elderly, widows and disabled 
veterans will see their real-estate tax 
abatements and exemptions evaporate 
because of the new real estate appraisals. 

Unless pending state legislation that 
would increase the exemptions and 
abatements is passed, many people m the 
city will find that not only have their taxes 
increased by large amonunts, but on top of 


that they will in effect lose a large part of 
the value of their exemp<lons and 
abatements. 

A state exemption, explained Milton 
Man In, chairman of the Newton Board of 
Assessors, is granted to homeowners over 
age 70 whose assets including the assessed 
value of the home do not exceed $45,000 
and whose annual income does not exceed 
$6000. 

The over-70 exemption has been $4000 off 
the assessed value of the house or $350 off 
the tax bill, whichever is greater. 

Now, with reappraisal, the $4000 
exemption will mean much less against 
the trebled appraisals. 


To make the situation worse, many 
homes that might have been assessed at 
$15,000, leaving the homeowner a $30,000 
cushion for additional assets, such as other 
property and a savings account, are now 
probably assessed at $45,000, using up all 
the allowable assets and thus depriving the 
homeowner of a little extra of his 
exemption. 

Veterans with a disability of 10 percent 
or more and widows are presently entitled 
to a $2000 abatement on the assessed value 
of their property or $175 off their tax bill, 
whichever is greater. 

The $2000 deduction from the assessed 
value of perhaps $10,000 obviously meant 


more than a $2000 deduction from a house 
now appraised at $40,000, which is not an 
unrealistic increase for the previously 
assessed $10,000 house. 

Alderman Robert Gaynor, who more 
than two years ago predicted dire con¬ 
sequences from revaluation, said this 
week he will go ahead with his efforts to 
find grounds for seeking an injunction to 
prevent the use of the new appraisal 
figures as the basis for final assessment. 

Gaynor also pointed out that the real 
winners in the new appraisals are the 
utility companies, which, he said, used to 
bring in $1 million in taxes to the city. 

By state law, Gaynor said, utility 


property has always had to be assessed at 
100 percent of fair market value. Now, he 
said, since the tax rate has gone down to an 
estimated $47.50 per thousand dollars of 
assessed valuation, instead of the $159 
expected this year if the city had not been 
reassessed, taxes from the utilities will 
amount to only about one-third of that 
collected in previous years. 

Another rnan, George Crompton, 
is preparing a statistical analysis com¬ 
paring selling prices with appraised prices 
of houses. He hopes to get 200 people 
together who will share the cost of a 
lawyer to get an injunction against the 
city's Board of Assessors on the basis of 


incorrect appraisals. 

Crompton says that in his opinion about 
half the houses have been undervalued, 
half correctly valued, and a very few 
overvalued. 

The combmation of undervaluation and 
correct evaluation, according to Cromp¬ 
ton. serves to make the total value of the 
city lower than it really is and therefore 
increases the tax rate. 

In the second week after all taxpayers 
received them notices of new appraisal 
the furor has not diminished. 

The appraisal firm, Cole-Layer- 
TTumble, put a copy of the appraisals in

acnooi committee approves 
regional program for deaf

The School Committee Tuesday night 
approved a plan for the third year of a 
regional program tor the deaf and juggled 
its maintenance accounts to balance a 
$258,400 defecit in other accounts. 

The Education Collaborative for Greater 
, Boston l Edco > will sponosor the program 
at Newton South High Day Junior High 
School, for which Newton will receive 50 
percent of the charge for nonresident 
students. 

This fee would amount to about $880 for 
each of the 40 students in the program 
from Metropolita n towns as far away as 
Gloucester, Shirley, and Weymouth. Two 
students are residents of Newton. 

Director of Pupil Personnel Services and 
Special Education John Cullinane figures 
that the 40 students will spend an average 
of 75 percent of their tune in regular 
classrooms, but the nine teachers Edco 
supplies will be helping with jobs regular 
teachers handle. 

These include corridor patrol, lun¬ 


chroom and homeroom supervision, and 
consulting and advisory duties to helpthe 
regular staff, in addition to occasional 
substitute teaching. 

Cullinane figures that this balances out 
to the 50 percent asked to reimburse 
facilities and staff. 

Kor the two Newton students, Newton 
will pay $4,700 per pupil to Edco for the 
hiring of the staff, which is an amount 
about $150 less than the average private 
deaf school that the city would have to pay 
if students were sent to a private school to 
comply with Chapter 766. account, which 
resulted from two extra school bus routes 
for the public schools and one for private 
school students. 

Budget and Accounting Director Harry 
Vienneau explained which accounts will be 
reduced to make up the deficit before the 
fiscal year ends June 30. 

The most severely effected account will 
be maintenance of school plant, from 
which $193,150 will be taken 

Director of Support Services John 
Gilleland, who will retire as of Dec. 1, it 


was announced Tuesday night, said this 
will leave him with a deficit of up to $43,000 
if he were to keep his department 
operating normally. 

Superintendent kink then told Gilleland 
that he would have to cut out all main¬ 
tenance except for emergencies. 

Other accounts that have surpluses are 
Metco reimbursement funds,of $43,000, 
which was paid to the School Committee 
tor basic instructional costs and books and 
supplies; $ 2,800 in professional salary

Emphasis on subsidies 
in latest housing section

The Newton Housing Authority is busy 
learning about Section Eight of the 
Housing and Community Development Act 
which will emphasize rent subsidies rather 
than construction of units ,,or low uicome 
tenants. 

Under the new law, passed last fall, 
tenants eligible for rent subsidy would 
seek their own apartments and bring in 
their selection for NHA approval. The 
family would pay up to 25percent of its 
annual income in rent and the NHA would,

However, Jim Miller, chairman of the 
NHA, is concerned that the law "puts the

No guidelines for 
what the units must include have been 
determined yet. Newton's allocation of 
funds will be $413,173. 

Eligibility for rent subsidy will be on 
income levels established by HUD. Thirty 
percent of the applicants must fall into the 
very low income levels. 

One of the effects of this new law Is that

City moves closer to 
buying Norumbega land 


The 16-acre piece of the old Norumbega 
land on Commonwealth Avenue in 
Aubumdale may be bought by the city, 
provided the office building proposed for 
the parcel for the other side of the street is 
approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

The Penni Corp,, owner of the land on 
both sides of Commonwealth Avenue, at a 
public hearing this week on permisslve- 
use and zoning-change petitions, offered 
the land on the north side to the city at a 
reduced price in exchange for permission 
to build a six-story, 120 , 000 -sq.ft. office 
building on the south side. 

The city administration has been op¬ 
posed to acquisition of the parkland 
because of the $1 million price tag, but 
may be more favorably disposed to the 
new $700,000 selling price offered by Conal 
Doyle, Penni vice-president. 

Conservation and other citizens' groups 
citywide have urged Mayor Theodore 
Mann to acquire the land for recreation 
and conservation purposes. - 

The the land Conservation Commission 
has put in its list itions, displacing for a 
while the acquisition of top-priority acquis 
of the Kennard estate in Chestnut Hill, for 
the 1976-81 capital-improvement program. 

The most important factor in the 
decision about ’ whether the city should 
acquire the land will be whether the office 
building will produce enough tax revenue 
for the city to eventually pay for the cost of 
bonding the purchase of the large nor- 
thside parcel. 

At a public hearing before the land Use 
Committee Monday night, Doyle 
presented the proposed office building and 
surrounding land as a "visual gateway" to 
Newton as cars enter the city from Route 
128. 

He said the building should produce 
"over $200,000" in tax revenues for the 
city, (over $1 million if the north side is 
developed with the 228 condominiums 
proposed). 

Penni Corp., Doyle said, had taken a 
number of steps to make the building hac 
have less of an impact on the

Planning Board Chairman Stanley 
Miller commented that he couldn't 
"conceive of a 120 , 000 -sq.ft. building" on 
the south side of Commonwealth Avenue 
and suggested a 60,000-sq. ft. building, but 
Doyle responded that for economic 
reasons Penni needed the 120,000-ft.

Second In a series 

Our plane taxied close by to the one that 
had carried Henry Kissinger to Cairo just 
a couple of hours earlier. 

The airport was 10 miles out of the city, 
and the city, upon first approaches, 
revealed wide dirty streets with masses of 
people hustling along via foot, carts, cars, 
four-legged animals or just hanging 
resolutely from the sides of jam-packed 
trolleys. 

There was no shortage of Sadat posters, 
and the late King Faisal also seemed to 
have good distribution. 

Few women m Cairo were veiled. (There 
was a statue erected in 1928 in one square 
which shows a woman taking the veil from 
her face.) There were apartment com¬ 
plexes and villas, but the Nile Delta 
peasant, stilT using hand-hewn wheels to 
pump water from Nile irrigation ditches, 
has little propsects of ever worrying about 
either. 

If Sadat has a vision for these people, he 
must have peace. 

At the popular tourist hotels, one sees 
one of the current shortages that are 
plaguing Egypt - in sopa, matches, pencils 
(for which children beg in the outlying 
districts), sugar, meat and tea, for 
example. 

The shortages are acute and an em¬ 
barrassment ; the economy is in miserable 
condition. The hotels are crowded - but not 
with tourists. Foreign businessmen were 
everywhere hoping that Egypt's 1971 


Constitution, forbidding nationalization, is 
a real commitment. 

The Egyptian government was anxious 
to take us to Suez City. 

First, Suez offers both a display of 
Israeli bomb damage and, also of Egyp¬ 
tian rebuilding, the latter a gift of Saudi 
Arabia and to be named, appropriately, 
King Faisal District. 

As soon as we left the city limits, we 
sighted the Russian missiles, some very 
large bunkers and radar in the distance. 
Military hardware started luiing both 
sides'of the two-lane desert highway; 
pictures were not permitted. 

Most of the traffic in both directions was 
military and there were constant check 
points. We passed the famous kilometer 
101, of Yom Kippur War fame, and then the 
petroleum refineries loomed suddenly into 
sight. 

In Suez City, 11,000 men worked on new 
housing units while 5,000 were assigned to 
repair the old. Unfortunately un¬ 
sophisticated building techniques make 
for construction that quickly becomes 
shabby. 

In the Suez Canal were ships of different 
flags and on the shore w as the devastation 
left by the bombing in the war of attrition 
during the years alter the '67 war. ( The 
Egyptians had abandoned the city.) 

"Now" said our guide, "another city will 
be built on the east bank of the canal." 

One day, a young orthodox rabbi, 
Baruch Helman, suddenly presented 
hunself to us in the hotel lobby. He said he

was posted as an executive 
session, which cannot legally 
be held without an open session 
beforehand. 

Several citizens gathered 
outside the meeting room after 
the School Committee went 
into executive session to 
discuss which teachers would 
be rehired next year. 

They were upset that they 
were not allowed to speak, a 
decision by Chairwoman 
Lleanor Kosenblum who ruled 
that there was not time at 
special meetings for public 
participation, although there Is 
time at the the end of regular 
meetings.

Mandell said he knew he 
could not move reconsideration 
since he voted against the 
budget, but was just trying to 
make amends between the 
Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Ward 8 Committeeman 
said he was called on by 
aldermanlc Education Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Louis 
Egelson to collaborate on his 
behalf to reduce the school 
budget, which the Board of 
Aldermen reduced by 3500,000 
March 31. 

Beckwith, who said he in¬ 
vested 35 years of experience 
on the Committee which he 
must protect, claimed Mandell 
was just trying to make 
headlines. 

Mandell said he was trying to 
protect what he thought could 
be the end of fiscal if com¬ 
mittees are fiscally autonomy 
of school committees 
irresponsible. 

When Mandell recommended 
cutting $129,000 from the 
custodial overtime account, 
the second of his seven sections 
to cut, tempers really flared. 

Beckwith and Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
noted that custodial overtime 
Is often used for municipal 
events, and that his figure of 
$454,000 overtime in 1971 was 
Incorrect. 

Committeeman Gerard 
Byrne asked for a week's time 
to look at Mandell's figures, 
and “then let us decide if we 
want to reopen the budget." 

Mrs. Kosenblum agreed with 
Byrne’s point of order that 
Mandell was out of order 
because the discussion had 
fallen into a budget review, 
that was not schedlued for the 
night. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
proposed at this time that a 
"committee of conference" be 
appointed by the members of 
the School Committee and 
Board of Aldermen to think 
over the school budget in light 
of the recent reassessment of 
property. 

He said, "It is not my intent 
to attack fiscal 
autonomy...What’s at stake 
here is whether we can act 
together as one city.

One bill requiring this much 
local support would allow the 
Board to cut any part of the 
school budget. 

Of the eight bills requiring a 
two-thnds vote of the 
municipal governing body, six 
would allow the reductions in 
any area and the other two 
would restrict reductions to 
new items or expenditures. 

According to spokeswoman 
Bunty Crane, a worker for 
House Education Committee 
Chairman Michael J. Daly, 
Brighton, the joint committee 
felt “quite strongly" against 
the repeal of fiscal autonomy. 

Besides the 15 bills, each 
house has before it a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would put the matter up for a 
state-wide vote. 

If the amendment passed a 
referendum, a municipality 


governing body would have to 
vote four-fifths in favor of 
deleting any amount of schools 
funds above the past year’s 
budget. 

The bills and the amend¬ 
ments will be on the floor of the 
House and Senate within the 
next two weeks, Ms. Crane 
said. 

One other bill introduced by 
Rep. Donald J. Manning of 
Waltham would prohibit a 10- 
taxpayers suit against a 


governing body If the body left 
at least 103 percent of the last 
budget in the current budget. 

Two other proposals would 
make school committees stick 
to their itemized budgets, 
prohibiting the transfer of 
funds from one account to 
another. 

The bills reported out of the 
committee were consolidated 
into H. 3269 and S.456. The 
constitutional amendments are 
H. 3270 and S. 419.

Democratic Congressmen, some from 
Massachusetts, who two years ago would 
not have incurred the political risk of saying 
a harsh word about Henry Kissinger, now 
criticize him openly and sharply. 

They charge that Gerald Ford is a weak 
President, who will be rejected by the 
people of the United States next year, that 
Kissinger has done a poor job in the field of 
world-wide diplomacy and in negotiating 
peace agreements in both Vietnam and the 
Middle East. 

Kissinger, his Democratic critics claim, 
was more interested in temporary ac¬ 
complishments which brought him momen¬ 
tary acclaim as a worker of miracles than in 
achieving a lasting peace. 

The only thing Kissinger actually ac¬ 
complished with his Vietnamese peace pact 
was to obtain the release of the American 
prisoners held by the North Vietnamese and 
bring them home, it is pointed out. and there 
is no certainty we got all our men back. 

The North Vietnamese paid little atten¬ 
tion to other parts of the agreement worked 
out with Kissinger, especially the prohibi¬ 
tion against stock-piling the weapons and 
machines of war. 

President Ford, in the opinion of many 
Washington observers, made himself look 
ridiculous in demanding that Congress 
provide more weapons for the South Viet¬ 
namese and in assailing Congress for failing 
to do so. 

Ford was calling for more arms for South 
Vietnam at a time when the cause of the 
South Vietnamese was hopeless, when they 
were actually abandoning to the North Viet¬ 
namese huge American supplies of planes 
and arms. 

Actually, the adoption of Ford's 
recommendation by Congress would have 
been a futile and foolish action which would 
have resulted in the slaughter of more 
innocent victims and the prolongation of a 
war that was wanted neither by the 
American people nor the South Vietnamese. 

What happened in South Vietnam over a 
span of more than a decade was a human 
tragedy. To what extent that tragedy was 
our fault is a debatable issue. We engaged in 
a war which was not winnable. at least not 
by us. We supported a people who either 
wouldn't or couldn't fight. We tried hard to 
win the war in Vietnam, and in the process 
of trying we spent $150 billion and, more 
importantly, sacrificed the lives of 50.000 
American young men. 

John F. Kennedy started our intervention 
by sending military advisers to South Viet¬ 
nam. Lyndon Johnson ballooned it into an 
American war. Johnson did precisely what 
he said he wouldn't do during his 1964 
campaign with Barry Goldwater. 

LBJ took the advice of his top military 
advisers whose business is to fight wars. So 
did Richard Nixon. For four years it was 
Johnson's war. and for another four it was 
Nixon's war although Kissinger seemed to 
be phasing it out when Nixon was reelected 
to a second term "in 1972. 

Now Gerald Ford wanted to make it his 
war. but Congress wouldn't let him do it, 
and this time Congress reflected the senti¬ 
ment of the American people. What the 
United States should do in Vietnam is ar¬ 
bitrate some kind of reasonable peace which 
will prevent a slaughter of the unfortunate 
people of South Vietnam. Then we should 
give as much humanitarian assistance to 
South Vietnam as is possible and prac¬ 
ticable. 

But the army generals who came out of 
Vietnam and, in effect, claimed we could 
turn the tide of the war there by supplying 
arms to Saigon either are trying to kid the 
American people or are not competent to fill 
the high military positions they hold. 

One of the jokes in Washington is that 
North Vietnam now has the seventh largest 
air force in the world as a result of the 
American planes they captured. 
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Kissinger and Nixon also to blame

WASHINGTON - While the proximate cause of the 
collapse of South Vietnam is the refusal of Congress to vote 
sufficient military aid, a large share of the blame for this 
debacle must also fall on Henry Kissinger, who proved so 
adept at ramming that "good” peace agreement of his 
down the throats of the South Vietnamese over two years 
ago. 

To go back now and read President Nixon's "Peace 
with honor" speech to the American people on Jan. 23,1973, 
and Dr. Kissinger's press conference the next day, is 
enough to make even the most iron-gutted individual throw- 
up. 

To judge how "good" and "worthy" Kissinger’s peace 
agreement was, one has only to quote him and President 
Nixon and then look at what is now happening. No comment 

is necessary. 

"The most important thing was not to talk about peace; 
but to get peace and to get the right kind of peace," 
declared President Nixon in his nationally televised ad¬ 
dress. "This we have done." 

Now that an "honorable" agreement has been 
achieved, he said, "let us be proud that America did not 
settle for a peace that would have betrayed out allies . . . 
that would have ended the war for us but would have con¬ 
tinued the war for the 50 mUlion people of Indochina.” 

In his press conference, Dr. Kissinger pointed out and 
stressed: 

"It is obvious that there is no dispute in the agreement 
between the parties that there is an entity called South 
Vietnam, and that the future unity of Vietnam, as it comes 
about, will be decided by negotiation between North and 
South Vietnam; that it will not be achieved by military 
force; indeed, that the use of military force, with respect to 
bringing about unification, or any other form of coercion is 
impermissible according to the terms of this agreement." 

Kissinger said the agreement "should preserve the 
dignity and self-respect of all the parties" although, he 
hedged, in what has to be one of the understatements of this 
century, "it is not inconceivable that the agreement will not 
in all respects be lived up to."

A bad agreement means nothing to you. What do 300,000 
North Vietnamese (in South Vietnam) mean to you? 
Nothing. What is the loss of South Vietnam if you look at the 
world's map? Just a speck. But ... a little Vietnamese 
doesn't play with a strategic map of the world...

But Thieu caved in after being threatened by Kissinger 
with a cutoff of American aid and even the possibility of a 
separate U.S. settlement with North Vietnam. He signed. 
Kissinger’s “fair and just and honorable" agreement, the 
one a Kissinger aide is quoted by the Kalbs as saying he was 
"hell-bent" on getting before the election. 

If you think all this has gone unnoticed by the Israelis, 
you're nuts. 


President Thieu, Kissinger told the press, after 
examining the totality of the agreement, agreed it achieved 
the essential objectives of South Vietnam: self- 
determination and an ability to defend the country. 

But, as usual, the truth was something other than the 
way Henry Kissinger told it As CBS newsmen Marvin and 
Bernie Kalb teU it in their book, "Kissinger,” Thieu told 
Kissinger: 

"We don’t think this agreement is acceptable to us.. . 
To sign would be like surrendering to the Communists. It 
would make a mockery of the thousands of Americans and 
Vietnamese who died here." 

"You're a giant," Thieu told Kissinger, according to 
Italian journalist Oriana Fallaci. "So you can probably 
afford the luxury of being easy in this agreement. I cannot. 


Ignoring the next San Francisco quake 


Analysis by Marquis Childs 

SAN FRANCISCO—Under a brilliant sun, this city which 
wins hands-down as America's favorite has been over¬ 
flowing with visitors. The news at home and abroad may be 
as black as the headlines that reflect it, but these are 
holiday crowds bent on the pleasures of a fabulous city. 

A strong element in the American character is a deter¬ 
mination to ignore the pessimists and sweep bad news 
under the rug. 

Nowhere is this more evident than in San Francisco 
where new high-rises continue to crowd the steep hills of the 
downtown area. And this is despite a warning that, if 
anyone bothered to look, casts a dark shadow over the city. 

During the past year a documentary entitled "San 
Francisco: The City That Waits To Die" has been shown on 
four television stations. The message of this documentary, 
being circulated by Time-Life television is this: 

With the evidence of seismologists who have devoted 
years of study to earth disturbances, in the years ahead, the 
city is certain to suffer a massive earthquake that could 
cause up to 100,000 deaths and billions of dollars in 
damages. 

The reason lies in the San Andreas Fault running under 
the heart of the city in its course through the state of 
California. Although scientists have been studying this 
giant rift in the earth over a long period they see only a 
remote possibility that earthquakes can eventually be 
prevented. 

The hope they hold out is that perhaps in five years 
prediction will be possible so that with three days' notice 
San Francisco could be evacuated. 


San Francisco's building codes are so loosely drawn that, 
in the view of the seismologists, skyscrapers would be badly 
shaken if not destroyed in a massive quake like that of 1906. 

The documentary points out the 13 schools and at least 
two large hospitals built directly on the fault Also on the 
fault are the Police Department, the nerve center for 
disaster operations, and the Civil Defense Operations 
Room. In a heavy quake they would cease to function. 

"In terms of loss of life the worst credible earthquake 
would probably occur during the rush traffic hour between 5 
and 5:30 in the afternoon," said Louis Pakiser, director of 
the United States Geological Survey in California. He adds, 
"and I think it’s quite credible that the total loss of life in the 
San Francisco area from such an earthquake could be 
about as great as the total American loss of life in Vietnam. 
That would be about 50,000 lives ... Possibly as many as 
100,000 is within the range of possibilities. 

"Scientists believe that many of these lives could be 
saved. The key to saving them is understanding the causes 
of earthquakes. To do this they have returned to the 1906 
earthquake, the most closely analyzed in the world. It shook 
over &0.000 square miles of California." 

The attitude of San Francisco, in the view of the scien¬ 
tists, is “Don't look now, it can't happen here." 

It did happen in Anchorage, Alaska, just 11 years ago on 
Food Friday when 100 died in that sparsely populated area 
with $400 million in property damage. The shock waves 
were slightly stronger than those recorded in 106 when this 
city was destroyed San Francisco lies on the same fault as 
Anchorage. 


A hardy lot, Californians take earthquakes in their stride 
as natural phenomena like tornadoes and hurricanes. 

A study of the temblor in Long Beach in 1933 showed how 
10-story buildings were shaken. The 1906 quake was 600 
times stronger and the forecast in "The City That Waits To 
Die" is of the same magnitude. 

In the Imperial Valley a whole swarm of minor-to- 
moderate tremors centering around the town of Brawley 
set nerves on edge with the memory of May, 1940, when 
Brawley was destroyed in a quake that measured 8.6 on the 
Richter scale — 10,000 times stronger than the strongest 
recent tremor. Townspeople and farmers in the Valley, 
where lettuce and carrot crops are being harvested, were 
asking when the "big one" would come, following, as in 
1940, the swarm of moderates. 

Animals were more shaken up, outwardly at least, than 
people. Horses were skittish after each tremor. The town 
veterinarians were busy prescribing tranquilizers for dogs 
unnerved by successive shakes. 

The dearest signal came from a flock of hens. From 
laying an average of seven eggs a day they began after the 
swarm to lay two dozen a clay. Those hens were getting 
down to it so that if the “big one" should strike they would 
have done their duty. 

The "big one” for San Francisco may be years away. 
With each year prediction is closer to a practical reality ... 
and with it measures to save lives. But in the interval the 
great giants under the earth in the San Andreas Fault are 
the unseen yet ever-present threat. 
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Gov. Dukakis makes 
unexpected visits

Governor Michael S. Dukakis’ practice of making 
unscheduled, unannounced and unexpected visits to state 
departments, agencies and institutions is serving to keep 
his cabinet members and department heads on the job and 
state employees on their toes. 

Not only has he dropped in at departments and agencies 
in the State House, but he also has made similar excursions 
to places some distance from Beacon Hill to see bow things 
were going and ask questions of state officials and the 
employees working under them. 

One of Dukakis' visits was to the state mental hospital 
in Foxboro; another was to the new prison facility in 
Bridgewater. He walked out of the State House one day and 
headed for the state welfare office a few blocks away on 
Washington street. 

He even visited the Trotter School in Roxbury. His 
purpose in making a call there was not completely clear 
His habit of making these unexpected calls is generally 
considered a healthy one. 

A visit from Dukakis is uot necessarily a good sign. He 
attended a meeting of ibe Massachusetts Port Authority 
Board and then launched a move to wipeout the Board. 

Some members of the Legislature are not altogether 
enthusiastic about the meanderings of Governor Dukakis. 
They would prefer that he remaui in his office and work out 
his program for bringing the state’s income and its ex¬ 
penditures into balance. 

An effort by Representative Barney Frank of the Back 
Bay to prod the Governor In ihat direction drew 94 votes in 
the House of Representatives. Frank, an extremely able 


law-maker, observed that Dukakis was elected Governor 
early last November and has had more than five months in 
which to develop a fiscal policy. 

Governor Dukakis' plan for borrowing the money he 
needs to pay off the $350 Million deficit he inherited from ex- 
Govemor Sargent, was blasted by State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buezko as doubt appeared to be increasing on Beacon Hill 
concerning the fiscal leadership being provided by Mr. 
Dukakis. 

Mayor White Big Hit 
As Radio Disc Jockey 

Notes from the backs of envelopes: 

Judging from our mail, Boston Mayor Kevin H. White 
was quite a hit as a disc jockey on April Fool's Day. It may 
take him a while to shed the nickname of Kool Kevin. It was 
all good-natured fun, and it lightened the day for a lot of 
people. 

If our memory is correct, Henry Kissinger was first 
acclaimed as a miracle man for supposedly achieving 
peace in Vietnam. His "peace is at hand” pronouncement 
just before the 1972 Presidential election was premature, 
and the temporary truce be did accomplish was an uneasy 
one and didn't live up to its billing. With peace like that, who 
needs wars? 

President Ford is planning a visit to Peking before the 
end of the year, but he has not yet decided whether to 
establish formal diplomatic relations with Red China. If he 
doesn't, he probably will be wasting his time in making the 
trip. The problem for Ford is that Peking is demanding that 
he break relations with Taiwan which the President is 
reluctant to do. 

Former Senator Sam Ervin of North Carolina—good 
old Watergate Sam—is still firing away at the Equal Rights 
Amendment for women which he describes as "this evil 
measure.” When Sam explained his opposition to the 
amendment before the North Carolina General Assembly, 
he compared the U.S. Congress—unfavorably—to a North 
Carolina Mental Hospital. 

Old marble-mouth Sain claimed the Equal Rights 
Amendment would strike dowin various laws requiring men 
to provide family support. "Some people say women don’t 
need any such protection,” asserted Sain. "But it has been 
my observation after many years of law practice that many 
women marry sorry husbands and do need protection from 
ornery men." 

The clemency program for deserters and draft-dodgers 
must be rated as the No. 1 flop of the Ford administration. 

Experts on the economy now say the program adopted 
by Congress and signed into law by President Ford may 
worsen the inflation rather than lessen it. 


Rep. McGee Certain 
Of Becoming Speaker 

House Speaker David M. Bartley easily won a fight 
against a group of young liberals who wanted to change the 
rules of the Massachusetts House of Representatives but 
the real victor was Representative Thomas W. McGee of 
Lynn. 

The modest, unassuming but extremely competent 
Lynn law-maker now appears certain of succeeding 
Bartley as Speaker in the second most powerful position on 
Beacon Hill, when Bartley decides to retire from political 
life. 

It is expected that Bartley will become president of the 
Holyoke Community College later this year and that McGee 
will move up to succeed him in the Speakership at that time. 

Bartley, who has been an excellent Speaker, wants to 
spend more time with his family in Holyoke, and he will be 
able to do that when he shifts from the political to the 
academic world. 

McGee is so modest, unassuming and reticent to talk 
about himself that an observer might wonder about his 
ability to control a body of 240 politicians, some of them 
temperamental, each an elected official In his own right, 
with his personal political philosophy. 

But McGee, a former marine, who saw combat service 
in the South Pacific during World War 2, has been a good 
stand-in for Bartley when the latter has been away from the 
House and has run the House of Representatives smoothly 
and with a firm hand. 

When the abortive revolt against Speaker Bartley's 
leadership was first started by a legislator who had ideas 
of becoming Speaker himself, it appeared Bartley might be 
in for a tough fight. 

But Bartley was dearly in control of the situation in a 
Democratic caucus where only a small haudful of 
Democratic House members stood against him. 

One Boston newspaper compared Bartley's powers to 
those of a potentate in the Middle East. That isn’t altogether 
fair to Bartley. 

It should be realized that the position of Speaker is a 
lough, demanding one. Bartley would come under a fire of 
criticism from the newspapers U he failed to maintain 
complete control over a House composed of 240 politicians. 

As far as this writer has been able to observe, Bartley 
does his job efficiently and fairly. If you think his job is an 
easy one, you should attend a session or two of the House of 
Representatives and witness the pioceedings from a seat in 
the gallery reserved for spectators.

receptive community and with 
the appropriate safeguards — 
but the Lutheran Service 
Association petition is the 
wrong approach In the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

Further, the Board has 
recently approved four tax- 
exempt Institutions in the city, 
and while the impact of 
removing these few properties 
from the tax base is miniscule, 
the precedent which Is being 
established will, In the long 
run, Increase our already 
extremely high tax rate. The 
means to call a halt to this 
process Is for the Board to 
respond to the voices of its 
citizens, as is its function as a 
representative body. 

Taxation without 
representation Is tyranny! 

The problem faced by the 
neighbors at 390 Dedham 
Street goes beyond 
neighborhood, for if our 
representatives do not hear the 
voices of the citizens of Ward 8, 
they will not heed the cry of 
any ward. The challenge is 
clear. It is incumbent on ail 
citizens who believe in the 
democratic process to make It 
clear to their aldermen that 
their duty Is to the people of 
Newton.

To the Editor: 

1 wish to express my op¬ 
position to granting the 
Lutheran Service Association’s 
petition for permissive use of 
390 Dedham Street as a 
residence for six children with 
special problems. 

I do support the concept of 
deinstltutionallzatlon and the 
goals of half-way houses. I 
recognize that these children 
with special problems do have 
a valid and worthwhile need to 
be helped. I feel that we all 
must share the responsibility 
to help them as best we can. 
Nevertheless, 1 must still urge 
the aldermen to deny this 
petition for the following 
reasons. 

The people most directly 
affected by the establishment 
of this “home" at 390 Dedham 
Street are truly afraid of it. 
They fear for the safety of their 
children. They have a basic 
distrust of the Lutheran Ser¬ 
vice Association and its word. 

The Lutheran Service 
Association purchased the 


home first, and then discussed 
with the neighbors the purpose 
to which it wished to put the 
home. It has not done a suf- 
uestions of these neighbors, 
for it has not assuaged their 
fears concerning their 
children’s safety. 

Yet, all along it has claimed 
that the cooperation of the 
neighbors was a necessity for 
the home to “work." 

Although It has not yet 
earned that cooperation, the 
Association still persists in 
forcing the home upon an 
unwilling and frightened 
neighborhood. 

Another factor that must be 
considered by the aldermen is 
the undeniable property 
devaluation of the homes 
abutting 390 Dedham Street If 
this petition is granted. 
Although the property is to be a 
family-based operation, It is 
nonetheless not a family in the 
sense that most Newton 
residents have come to expect 
In Single A and Single B zoning, 


and, as such, must take away 
from the resale value of the 
nearby properties. The single 
most important criterion tor 
buying a home is the 
neighborhood in which that 
home is situated. 

The aldermen must not in all 
fairness judge a 7-month trial 
on Auburn Street by the 
Utheran Service Association 
as “success" model for the 
establishment of similar 
homes elsewhere. Not enough 
time has elapsed for such a 
conclusion. 

The aldermen must Insist tilt 
the Lutheran Service 
Association earn the ac¬ 
ceptance and good will of the 
neighborhood as a prerequisite 
to the granting of the permit. 
Otherwise, the results will be 
inimical both to the 
neighborhood and to the very 
children who already suffer 
from alienation from family 
and community. 

The opposition to this 
"home" remains steadfast and 
grows in numbers. It is easy to 


rationalize and say that the 
neighborhood is bigoted and 
uncharitable. But on closer 
analysis, there is a reason why 
these people arc so concerned. 
They have real fears for the 
safety and welfare of their 
children in their backyards and 
neighborhood. They look to 
their aldermen for help and 
protection. 

Why are so many of their 
aldermen seemingly deaf to 
their pleas? Why cannot the 
aldermen require the 
Association to earn the ap¬ 
proval of the neighborhood 
before granting the permit? In 
this way, the aldermen can 
support the program without 
coercing or alienating the 
residents. 

And when approval Is 
granted, the children will enter 
a harmonious and congenial 
atmosphere which is so 
essential to the ultimate 
success of the entire endeavor,

To the Editor: 

As a Newton taxpayer, 
parent, poet and teacher of 
English at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School for the past 
five years, 1 would like to 
respond to Dr. Nelson Butters’ 
recent letter criticizing 
Meadowbrook, by directing 
myself to Just one un¬ 
substantiated assumption be 
makes, namely that there is a 
direct relationship between a 
knowledge of formal grammar 
and proficiency in written 
expression. 

Dr. Butters, citing his eight 
years of experience as a 
college professor, asserts that 
students who do not learn 
grammar In junior high school 
will never be able to express 
themselves well in writing, and 
therefore be under a life-long 
handicap extending through 
college, graduate school, and 
professional life—(why he 
doesn’t suggest that the three 
years of high school might be a 
Judicious time to remedy this 
apparently near-mortal 


disability, excapes me). 
Unfortunately, he does not 
back up his argument with any 
evidence, which makes his 
assertion unconvincing at best. 
In fact, college professors have 
been bemoaning the 
inadequate writing of incoming 
freshmen throughout the 
present century, as J. Stephen 
Sherwin points out in his book, 
"F our Problems in Teaching 
English: A Critique of 
Research." 

According to Sherwin, the 
dissatisfied college professor 
of the 1930’s, for example, was 
referring to students who had 
been steeped in grammar from 
•grammar school’ on up. So it 
seems unlikely to me that 
contemporary professorial 
complaints are in fact directly 
related to grammar at all. 

More relevantly, it has been 
my personal experience, as a 
teacher of E'ngllsh for the past 
10 years to grades six through 
twelve, that teaching the of ten- 
cumbersome, polysyllabic, 
Latmate terminology of formal 


grammar bears no relation to 
helping students to learn to 
write well. 1 could elaborate 
numerous reasons that I see for 
this, but prefer, in this letter, to 
cite published professional 
evidence that substantiates my 
own conclusions. Summarizing 
his analysis of research done 
between 1900 and 1960 on the 
correlation between improving 
students' waiting and teaching 
formal grammar, Sherwin (in 
the above-mentioned book, 
published by International 
Textbook Co., 1969), con¬ 
cludes: 

Statistical and nonex- 
perimental studies using 
correlation analysis by Hoyt, 
Hape^r, Bor ass, Asker, Segel 
and Barr, Catherwood, 
Bradford and Robinson, failed 
to show a significant 
relationship between gram- 
maticalknowledge and writing 
ability...the research still 
overwhelmingly supports the 
contention that instruction in 
formal grammar is an Inef¬ 


fective and inefficient way to 
help students achieve 
proficiency in writing. 

Evidence supplied by 
McColly and Buxton suggests 
that...writing In conjunction 
with...teaching will obtain 
measurably superior results. 
Motivation, selective criticism, 
discussion, practical ex¬ 
planation, and revision are the 
important features of In¬ 
struction. 

I Invite Dr. Butters to a close 
scrutiny of the above-cited 
painstaking study as well as 
the instruction of writing that 
many of us do at Meadowbrook 
which tends to be very much in 
line with the system that 
Sherwin's research would 
recommend.

Observations on the 
School Committee 


A look at revaluation 


To the Editor: 

The School Committee held a 
meeting April 9 and It was a 
disgrace. If you, the Newton 
citizens, were there, you would 
have heard the endless 
bickering over a point of order, 
the blustering anger of sup¬ 
posedly competent people 
when their exorbitant budget 
and their Inflated egos were 
challenged and the whining 
self-approval of those who have 
served much too long and now 
live in the glory of past service. 

1 am both frightened and 
angered by the power the 
School Committee has. All but 
a few members seem to be 
oblivious of the fact that they 
spend more than half of the city 
budget and that because of 
their fiscal irresponsibility we 
are forced to contribute money 
from our family budgets, 
money that Is sorely needed, 
money that may no longer be 
available. 

The School Committee is, in 
fact, threatening our survival 
in the community. 

One has to wonder as to the 
underlying motivation for 
seeking the position of School 
Committeeman In Newton. Not 
many of the present members 
have children in our schools. 

1 suggest that It fulfills some 
personal or political need and 
we, the citizens, are paying 
dearly for these needs. It is 
also an opportunity lor some 
members to impose their own 
philosophies on an apathetic 
community. 

F or years we have been told 
that it costs Newton nothing to 
educate a Metro child, even 
though it may cost several 
thousands of dollars a year to 
educate our own children. 

This logic is in¬ 
comprehensible. It is 
dishonest. It is an insult to our 
intelligences. 

At the Nov. 25 School 
Committee meeting, when 
Metro by was eipanded in 


midyear, there was in fact an 
admission Mr. F’lnk that we 
should get paid for the ad¬ 
ditional 100 students because 
there was available money in 
the state Metro fund, $1.3 
million. 

Wasn’t this also an ad¬ 
mission of fiscal irrespon¬ 
sibility? 

If the.money were there, why 
didn’t we request some 
payment for the 200 Metro 
students for the 1974-75 school 
year? Mr: F’lnk knew our tax 
rate was soaring. 

The citizens of Newton must 
understand the arrogance and 
the power of the School 
Committee. We must get them 
to reconsider the school budget 
in view of the disaster of 
revaluation, and if they refuse 
to do this, we must, at the next 
election, get rid of those who 
show no concern for the plight 
of Newton citizens. 

This is an election year and 
the wounds of revaluation will 
still be fresh when we go to the 
polls. 

Please wake up. Pay at¬ 
tention to what is going on and 
who is running your city. 

If an elected official is not 
responsive to the community’ 
vote him or her out. 

When your state senator and 
state representatives come to 
you for votes, ask them why 
they gave you Chapter 766 
without funding. 

When an alderman publicly 
calls a citizen a “demagogue," 
ask him why he must resort to 
name-calling because the 
citizen may have a different 
point of view. 

We owe Aldermen Sidney 
Small and Eliot Cohen a debt of 
gratitude lor arousing the 
Board of Aldermen and the 
citizens to the shenanigans of 
the School Committee.

To the Editor: 

The revaluation program in 
the City of Newton is now 
complete except for hearings 
by individual homeowners and 
endless complaint on the un¬ 
fairness of it all. We would like 
to get Into the discussion with a 
few comments and suggestions 
based on our years of ex¬ 
perience In the housing in¬ 
dustry. 

We should state first that, 
from our very unofficial sur¬ 
vey, the new assessments, with 
few exceptions, are realistic 
and fair, and Cole-Layer- 
Trumbie Company should be 
congratulated for the quality of 
its work. 

As for the practical result of 
the revaluation’ the effect on 
the older home, previously 
underassessd, may be disaster, 
'lhe money that would nor¬ 
mally have been set aside for 
upkeep and maintenance will 
now be needed for taxes and 
these older homes will 
necessarily deteriorate. 

The cost of properly main¬ 
taining and updating a house 
over 30 years old will run from 
$1000 to $1500 per year as op¬ 
posed to a newer house with 
upkeep running from $200 to 
$300 per year. Older houses 
must have new furnaces of 
boilers ($1000-12500), insulation 


($500-1750), new wiring ($1500- 
$3000), piping ($1000-$2500), 
new water mains ($750-31500) 
in addition to needing more 
than normal painting and 
miscellaneous carpentry 
repairs. 

Under the old assessment 
system, there was the 
possibility that some money 
would be available for this 
work and the homeowners In 
Newton have done well in 
maintaining their older homes. 
We feel that this will change. 
We fear that the effect of 
revaluation will be a serious 
and fairly rapid Increase m the 
number of substandard 
housing units. There is a 
shortage of housing now, 
especially for low income 
families, and we cannot 
tolerate the removbyal of 
decent units, deterioration, 
from the existing inventory. 

We are certain, also, that in 
spite of the energy crises, plans 
for the installation of in¬ 
sulation, storm windows, and 
more efficient boilers or fur- 
nances will have to be can¬ 
celled by many homeowners 
who will just not have the cash 
for these major capital ex¬ 
penditures. 

It seems to us that any at¬ 
tempt to upset the current 100 


per cent market value law in 
the Commonwealth would be 
futile and should not be pur¬ 
sued; however, we will leave 
this avenue to the lawyers. An 
alternative which we would 
like to suggest is to abate some 
portion of the real estate tax on 
older homes, say 30 years, for 
argument’s sake. 

This could either be an 
automatic percentage 
abatement, or an abatement 
based on a percentage of the 
actual costs for specific 
maintenance and upkeep in an 
older home. Abatements, of 
course, would not be allowed 
lor "convenience" im¬ 
provements such as kitchen 
remodelling or the additon of a 
bath, but would cover such 
items as new roofs, wiring, 
piping, insulation, storm 
windows, boilers or furnaces, 
and exterior maintenance. 
Details of the method of 
abatement will require much 
discussion but we are sure that 
an efficient system can be 
worked out. 

We hope that our comments 
will stimulate further 
discussion and we appreciate 
the opportunity to state them 
here.

Egypt: the masses— 
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had been in Egypt for five weeks, having 
come from Brookline, Massachusetts, and 
was working under a grant from the 
Egyptian government to find Jewish 
historical sites for reconstruction. 

His official tour was scheduled for three 
months and was to take him to Lebanon, 
Algeria and Tunisia, where he had sold the 
respective governments the idea, 
i Interestingly, we also learned that when 
the Jews left Egypt after the '67 war, they 
left behind some income-bearing 
properties, the benefits of which were 
being paid to the remaining -Jewish 
community of Cairo.

Hotel and poked our heads into a reception . 
hall that was laden with food - fish, meats, 
vegetables, displayed upon one table after 
another, all tables joined to form swirls 
and squares, scallops and circles, and with 
at least two dozen attendants waiting to 
serve from the elaborately decorated 
trays. 

Beyond the hall was another room, 
considerably larger, seating at circular 
tables about 1,000 elegantly dressed 
people, all eyes fixed upon a gyrating belly 
dancer on the stage. 

It seems that Daba and Hassad were 
getting married and obviously, not all 
people in Egypt are.poor - or feel the full 
effect of shortages. 

Tahseen Basheer is press counselor to 
President Sadat and Basheer welcomed us 
for questioning. He used a phrase we were 
to hear again in a private audience with 
King Hussein. He spoke of learning “from 


opportunities lost, from (lain and suf¬ 
fering" and added that people "must not 
allow themselves to wallow in pseudo- 
masochistic personality." 

"Egypt", he said, “is ready to move in 
any possible way to achieve a just peace." 

Basheer spoke soothingly, Implying, we 
thought at the time, a real prospect for 
flexibility and peace. 

ITien Mr. Basheer, who is also a 
professor of international law at Cairo 
University, responded to a question I 
asked: If Israel were to accept UJJ.

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Reorganization ready for aldermanic vote 


The mayor's reorganization 
plan for the Public Works 
Department was approved in 
its final form Tuesday night by 
the aldermanic ad hoc 
reorganization committee. 

According to the city 
charter, the plan must be voted 
on by the full Board of 
Aldermen within 10 days after 
the public hearing, which took 
place Tuesday night. The 
Board may not amend the plan 
nor subject It to the "charter 
objection" procedure of delay. 

Originally drawn up to place 
present Building Department 
functions within the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, the plan 
has undergone several 
changes, chief among which Is 
to leave the Building Depart¬ 
ment as a separate entity, at 
least for the next year or so. 

The greatest improvement in 
the new organization Is the 
establishment of a com¬ 
missioner of public works who 
will have full management and 
administrative authority over 
the operations of the Public 
Works Department, which will 
consist of six divisions. 

With the old organization, the 
director of public works was 
limited In authority, served 
mainly in advisory capacity to 
the Street, ■ Water, and 
Engineering Departments, and 
did not have the power of hiring 
and firing. 

The new Public Works 
Department will perform the 
maintenance and construction 
activities of the Recreation 
Department, leaving that 
department with only the 
recreation programs and 
planning to carry out. 

hive of the six new divisions 
of the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment will be headed by each be 
headed by a director, who will 
be under Civil Service and will 
receive a salary of more than 
$21,000 per year, with the ex¬ 
ception of the director of 
vehicle maintenance, who Is 
allotted $19,000. 

The salary of the com¬ 
missioner of public works is set 
at $27,000, that of the deputy 
commissioner at $23,000, and 


the salary of the third of the 
three top public works 
positions, director of ad¬ 
ministration and work control, 
will be $21,537. 

The new divisions will be 
called equipment and vehicle 
maintenance, sanitation, parks 
and grounds, highways, water 
and sewer, and engineering. 

The ad hoc aldermanic 
committee was composed not 
of a certain group of aldermen 
by name but of any and all 
aldermen who wished to attend 
meetings. Attendance 
guaranteed a vote. 

Aid. Susan Schur felt that 
many of the details of the 
proposed reorganization were 
absent from the plan as 
presented, but James Salter, 
the mayor's chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, explained 
that the plan was designed to 
utilize the personnel already m 
the department and to some 
extent the functions as they 
now exist. 

As the new organization was 
Implemented, Salter said, 
details would sort themselves 
out. 

The Civil Service status of 
the division directors was of 
some concern, since the Mann 
administration and several 
aldermen have expressed the 
feeling that top-level positions 
in the Street Department and 
elsewhere should be con¬ 
sidered management and 
therefore not be under Civil 
Service. 

The function of the new 
position of deputy com¬ 
missioner of public works, 
which the posit! of assistant 
director replaceson of public 
works, seemed to some of the 
aldermen present to be poorly 
defined and vague and perhaps 
not necessary. 

Aid.' Michael Antonellis 
defended the position by 
reminding the aldermen that 
so much knowledge and In¬ 
formation are expected of 
heads of large and complex 
departments by the alder¬ 
manic committees alone that 
no one person could operate 


without an assistant. 

Salter commented that the 
next reorganization plan to be 
submitted will be for the Data 
Processing Department, which 
Is now a branch of the Treasury 
Department. 

Richard Dudman, the most 
recent director of the Public 
Works Department, had 
wanted a systems analyst to 
work in his department to get 
various groups of information 
Into the city's computer. 

Now the plan seems to be to 
improve the Data Processing 


department Itself so that it can 
serve all parts of the city 
government more efficiently. 

Salter said that Newton Is far 
behind In the use of the com¬ 
puter as a management tool. 
Along with the 
reorganization of the Public 
Works Department will come 
an expansion of the present 
Purchasing Department to 
become the Purchasing and 
Central Services Department. 

The new department will be 
responsible not only for pur¬ 
chasing but will be In charge of 


City Hall mall , phone, and 
printing services. 

To bring the city ordinances 
Into line with the proposed 
reorganization, City Solicitor 
Howard Levine made nearly 
100 changes In the current 
ordinances. 

The total additional cost of 
the reorganization after the 
first year, which is partially 
budgeted beacuse of vacan¬ 
cies, will be $53,000 a year at 
the suggested salary levels, 
according to a cost-detail sheet 
presented by Salter.

F ire has no respect for age 
when It finds a place to start. 

With the increase In the 
number of deaths and injuries 
that have occurred from fires 
nationwide in the past few 
years, Chief Frederick A.

Fire Department, urgee 
citizens to use the following 
chekc list to make their home 
as fire safe as possible. 

Heating and Cooking 
if it Is necessary to use ex¬ 
tension cords, make sure they 
are approved. Do not place 
under rugs, over doors, etc. 
Are they in good condition - not 
frayed ro worn? 

Are boaster, electric grills, 
etc. located safely so that 
curtains or other combustibles 
cannot come in contact with 
them?

Though Newton has had a 
similar policy for several 
years, the new state 
regulations have been

Massachusetts Department of 
education, and copies are 
available to parents and 
students through the school. 

The regulations call for the 
securing of records and the 
protection of the privacy of the 
student. 

Only authorized school 
personnel, such as the prin¬ 
cipal, counselor, or teacher, 
have access to these records. 

information cannot be seen 
by or sent to a third party 
without the wntten permission 
of the parent. 

in addition, there is a 
provision for a process of 
review and appeal through the 
principal, the superintendent, 
and the School Committee. 

The student’s permanent 
school record which includes 
transcript nane, address, 
phone number, parent in¬ 
formation, course titles, 
grades, grade level completed 
and year completed, is to be 
kept for 60 years. 

The temporary record, all 
other information, is to be 
destroyed five years after the 
student leaves or graduates. 

Parents and students 14 
years of age or older or in 
grade nine, whichever is first, 
have the ngnt to see ap¬ 
propriate records. 

As in the past, parents (or 
eligible students) who wish to 
see a record should contact the 
school principal.

School Committeeman 
Herbert F. Regal, of 155 Homer 
St., Newton Centre, spoke in 
opposition to the Daly-Sullivan 
metropolitanization bill last 
week. 

He told the Education 
Committee of the 
Massachusetts legislature "I 
oppose this bill (H .2439) mainly 
because it asks the state to 
assume the financial 
responsibility of educating only 
Boston's children on the basis 
of economic isolation." 

Regal feels other cities in the 
state should be entitled to the 
same consideration. 

He also opposed the 
provision in this bill that 
"imposes the requirement of 
participation ONLY on more 
affluent suburbs (though 


others are permitted to par¬ 
ticipate). 

"Since the receiving com¬ 
munity would be reimbursed 
for all costs, I believe that all 
suburbs with available seats in 
their classrooms should be 
required to participate,” he 
said. 

Presently under one law (the 
Racial Imbalance law) when 
children from Roxbury go to 
school in South Boston the state 
provides virtually no social or 
community services to the 
children who are transferred 
or to the receiving school 
community. However under 
another law (the Metco 
program) when children are 
transferred from Boston to the 
suburbs, then the state 


provides for extensive social 
and community services for 
students, parents, and 
teachers. 

Regal noted that Racial 
Imbalance law provides ex¬ 
tensive services. 

"Why should the state 
provide for many support 
services when a student 
transfers from Roxbury to 
Newton but virtually no sup¬ 
port when the transfer is from 
Roxbury to South Boston?" he 
said. 

"I believe that legislation 
should be enacted to bring the 
Racial Imbalance Law and the 
Metco program into better 
balance. 

Under present law the state 
will be called upon to pay the 


following for a Metco student 
from Boston who attends 
Newton schools in September 
1975, $122241817 to the city of 
Newton, $600 (approx.) for 
transportation and $560 to the 
city of Boston (since for the 
purpose of state reim¬ 
bursement this child is still 
considered a Boston student). 

"Considering the present 
financial plight of the com¬ 
monwealth, I think a cost to the 
state of $238242977 is ex¬ 
cessive. 

"H. 2439 does have a dif¬ 
ferent and more reasonable 
reimbursement formula, but 
my point here is to call at¬ 
tention to the wide and un¬ 
warranted disparity under 
present law and thereby 


demonstrate the need for a 
single coordinating agency. 
"Simply stated, all programs 
for children who attend schools 
other than their “normal" one 
should be under the aegis of a 
single coordinating agency, be 
it the present Metco 
organization, a new "council 
for Interdistrict Transfer” or 
the State Board of Education." 


"One beneficial effect of H. 
2439 would derive simply from 
the involvement of the suburbs. 
This involvement would cer¬ 
tainly diminish the opposition 
of some Boston parents who 
see present measures as now 
being "imposed" on them 
alone." 

To conclude, Regal stressed 
that legislation should be

Homebuyer bill progresses 


The Homebuyer Protection 
Bill, cosponsored by State 
Reps. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton land David J. Lane (R- 
Essex) was reported iavorably 
last week by the Joint 
Legislative Committee on 
Commerce and Labor. A 
favorable report from the 
Senate Ways and Means 
Committee and debate on the 
Senate floor on S. 1785 are 
expected shortly. 

The legislation would require 
. builders of new homes and 
Condominiums to furnish a 
three-year warranty against 
defects, and sellers of used 
homes to disclose in writing 
any defects In the property of 
which they are aware. 

Rep. Pines explained, 
-'Under the provisions of the 
Homebuyer Protection Bill, the 
seller must inform the pur¬ 
chaser of any conditions, 
defects, or previous sales 


history of the property that 
might reasonably affect his 
decision to buy, and must in¬ 
form him of any existent 
violation of health or building 
codes. S. 1785 provides the 
buyer with the same In¬ 
formation the seller has so they 
can negotiate on equal terms. 

"This disclosure of the 
condition of the home would be 
presented to the buyer In the 
form of answers to a standard 
set of questions prepared by 
the Secretary of Consumer 
Affairs. If it Is not provided at 
least two business days before 
the sales agreement is signed, 
the buyer may void the sale, 
and receive a refund of his 
deposit." 

Rep. Pines continued, "The 
biggest and most important 
Investment most families 
make is the purchase of a 
home. 'lWenty-five percent of 
the new homes and 39 percent 
of used homes Inspected under 


a federal subsidy program had 
defects, according to govern¬ 
ment statistics. Until S. 1785 is 
passed, consumers will not 
have adequate protection 
against unfair, deceptive, or 
anticompetitive realty prac¬ 
tices." 

The bill provides for full 
disclosure of the suitability of 
the land for dwelling purposes, 
and of the dwelling purposes, 
and of the condition of all 
components and utilities, such 
as plumbing, sewage, heating 
and electrical systems. 
According to Hep. Pines, "A 
seller must furnish a Board of 
Health certificate that the land 
has met local' or state 
requirements for the con¬ 
struction of a dwelling.” 

Rep. Lane said, "Senate 1785 
will guarantee that the 
homebuyer is given the facts 
necessary to determine the 
feasibility and cost of pur¬ 
chasing and maintaining a 


dwelling, and is warned 
against unfair practices by 
requiring real estate agents 
and banks to distribute In¬ 
formation booklets, which 
inform the prospective pur¬ 
chaser of provisions of the law 
and normal charges to be 
imposed." 

Many homebuyers, after 
investing a great deal of money 
in their houses or con¬ 
dominiums, discover that 
further unexpected Investment 
is needed to make repairs, 
Rep. Pines said. In some cases, 
Rep. Pines said, consumers 
have found their new homes 
completely uninhabitable. The 
Homebuyer Protection Bill 
would force the seller to 
finance ah repairs under the 
warranty.” 

Reps. Pines and Lane said 
they hope for "speedy passage 
of this Important consumer 
protection legislation." 


County budget criticized by Mann 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
challenged the proposed 
Middlesex County budget of 
more than $40 million at a 
meeting of the county adviso. / 
Borad earlier this month. 

In his opening remarks, 
Mann commented that in 
Middlesex County, the total 
gross budget figure for fiscal 
year 1976 is up 4.8 percent over 
the fiscal 1975 figure. 

This represents a projected 3 
percent Increase in county 
assessments before collective 
bargaining and cost of living 
increases. 

Mann was critical of the law 
which created the Advisory 
Board because it created a 
board with no "teeth." 

The membership of the 
board is constantly changing 
due to local elections and the 
law failed to provide funding 
for the board. 

The lack of a third County 
Commissioner h Middlesex 
County has caused con¬ 
siderable delay in the formal 
budget process, since the 
Commissioners must approve 
it before the board gets it. 

The Advtsery Board 
members were not supplied 
with a copy of the completed 
county budget until the day of 
their public hearing. 


During the recent public 
hearing, the 54 Advisory Board 
members heard convincing 
testimony on itmes to increase 
In the budget. 

However, to propose an 
increase in the budget In this 
year of austerity and economic 
crisis, without a subsequent 
decrease In costly areas of 
over-spending would be 
irresponsible, the board felt. 

For the board to find all 
excess padding in the budget 
this year is an unrealistic 
expectation because ot the 
budget's magnitude and the 
brief time afforded the 
members in its review. 

Therefore, In demonstrating 
its seriousness in fulfilling its 
statutory and implied 


responsibilities, the board 
ratified a policy statement 
recommending an additional 
five percent reduction in the 
total budget. 

The Advisory Board will 
establish responsible policies 
in the area of personnel before 
the next fiscal budget and 
encourages the compilation of 
an Inventory of all county 
equipment. 

In the future, the board will 
request written budget 
narratives from all county 
departments and district 
courts detailing the necessity 
for their budget requests to 
facilitate budget analysis by 
the board. 

T-e board proposes con¬ 
ducting a study of the revision 


of the budget format. This to be 
done by a subcommittee 
consisting of three state 
representatives' two state 
senators, and seven board 
members. 

'Ihe Advisory Board will 
undertake feasibility studies of 
state take-over of all county 
departments, including the 
county hospital. 

Already, the board has begun 
a feasibility study of state take¬ 
over of the Billerica House of 
Correction. 

The state legislature's 
Committee on Counties had 
public hearings on the budget 
week, and will meet in 
executive session later to work 
out the final budget that has to 
approved by the governor.

Home grown cauliflower—If 
you're looking for something 
new in cauliflower, try the 
variety called "Self-Blanche", 
a type that could be classified 
as a labor savmg device for the 
home gardener. With Self- 
Blanche, leaves curl over the 
developing head and protect it 
from the sun. The head stays 
white without the time con¬ 
suming process of hand-tying 
the leaves over the heads as 
required by other cauliflower 
varieties. If larger heads are 
wanted, or if grown at warmer 
temperatures, tying will be 
required, but under proper 
conditions this job is 
eliminated. Self-Blanche is a 
fine variety, well shaped and 
pure white.

cauliflower should be sowed 
indoors to get the plants well 
started for outdoor tran¬ 
splanting. After the plants are 
about 4 to 6" high, they can be 
set outdoors. Cauliflower is a 
cool weather plant. It is im¬ 
portant that the plants are NOT 
checked in growth at any time. 
Keep them growing steadily 
and vigorously or the heads 
will be small and poor. We've 
seen cauliflower plants head 
out when only 3 or 4 inches tall. 

Cabbage should also be 
started indoors, about six 
weeks before you expect to set 
the plants in the open ground. 
Brussels Sprouts is handled 
much tf)e same as late cab¬ 
bage. When the sprouts are 
formed, remove some of the 
lower leaves and stems. The 
largest sprouts on the bottom 
should be picked off and eaten 
as there’li be more forming 
until stopped by very cold 
weather. We had Brussel 
Sprouts as late as February of 
this year.

Grow petunias cool: If 
you've been growing your own 
petunias, remember that 
growing them warm (60 degs.

Petunia seed 
requires light for best ger¬ 
mination. In other words, do 
NOT COVER the seed. Just 
lightly press it into the soil and 
see that it does not dry out, 
once sprouting begins. 

Green Thumb Clinic: "We 
want to plant some dwarf fruit 
trees. Does dwarfmg make the 
apples smaller, or change the 
flavor?” 

Ans: No, dwarf apples are 
same size as standards, nor 
does it change the flavor. 
Dwarfs come into bearing 
sooner. Apples and pears are 
more frequently dwarfed than 
other varieties of tree fruits.

There has long been a theory that when a 
woman has the “blues” she dashes out to 
buy a hat or a piece of jewelry to lift her 
spirits. 

And what about a man? Certainly In 
these days, there must be times when men 
too would like a “lift” out of the 
doldrums—well, according to Men's 
Fashion Association’s Executive Director. 
Norman Karr, American men will turn to 
the fashion area to enjoy a psychological 
bolstering of spirits. 

"It took the American man a long time 
to get into the fashion swing," Karr said, 
“but once he did, he found it had a healthy 
effect on his attitude as well as his 
prospects in both business and social 
situations....so, serious as it is, the present 
business slump is not likely to be 
synonymous with a fashion slump." 

Sound reasoning goes into this 
assessment, (1) the fact that male apparel 
continues to represent an excellent value; 
(2) conditions are making what a man 
wears on his back a more practical, useful 
and portable status symbol than ever 
before, and (3) the new fashion trends tend 
to emphasize classic looks with great 
versatility. 

With reference to value, the Govern¬ 
ment’s Consumer Price Index shows that 
prices of men’s clothing have held the line 
very well against inflationary pressures 
until the last few years when the costs of 
materials and labor wage settlements 
caused men's and boy's wear to begin to 
catch up. Compare a 78 percent increase 
from year-end 1950 levels through 
November 1974 while all commodities 
stood at a 92.9 percent increase over 1950 
levels and all items covered by the CPI 
reflected a 114 percent rise. 

Clothes that scream "FAD” are ex¬ 
pensive because after a season of use they 
generally work their way to the rear of the 
closet never to be seen again. 1975 Spring- 
Summer fashions offer definite economic 
advantages—their classic styling means 
that clothes will have a longer life span. 
Men will make their purchases with more 
confidence. 

Extremely popular are the three, four, 
and even five-piece ensembles. The trios 
offer a suit with a pair of either contrasting 
or harmonizing slacks that give the gar¬ 
ments a dual purpose.

Ties: Art decos, scenics and florals can 
be seen. Men who prefer the silky touch 
can find it in ties that range colorwise in 
blues, greens, rusts, ecrus. You'll see a 
great many scarves being worn with open 
shirts. 

Sweaters: Lightweight nubby sweaters, 
half cotton-half Shetland wool are great for 
cool evenings. The crew neck or V-neck 
sweater will be available in flattering 
frosted ice cream colors. Newest on the 
sweater horizon is the bicycle shirt, a 
cotton knit T-shirt style in many colors. 
Tennis, bicycling, and golf enthusiasts will 
have a range of styles to choose from. As in 
past years, for tennis most styles are V- 
neck, golfers prefer cardigans. 

Slacks: The Eurofit slacks are marked 
by a very fitted seat and hip area 
gradually flaring to moderately wide 
bottoms (which are never cuffed and are 
worn long enough to “break”). Linen and 
gabardine looks in woven fabrics are 
especially good and the flared leg is still 
popular, with a variety of flare styles 
available. Solids still are number one, 
however, there are plenty of patterns in 
more subdued tones.

the knee to up to four inches above. 
Trenchcoats are very important in light 
tones, especially British tan and wheat. 

Leathers and suedes: Mainly of interest 
for early-spring wear, this category of 
men's wear is particularly important in 
leather shirts (or shirt-jackets) and 
reversible jackets. The former are split 
cowhide shirts and four-pocket shirt- 
jackets. Styling is mainly Western and 
country gentleman with the latter in¬ 
cluding the safari look. 

Men's fashion designer, Luciano 
Franzoni, offers the following advice: 

Don't wear shirts with epaulets for 
business wear....Long sleeved dress shirts 
should be worn with suits....Buttoning the 


lower button of a coat kills the ar¬ 
chitectural balance of a garment....No 
ankle socks with business or formal suits 
and no turtleneck sweaters with tuxedos 
either....Discard narrow-brimmed hats 
because they don't go with wide 
lapels....Forget walking shorts if you don't 
have the legs for them (and that goes for 
flowery shorts and shirts for vacation- 
s)....Don’t wear hose with sandals....Don't 
tuck your tie inside trousers....A bow tie 
beneath a beard is a no-no. 

And so, gentlemen, if business 'woes 
have you frowning instead of smiling, take 
time out and buy yourself an article of 
clothing that will give you a lift—you 
deserve it!

Thank you for helping me, but don't feel too bad if you don't 
find the recipe because even as I am writing to you, my 
husband is again at the dried apple slices. 

Answer: Cheer up, those dried apple slices are more 
nutritious than potato chips-and just in case you have a cup 
of the apple slices left, here is an old-time recipe I think you 
will find most unusual. 


COLONIAL APPLE PUDDING 
1 cup finely diced dried apples 
1 cup light molasses 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

42 teaspoon powdered cloves 

2 cups well-drained canned sauerkraut 

2 tablespoons firmly packed brown sugar 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 egg, well beaten 

144 cups sifted all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

Prepare dried apples as directed on package; drain 
well, reserving 44<cup of water used in preparation. Com¬ 
bine apples, molasses, spices, sauerkraut, brown sugar and 
reserved water; mix well. Bring to boiling point over 
medium heat. Remove from heat; stir in butter and beaten 
egg. Combine flour and baking soda, blend into apple 
mixture. Spoon into greased 144 quart baking dish. Bake at 
325 degrees for 45 minutes. Serve warm with plain cream or 
cool with whipped cream. Makes 8 servings.

providing bulk needed in the daily diet. 

Since asparagus grows in sand, give it a 
good bath but no! a soaking in cold water. 
Liu the vegetable out of the water, letting 
the sand sink to the bottom and if the 
scales are heavy, remove them with a 
vegetable parer. You can cook asparagus 
standing up, covered in a tall, narrow pot 
in 2 inches of boiling salted water (old 
coffee pot is fine) or you can lay a bundle 
of "grass" in a skillet containing.’about 44 
inch of boiling, salted water. It takes no 
more than 10-15 minutes to bring the stalks 
to the right tenderness. 

Serve asparagus with a sprinkling^! 
lemon juice, with Hollandaise or Mock 
Hollandaise sauce or simply dressed wither 
butter and lemon juice.

Information from VA 


M • I'm a World War II 
vetrran with barfly enough 
Income to live on. Am I eligible 
lor a Veterans Administration 
pension? 

A - VA pensions are based on 
need and nonservice-connected 
disability. Veterans 65 years of 
age and older are considered 
disabled for purposes of 
eligibility for VA pension and 
medical benefits. Your Income 
may not exceed $3,000 a year. If 
single, and $4,200 if there are 
dependents. 

Q • Because of a severe 
service-connected disability, 
the Veterans Administration 
says I'll be eligible after 
discharge from the Army lor a 
$25,000 grant toward purchase 
of a specially adapted home. 


Are such homes exempt from 
real estate taxes? 

A - Many states provide 
relief from taxes. You should 
check with your local VA office 
for tax exemptions in your 
state. 

Q — After I'm discharged 
from military service I'd like 
to become a physician’s 
assistant. Which Veterans 
Administration hospitals may I 
apply to for training? 

A - Apply to any college or 
university of your choice, then 
contact the nearest VA office if 
you would like to train under 
the UI Bill. VA hospitals 
provide clinical training to 
students enrolled in 
physician’s assistant programs 
of colleges and universities.

"The Neglected Student” 
Millions of children are being 
educationally deprived each 
year and In an effort to remedy 
this national tragedy, the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (MTA) has Joined 
with the National Education 
Association (NEA) and other 
NEA state affiliates in laun¬ 
ching an attack on educational 
neglect. The purpose is to focus 
attention on violence, sexism, 
dropouts, and the problems of 
minority and migrant children 
in order to provide a forum for 
developing programs to 
combat the causes and effects 
of these serious social 
ailments. 

Sites have been selected 
across the nation where 
specific types of neglect are 
being studied. School violence, 
for example, and the resulting 
non-attendance by both 
students and teachers will be 
examined in Baltimore. 
Sexism in the schools is being 
looked at in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. It is hoped that these 
studies will bring about a 
heightened awareness of the 
problems and lead to possible 
remedies. 

One of the major aspects of 
educational neglect in 
_ Massachusetts has been the 
"failure at the state and local

levels to implement legislation 
involving special education, bi¬ 
lingual education, and equal 
educational opportunity. There 
are significant gaps between 
what the law promises and 
what actually exists. Teacher 
associations throughout the 
country have been fighting for 
funding for these programs for 
years. In fact, Massachusetts 
became the first state in the 
country to enact mandatory bi¬ 
lingual education because of a 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association legislative 
proposal. 

Overall, some two million 
school-age youngsters are not 
in school. One million 
Americans between the ages of 
12-17 are ilierate and another 
one-half million are confined to 
juvenile detention homes. 
Increased welfare rolls, 
unemployment costs, and 
Juvenile crime can be traced in 
large part to the fact that 
approximately 23 per cent of 
all the nation's students drop 
out of school. Hundreds of 
thousands more are suspended 
each year and many never 
return. 

Meanwhile, millions of 
students are doing little more 
than filling seats and barely 
sliding by. These children will 
never have the opportunity to 
reach their fullest potential 
because society does not offer 
the kinds of help they need to 
become successful adults.

When you think of scouting, do you think Just of boys camping 
in the wilderness, regardless of the weather? Do you ever think of 
scouts pitching in on a project of community interest?

I suppose a lot of these things are regarded as pretty corny 
stuff by a lot of folks, and It's quite likely, many of you are 
thinking that I'm trying to build an image of "goody-good>dsm” in 
your minds. No so! Kids are human too; many of them have the 
same faults and shortcomings that we mature, sophisticated 
adults do. I don't know which is the harder to swallow - the fact 
that we’re not perfect or that they're not perfect. 

This is beginning to sound like a sermon, and that is not what I 
intended: I'm not writing this article from a pulpit! 

What 1 am trying to get across to you ts that there is a lot of 
"relcvence” in today's Scouting. But it can’t develop by itself; it 
needs help from those who understand what "relevance" is. 

Those people, of course, are the adult leaders. There are 
literally hundreds of adults - men and women alike - who put their 
hearts and souls (and a GREAT deal of their free time) into trying 
to channel some of the enormous banks of energy possessed by the 
scouts into a direction that will most benefit the boys and the 
community, not only now, but also in their adult years. 

I find it difficult to imagine any private or commercial 
organization where so many people extend themselves to such 
lengths to lend a helping hand - not only to scouts, but to one 
another. 

Norumbega Council is blessed with an outstanding executive 
branch. These men include Dolf Anderson, Ralph Brisson, Pete 
Townes, Larry Bearfield and Hermon Newcombe. 

The office staff of Kay Leone, Marge Mitchell and Paula 
Reilly are as friendly, helpful and courteous as you will find 
anywhere. I have never yet had occasion to enter the office 
without being greeted with a sincere smile.

CPAs point out tax breaks hidden in family car 


By VICTOR COHEN, 
President, Mass.

The family automobile, with 
its inflated fuel and repair bills 
and recurrent charges for 
Ures, dent-removal, insurance, 
etc., may be a drag on the 
budget sometimes but it can 
look pretty good at income tax 
Ume, if It qualifies you for tax 
savings. 

For example, if the car was 


bought during 1974, the sales 
taxes paid on it can be taken as 
a federal income tax deduction 
• over and above the standard 
sales tax deductions shown in 
the tables, which are based on 
average payments. 

If the car bought in 1974 is 
used at least partly for 
business purposes, it may also 
make you eligible for the in¬ 
vestment tax credit, which lets 
you subtract a percentage of 


the purchase price from your 
tax bill. 

There can also be a deduc¬ 
tion for the miles driven on 
business, charity or medical 
transportation errands. The 
standard deduction for 
business driving has been 
raised to 15c a mile for the first 
15,000 miles and 10c a mile 
after that. The deduction for 
driving while engaged in 
charity work or going to and 


from doctors’ offices, treat¬ 
ment centers, etc., is up to 7c a 
mile. 

If your employer com¬ 
pensates you for your business 
driving but pays less than the 
deductible amount, you can 
deduct the difference. If he 
pays 12c per mile, deduct 3c. 

If your employer com¬

If your costs of business 
driving are higher than 15c a 
mile, you are permitted to 
deduct the actual Itemized 
costs, in which case it will be 
necessary to keep detailed 
records of car expenses and 
miles driven for business and 
non-business purposes. A car 
dairy is helpful not only in 
computing taxes but also in 


showing when maintenance 
expenses have climbed to a 
point where perhaps the car 
should be junked or sold. 

Like other business 
deductions, those connected 
with use of the family car for 
business purposes may be 
taken even if you do not 
otherwise itemize. In other 
words, they can be taken in 
addition to the standard 
deduction.

Suit to be filed this week 


Newton lawyer Jeffrey Freedman said 
Wednesday that he will file suit by Friday 
oh behalf of more than 10 taxpayers to 
restore the $500,000 to the School Com¬ 
mittee budget that the Board of Aldermen 
cut on March 31. 

Freedman said there are 15 or 16 tax¬ 
payers on the suit, but would not disclose 
any of their names. 

He said the group was “not all 
representative of any interest group," and 
"some are fairly prominent in the city." 

Freedman, the son of former School 


Committee member and chairman Judge 
Haskell Freedman, said it would be a 
“very simple pleading." 

He would ask the court to restore the 
$500,000 and assess the designated 25 
percent penalty of $125,000 to the School 
Committee to maintain its fiscal 
autonomy. 

He also said no one of the taxpayers 
mentioned that some members of the 
Board of Aldermen were trying to restore 
part of the $500,000 and avoid the suit.

The "10 percent rule” of the Board of 
Aldermen, which requires a developer 
building apartments under permissive use 
to lease roughly 10 percent of the units to 
the Newton Housing Authority for low- 
income housing, was upheld last week in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

Judge Paul K. Connolly, in a written 
opinion, found that the condition imposed 
by the Board was legal and reasonably 
related to the purposes for zoning and also 
determined that the imposition of the 
condition did not constitute a taking of the 
developer’s property rights under the 
federal and state constitutions. 

The developer of the apartments in 
question, Michael lodice of Weston Realty 
Trust, has already announced his intention 
to appeal the decision, 

"Among other things," the trust’s 
statement reads, the state Supreme Court 
will be asked to decide “(1 (whether or not 
the city may impose on anyone requesting 
a permit for any purpose any conditions 
which the aldermen may wish to impose to 
aid low-income housing or any other 
project that the aldermen wish to promote. 

“(2)Whether the city may place on 


persons seeking a permit a special burden 
normally borne through general tax 
revenues: and 

“(3)Whether the tenants of new apart¬ 
ment houses . . . as a part of their rent be 
required to pay a subsidy ... to pay for 
low-income housing." 

lodice brought suit against the Board ot 
Aldermen in October, 1973, after the Board 
attached the condition to a permissive use 
that lodice must lease five of his 54 
apartments at 2300 Commonwealth Ave., 
Auburndale, to the Housing Authority. 

The 10 percent policy had its genesis in 
1968, according to Land Use Committee 
Chairman Joseph McDonnell, when an 
apartment building on North Street was 
found somehow to have been given a 
permit for 88 units instead of the 82 allowed 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

When the developer of the building 
applied for permission to build another 27- 
unit building and for legalization of the six 
illegal apartments, McDonnell suggested 
that the six apartments be leased to the 
Housing Authority. 

In the background of this decision’ 
McDonnell said, was the sale of the city- 
owned land on Langley Road, the site of 
the old Bowen School. McDonnell and

Board denies 
boys' home 


plan rejected 




Mayor Theodore Mann's plan for 
reorganization of the Public Works, 
Purchasing, and Recreation Departments 
was rejected by the Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday night by a 13-7 vote that surprised 
even the plan's opponents. 

Aid. Robert Tennant immediately filed a 
reconsideration motion, which will be 
considered at the next meeting of the 
Board. 

The Civil Service status of the second- 
line managerial positions seemed to be the 
main issue in the short debate on the 
subject. Opponents want the managerial 
positions to be non-Civil - Service. 

The plan would have created a new 
position of commissioner of public works, 
who would have hiring and firing power 
and other control over six divisions, 
highway, sanitation' engineering., vehicle 
maintenance, water and sewer, and parks 
and grounds. 

The present setup has three relatively 
autonomous departments — water, street, 
and engineering. 

In addition to the new position of com¬ 
missioner of public works, the 
reorganization plan called for a deputy 
commissioner and a director of ad¬ 
ministration for the department. 


The purpose of the reorganization was to 
consolidate similar types of work into the 
appropriate departments. For example' 
the Public Works Department would 
perform all maintenance and construction 
needed by the Recreation Department, 
which until now has had its own crews for 
these purposes. 

A special ad hoc committee on 
reorganization has been reviewing the 
mayor’s plan for more than a year. Its 
recommendation was to accept the plan as 
finally revised and presented to the Board. 

Legislation & Rules Committee was split 
2 - 2 . 

In other action Tuesday night, the Board 
reconsidered its previous denial of a 
petition from Frank DeMarco to build 27 
apartment units on Watertown Street, 
Newtonville, and granted the permissive 
use and zone change requested. 

On the zone change the vote was 18 in 
favor, 2 opposed, and 4 absent. The vote on 
the permissive use was 17-3. 

Aid. Susan Schur, who voted in favor of 
the zone change, voted against the per¬ 
missive use. She expressed the opinion of 
many members of the Board when she 
conmplained about the “unimaginative” 
design of the building as shown in the 
developer’s plan. 


“We'll be wrong whatever we do," Aid. 
David Jackson said as the Board of 
Aldermen prepared to vote on the 
Lutheran Service Association's petition for 
a home for six boys Tuesday night. 

What the Board did was to deny the 
petition. 

land Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell tried vainly to persuade 16 
members of the Board to go along with his 
committee's approval of the I.SA petition 
for permissive use to house six special- 
needs boys between ages 7 and 11. 

But what Aid. Mark White called “the 
most extensive lobbying effort" he had 
ever seen from the Oak Hill opponents of 
the 390 Dedham St. house had been suc¬ 
cessful. 

Jackson argued that an alderman “can't 
of one lobby group and 
went on to say that he'd 
said if the Board didn't 
vote the way the lobby desired it wouldn't 
be fulfilling its duty. 

To McDonnell, the role of an elected 
representative is “to weigh the objections 
of the neighborhood against the bases for 
the objections. "Is the opposition of the 
neighborhood a good reason to deny, if we 
feel that the matter is in the best interest of 
the public?” 

As an alderman, McDonnell said, “I’m 
not doing what I want to do. I'm doing what 
I think I ought to do." 

Taking another view of his role was 
Michael Antonellis. “We're not in 
Congress — we're right down on the 
sidewalk level here,” he said, and should 


be responsive to the wishes of the citizens. 

Aid. Robert Tennant called the whole 
situation, the fight against the 
establishment of the home, as "cold and 
blunt," with neighbor disliking neighbor 
and the children that were to live in the 
home branded “thieves and crooks." 

Tennant described the house at 390 
Dedham St. as "a home that should be 
filled with children," and chided the

Mideast eyeview 

S yria: the deputy minister speaks

Third in a Series 

Two hours after we arrived in 
Damascus, we were meeting with Abdul 
Ghani Rafei, the deputy minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Rafei spoke before the questioning about 
Syria being "peace loving" and said, 
"Resistance in occupied lands is 
legitimate." 

I^ater he added, "Recognition of Israel is 
not an obligation of any country” — even 
following any peaceful solution. 

Rafei said he hoped that the U.S. could 
pressure Israel, or otherwise "some other 
activities might have to be instigated for 
liberation." 

One of our members seized upon the 
subject of liberation and asked if the 4,000 
Jews now in Syria would be permitted to 
leave the country, and if not, why. 

Rafei said, “No, Syria is opposed to 
immigration to Israel." 

“But", countered the questioner, "is it 
not true that many of these people are 
elderly and that others would be interested 
in going to countries other than Israel?" 

Rafei only insisted that Jews could not 
be released, but that life in Syria was 
really not bad for them. "We will show 
you" he said, but he never did. 

The evening before we were to leave 
Damascus, a Chicago columnist, Lee 
Thorpe of Evanston, 111., spoke to the 


Syrian Minister of Information, stating 
that it would look very bad in the states 
when writers reported that they had been 
unable to see the Jewish community. The 
Minister offered to arrange a visit for 
Thorpe, perhaps with two more of us, 
about seven the next morning. When the 
Minister did not call, Thorpe called him. 

Said Mr. Minister, "That littie matter 
we talked about last evening, I’m sorry, 
but it will be impossible. It simply cannot 
be arranged.” 

The Syrian government treated us 
courteously — and cautiously. We were 
invited to an extremely formal and 
protocol-laden dinner in our collective 
honor. Syrian government officials and 
their wives (only those speaking English) 
were present, almost on a one-to-one basis 
with us. 

My husband and I flanked Deputy 
Minister Rafei. Courtesy was the by-word 
as we exchanged ersonal calling cards. 
Said Rafei with great determination and 
as if to continue his political points, "I will 
call you since I will very likely be in Boston 
next fall." 

The Syrian government planning 
provided for our trip to Kuneitra and the 
Syrian side of the Golan Heights, which 
had been evacuated before the ’67 Israel 
occupation. The land was returned in the 
first round of negotiations, but contrary to 
Syria's agreement, rebuilding had not 
been started, 

We were taken first to a small concrete 
building to meet a government official. 


Said he, "the Zionist propaganda in the 
United States wants to try to change the 
realities into lies. 

“It is the Zionist movement that is only 
trying to bring everyone to Israel from the 
U.S. and then to arm them, using excuses 
to get aid from the imperialist United 
States.” 

Nine serious-looking guards edged the 
periphery of the room and I did not think it 
would be in "good taste" to belabor the 
point. 

The heated speech was at least ac¬ 
companied by cool orange juice. 

In Kuneitra we went to visit Mrs. Wadad 
Nassif, a charming, 70-year-old English- 
speaking Syrian woman who had been 
living alone on the Golan Heights now 
perhaps with about 10 other people who 
have wandered back to the desolate city. 
Mrs. Nassif stayed when the Israelis 
captured the city and said that she had 
been well treated. At first, the young 
people from the Israel kibbutz below used 
to come to visit her. She looked forward to 
tills, but then the young were forbidden to 
return. Now with Kuneitra again in Syrian 
control (under U.N. supervision), she lives 
with her chickens and cals. 

When we started to leave, we found our 
old and battered bus (as were all the 
Syrian buses) stuck in the mud. With a full 
complement of specialists i isn’t everyone 
under such circumstances), we still were 
not able to move. The wheels were digging

A bill strengthening the 
state's open meeting law was 
reported out favorably by the 
joint legislative committee on 
state administration and has 
gone to the House floor for 
debate. 

The legislation is cospon¬ 
sored by Common Cause, the 
Newton Graphic, State Rep. 
Lois G. Pines, and 27 other 
legislators. 

Now numbered H5796, the 
bill clarifies reasons for 
holding executive sessions and 
provides that a governmental 
body must vote to go into 
executive session by a two- 
thirds majority. 

No final actions may be 
taken by a governmental body 
while meeting in executive 
session and before closing a 
meeting, the officials must tell 


the public whether or not they 
intend to reconvene after the 
executive session is held. 

The bill also insures the right 
of any citizen to tape record a 
public meeting, providing that 
no disturbance is created. 

The bill requires that ha 
when elected, all officials 
receive a copy of the open 
meeting law and sign a 
statement that they un¬ 
derstand its requirements. 

Deleted from the original 
open meeting proposal were 
provisions for persona] fines 
for public officials violating the 
law. 

"Massachusetts presently 
has one of the weakest open 
meeting laws in the country," 
Rep. -Pines noted. "If House 
bill 5796 is passed, the public 
will have the protection they 
deserve.”

Provencher, a part-time 
teacher of English and social 
studies at Bigelow Junior High 
School, is a strong opponent of 
the aldermanic cut of $500,000 
from the school budget. 

Provencher’s term as 
president of the NTA expires 
this July when he will be 
automatically replaced by 
First Vice-president Joan 
Warner. 

Provencher, editor of the 
Newton Teacher tabloid, will 
be facing two candidates in the 
election that will be during the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association Annual Meeting 
May 2 and 3 at the Sheraton- 
Boston Hotel. 

Provencher said that if he 
gets elected, he does not expect 
the office would interfere with 
his teaching at Bigelow, and if 
it does, the state association 
would reimburse the School 
Committee for any substitutes 
hired. 

In a telephone interview 
Monday, he said, "I would 
consider a debate with 
(Alderman Sidney) Mr. 
SmAll.” 

Small, chairman of the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee, had challenged 
Provencher to debate the 


meaning of quality education 
and its financial implications 
on the city budget. 

Provencher said there was 
"no way" the teachers can 
settle for the 6.5 percent in¬ 
crease suggested by School 
Committeewoman Dorothy 
Reic hard, member of the 
negotiating team with the 
teachers. 

When the Finance Com¬ 
mittee chairman spoke to the 
School Committee during its 
budget hearing in February, 
Provencer said, "1 almost 
jumped up and took the 10 
percent (salary increase) 
Small offered,” as he was 
stating his anticipations of 
what the school budget would 
allow for. 

Provencher, noting that the 
teachers can't go out on strike, 
said, “We're expected to 
subsidize education by taking 
less money than a 'reasonable' 
salary “ would give them, 
settlement 

Speaking for the teachers, he 
said, "If Newton is no longer 
interested in being a lighthouse 
community in the sea of 
education, we should be told." 

Provencher is also a leader 
of workshops for teachers on 
the responsibilities of teaching 
special needs children under 
Chapter 766 of the state 
statutes. 

He said in a press release 
that anyone with questions 
about Chapter 766 should call 
him at the NTA office, 244-9562.

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52 teachers not rehired, 80 get tenure 


Hn compliance with state law, 
the School Committee has 
notified which teachers it will 
Tentatively not rehire for the 
next school year. 

Among the 52 full and part- 
time professionals notified, 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel James Laurits said 
as many as 60 percent may be 
rehired during the summer 
when other teachers decide 
they will not be returning to 
Newton schools. 

School Committeewoman 
Dorothy Reichard said there 
Were three main reasons for 
deciding not to rehire teachers. 

First, if they received poor 
evaluations from other 
professionals in the system. 

Second, because the 
positions were no longer 
available due to the 15 positions 
cut by the School Committee. 

Third, the elimination of 
seven positions to allow for a 


possible legal opinion stating 
the School Committee must 
find positions for the seven 
tenured teachers at Newton 
Junior College whose positions 
were cut in the two-year 
process of closing down the 
junior college. Such a ruling 
would force the School Com¬ 
mittee to find positions for 
these people in their fields in 
the secondary schools. 

The School Committee also 
decided to give 80 full-time and 
10 part-time teachers tenure, in 
addition to several principals 
and administrators. 

Mrs. Reichard explained 
that, according to state 
statutes, only teachers can be 
given legally binding tenure, 
but the School Committee gives 
the privileges of tenure to 
principals and administrators 
that are kept on after three 
years.

Mann testifies against 
Middlesex budget 


What about all those illegal apartments?

The sleeper in the reap¬ 
praisal situation is how to 
-handle the illegal apartments 
that have been uncovered by 
the revaluation firm. 

, The listers who went to each 
house simply listed the 
apartments, if they found 
them, without regard for their 
being legally permitted. 

If and when the records are 
gone over with the purpose of 
locating apartments for which 
there is no legal permission. 


there will be a great number of 
such apartments found. 

Some attention was given to 
the problem of what to do about 
these illegal apartments, but 
no decision has been made by 
the city administration. 

Building Commissioner Gene 
Larson acts only on complaints 
to his department; he does not 
go out looking for illegal 
apartments. 

Larson said this week that he 
has already had complaints 
about such apartments 
because of the real estate 
reappraisal. 


An example would be, he 
said, when a disgruntled 
property owner may notice 
that a neighbor, whose house 
contains an illegal apartment, 
has been given a lower ap¬ 
praisal than he. He would 
report the apartment to the 
Building Department in order 
to get the neighbor’s appraisal 
increased or his own 
decreased. 

Some members of the city 
government have suggested a 
blanket legalization of these 
apartments. Others feel that 
such a move would penalize 



those homeowners who have 
resisted the extra apartment. 

In any case, Larson said, 
apartments that do not meet 
fire and building codes just 
cannot be declared "legal.” 

Also to be taken into con¬ 
sideration is the effect of the 
removal of predominantly low- 
rent housing from the market 
in this city where there is not a 
large supply of such housing. 

Another human factor is the 
effect of the decrease in in¬ 
come from lost rent on people 
able to live in their houses only 
because they have an income- 
producing apartment.

Mayor Theodore D. Mann of 
Newton, in his capacity as 
chairman of the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board 
testified against • the county 
budget proposal before the 
Joint Committee on Counties of 
the state legislature. 

Opposition to the proposed 
budget stemmed from the 
increased tax burden placed on 
the 54 cities and towns in the 
county, resulting from a 4.8 
percent increase in county 
expenditures over fiscal 1975. 

"We did in fact review the 
county budget,” Mann said. 
"However, that may be 
declared illegal because the 
only two commissioners 
disagreed on the final figures.” 
The third county com¬ 
missioner's seat, left vacant by 
Paul Tsongas' resignation, has 
since been filled by Rep. 
Michael McLaughlin of 
Billerica. 


"I am certain that the ad¬ 
visory board, handicapped as it 
has been with inadequate 
resources and insufficient 
time, has contributed sub¬ 
stantially to assisting the state 
legislature in making its final 
determination on the budget,” 
the Mayor seid. 

The formulation of a more 
responsive advisory board has 
also been suggested. Mann 
summarized the suggestions 
when h e said' "In the long run, 
a smaller board with some 
legal clout would serve the 
country much more efficiently 
than the present 54 members 
that possess no legal powers." 

Mann complimented the 
staff of the county com¬ 
missioners for their 
cooperation and assistance 
given to Budget Chairman 
Joseph Bradley, in dealing 
with the committee meetings, 
public meetings, and the 
gathering of information.

The weird ways to crack down on firearms

Now that most everybody's willing to admit that maybe 
guns don't kill, but people with guns do, we're being 
overwhelmed with weird and wonderful ways to crack down 
on the illegal use of firearms. 

Massachusetts has just passed a revolutionary new law 
that sends anybody convicted of unlawful possession of a 
gun to the slammer for at least a year. It's go directly to 
jail...do not pass the probation officer (he can't help 
you)...and they're r.ot playing games. 

New York City requires every gun owner to register with 
the police and be photographed and fingerprinted, but 
nobody pays that any mind. An educated police guess is that 
there are two million illegal handguns in “Gun City.” 

So they tried something different. March was “amnesty 
month," and anybody with an unregistered firearm could 
turn it in anonymously, no questions asked. They collected 
375 handguns, 71 rifles and two machine g uns. Plus a gas 
pistol, 10 starter pistols, three zip guns and a World War I 
aircraft machine gun. 

A low-caliber haul, in the opinion of one sergeant; not 
even a notch in those two million still on the streets. 

Another approach comes from the “ban-the-bullet” folks, 
who allow as how if ordinary customers can't buy am¬ 


munition it won't matter how many illegal guns are out 
there. It hasn't caught on with too many people. 

In another approach, a psychiatrist says it's up to the 
women to solve the problem, since men only strut around 
with guns to prove their masculinity. What the ladies should 
do is "break down the gun-machismo mystique.” 

The idea is to make gun-toting males look "absurd, weak, 
impotent and ridiculous." And he predicts nothing will 
bring that off faster than a well-timed snicker. Or maybe a 
loud hoot. 

(How the good doctor expects a female to work up a hoot 
— or even a giggle — when some idiot is flashing a machine 
gun around is something he left the ladies to work out on 
their own.) 

It probably wouldn’t have worked with Rap Brown, who 
liked to go around telling folks violence is "as American as 
cherry pie." If you're up on your history, you have to admit 
he’s right. 

Our first 

00 years were full of wars, riots, rebellions, massacres, 
murders and duels. These were not always frowned upon, 
either. Some outlaws, like. Billy the Kid and the James 
Boys, even became folk heroes. 

(Legend has it that after one train holdup, Jesse James 


handed the conductor a press release he'd written himself 
and headlined: “The Most Daring Robbery on Record.") 

Congress has been flapping around for years, trying to 
write a gun law with teeth in it. But they never get 
anywhere. The gun lobby is too powerful and the traffic in 
firearms has become a billion-dollar business. 

Statistics, apparently, pack less punch than a "Saturday- 
night special." But, in case you care, 10,340 people were 
murdered by handguns in 1973 (one every 48 minutes), and 
guns were involved Ln 279,169 crimes. 

So maybe it’s only fitting that a man in Colorado is 
designing, as his contribution to the Bicentennial, a hand¬ 
made, nickei-engraved, gcld-inlaid, high-powered, bolt- 
action rifle. He's calling it the "Spirit of 76," and it may be 
the most exclusive souvenir of the whole shebang. 

For one thing, he's turning out only 200 numbered copies, 
all decorated fancy-like with Liberty Bells., eagles and 
shields, inlaid in gold. The price is fancy, too: $5,800 each 
for the first 190. 

But it's the last 10 he expects collectors to go for, even at 
the special price of $7,250. These will have (are you ready 
for this?) the Second Amendment, which deals with the 
right to keep and bear arms, etched in gold on each gun. 

It gives you something to read while you're looking down 
the barrel.. 


ABCC Probers Work 
Against Consumers 

Buried near the end of a story in the Boston Globe on its 
probe of the State Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission 
was a statement from a former ABCC investigator who said 
he had caught a liquor store clerk in the act of selling a 
bottle of scotch for 40 cents less than the listed price. 

While the investigator was writing out his violation 
complaint, the store manager arrived, took him aside and 
tried to bribe him in an effort to persuade him to forget 
about the complaint, according to the story told by the in¬ 
vestigator. 

This is not intended to condone the action of the store 
manager in resorting to bribery in his efforts to induce the 
ABCC prober to drop a complaint which never should have 
been started in the first place. 

It is intented to point up the absurdity of spending 
public funds to prevent the public from getting a bargain 
when buying a bottle of liquor. That is precisely what the 
ABCC did for a long period of years. 

Consider how ridiculous it is in a period when serious 
and violent crimes are on the increase to spend public funds 
for the employment of ABCC investigators who nab liquor 
store clerks for selling a bottle of scotch at 40 cents less than 
the posted price. 

Forget about the murderers. Never mind the armed 
holdup men or robbers who place a cheap price on human 
life. The liquor store clerks who sell a bottle of booze at 40 
cents below the posted price are the real menaces to 
society. 

The electric chair is too good for them. They should 
either be lined up before a firing squad or be beheaded. Or 
maybe we should just abolish the ABCC as a wasteful 
agency which really serves no useful purpose.

Lower Drinking Age 
Proved a Disaster 

The move on Beacon Hill to raise the legal drinking age 
from 18 to 19 doesn't go nearly far enough.

Brooke Says Kissinger 
To Leave Post Soon 

Senator Edward W. Brooke probably knows something 
we don’t know. In fact, Brooke undoubtedly knows a lot of 
things we don't know. But his prediction that Henry 
Kissinger will soon leave the exalted post of Secretary of 
State came as a surprise. 

To be sure, the peace pacts negotiated by Kissinger 
didn't prove as enduring as was expected in either Indo 
China or the Middle East In fact, the agreement Kissinger 
negotiated with the North Vietnamese now looms more in 
the light of a surrender thau a peace treaty. 

But President Ford’s address to Congress in which he 
asked for $722 Million in military aid for South Vietnman 
was a blue print of Kissinger's ideas. The speech sounded as 
if Kissinger wrote it. And if Ford has that much confidence 
in Kissinger, it would not seem likely he is about to fire him 
or ask for his resignation. 

Of course, Henry could be planning to quit. But if he 
does, he will pass into obscurity within a short period of 
time, probably as a lecturer at Harvard. 

Kissinger may be miffed at the refusal of Congress to 
lift the embargo it has placed on aid to Turkey. He has 
lobbied every Congressman he could in his efforts to re¬ 
establish normal relations with Turkey. 

But he has been unable to get around the efforts of a 
group of influential Greek Congressmen who have suc¬ 
ceeded in stopping the flow of aid to Turkey, and there is 
little indication that either President Ford or Kissinger will 
succeed in having it resumed. 

Kissinger is a rather temperamental person who might 
walk out if he doesn't have his way.

Sleeper of the House 

To this onlooker, President Ford placed himself in a 
rather ridiculous light as he urged Congress to provide $722 
Million in military aid for the South Vietnamese in a war 
which obviously is hopelessly lost 

Mr. Ford acted as if he realized the case he was 
presenting was not a sound one. He appeared nervous, 
uneasy and tense. His speech was much too long. Some 
Democratic Congressmen felt the President was trying to 
set them up. Objective observers expressed the belief that 
Ford wus setting them up. Objective observers expressed 
the belief that Ford was setting himself up to be repudiated 
by Congress.

“the sleeper of the House.” 

One freshman Democratic member of Congress booed 
President Ford during his speech which is about as bad- 
mannered as you can get in the historic chamber of 
Congress. Two other first-year Democratic Congressmen 
stomped out while Ford was talking in another display of 
bad manners.

Why Couldn't We Win 
The War in Vietnam? 

There are a number of things about the war in Vietnam 
which puzzle us and which we don't understand. 

1. If we couldn’t defeat the North Vietnamese and the 
Viet Cong when we were fighting beside the South Viet¬ 
namese and against the forces from the north, how could we 
possibly expect the South Vietnamese to do it alone, no 
matter how much military aid we gave them? 

2. If we could crush Japan, a great industrial power, in 
less than four years after the enormous losses we suffered 
at Pearl Harbor, why couldn’t we bring a small, in¬ 
significant nation in Indo-China to its knees? 

3. Was it because we allowed college students and left- 
wing kooks to stage demonstrations and parades which 
eventually turned a majority of the people of the United 
States against a war in which American boys were dying 
and being crippled for life? We still recall a parade along 
Tremont street in downtown Boston in which a small girl 
carried a Viet Cong flag at a time when the outcome of the 
war still hung in the balance. 

4. What useful purpose does the United Nationas really 
serve? We pay the tremendous cost of maintaining this 
supposed peace-keeping organization. But do we get our 
money’s worth when the UN can't force North Vietnam to 
abide by the agreement it made with Henry Kissinger in 
Paris late in 1972? 

No matter how many platitudes our public leaders 
voice or how much glossing over they do, the fact remains 
that the United States lost a great deal of prestige because 
of its failure to win the war in Vietnam. 


The failure of our intelligence in Vietnam 
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Commentary by Marquis Childs 

WASHINGTON — The great, looming 
question is why American intelligence was so 
poor that with the swift train of events in 
Vietnam a hastily improvised Dunkirk must 
be put together to rescue 6,000 Americans and 
up to 150,000 to 200,000 South Vietnamese. 

'Hie obvious answer is that wishful thinking 
- the illusion that the Thieu regime could 
hold even after the collapse of the northern 
provinces — prevailed throughout the 
Administration. 

The official justification is that evacuating 
Americans would have triuuered the end of 
any stability and order in Saigon. But that will 
not do and one may ask where were all those 
contingency plans that are a by-product of the 
Pentagon mills. 

The rescue operation is being projected in 
an atmosphere of feverish anxiety close to 
despair. It will be a dangerous operation and 
Congress has every reason to consider 
safeguards put around authorization to 
deploy American troops who would hold an 
exit channel. 

The wary and the suspicious on Capitol Hill 
see the peril of the following happening: 


Five thousand Marines are air-lifted into 
the Saigon region, By this time, if the worse 
comes to the worst, infuriated South Viet¬ 
namese take their revenge on Americans for 
betrayal of the South. This will compound the 
threat of advancing Communist troops 
prepared to close in on the capital. 

The Marines suffer substantial casualties. 
The 5,000 are not enough to do the Job. 
Another contingent is sent in. A large naval 
complement offshore is ready to give support, 
including attack from aircraft carriers. This 
is another war with emotions deeply stirred at 
the sight of defenseless Americans being shot 
and killed. 

The Cooper-Church amendment bars the 
use of American military force anywhere in 
Indochina or in the seas around it. Whether 
the War Powers Act of 1973 gives the 
President authority to conduct a rescue 
operation outside the limits of the Cooper- 
Church prohibition is one of the doubts 
troubling the uneasy relationship between 
Congress and the White House. 

The rescue operation, projected by an 
anonymous high official at a press briefing 
prior to the speech, was made to sound like 


another Dunkirk. To see It in the same terms 
even remotely is evidence once again of the 
delusion persisting for nearly two decades. 
That is the belief that Western values and 
Western inodes of conduct are relevant to a 
comer of Southeast Asia largely feudal and 
tribal in origin. 

Dunkirk was a heroic operation put 
together with every kind of volunteer craft to 
rescue close to 340,000 British troops stranded 
on the beaches across the English channel. 
They were resejed as the Nazis swept 
Western Europe so that back in Britain they 
could fight another day. It was a superb 
illustration of British resolution, with the 
clarion call of Winston Churchill at the lowest 
point in the war as inspiration. 

Many dark uncertainties hover over the 
whole project in Vietnam. In the chaos of 
breakdown in Saigon how could 100,000 
Vietnamese loyal to Tliieu and the American 
cause be sorted out of the mess and rescued? 
And once brought out, where would they go 
and what would be their fate? 

The anonymous official said that a sub¬ 
stantial number would be brought to the 
United States. Other countries, he said, would 


be asked to take some of the refugees. This 
conveniently ignores the unemployment 
widespread throughout the industrialized 
world. 

A large number of South Vietnamese face 
death or imprisonment in a Communist 
takeover if they are not rescued. Many have 
been ‘faithful’ believers in the assurances 
that have come from Washington and the 

Thieu regime. They now stand to lose 
everything, including their lives and the lives 
of their families if they are not taken to 
safety. 

But a great deal of hard thinking must go 
into their plight if there is to be such a 
massive rescue operation. Consider the 
condition of 100,000 Vietnamese, few of them 
speaking English, set down in American 
communities where, as in California, the 
jobless rate is close to 10 per cent. 

The hope, a frail hope, Is that a defense in 
the Saigon area may hold until a political 
solution can be achieved. That might be 
justification to vote for the $722 million in 
military aid though demonstrably it is not an 
actual need and could well be too late.

5. He is obligated by law to 
make this city directory 
available for use or sale, and 
there is no way that a request 
to have your name, etc. deleted 
can be honored. 

6. On top of this, there are 
private agencies that make 
door to door surveys for this 
same information under the 
auspices of representing the 
city, (and therefore imply mg 
that you are obligated to 
cooperate), and compile 
mailing lists including 
telephone numbers for their 
own use or for sale to others. 

The importance of this 
knowledge for the city and for 
the police is certainly un¬ 
derstandable. However, I feel 
that the fact that you are not 
told that this information isn't 
confidential is highly deceitful 


and the fact that it is 
automatically handed over to 
the general public is a blatant 
invasion of privacy. 

Now, I'm not merely con¬ 
cerned about getting a few 
pieces of “junk” mail as a 
result of this, but I do feel that 
this could be rather dangerous. 

With a listing alphabetically by 
names, or a listing by street 
address, the possibilities are 
numerous for anyone of less 
than desirable motives to 
determine who you are, if 
you're single, If you're living 
alone, if you work (and, 
therefore, the house or apart¬ 
ment is empty all day), and 
what you do (therefore, being 
able to estimate your financial 
status and probable value of 
possessions). However, the 
problem does not merely 
concern single people living 
alone. One could also deter¬ 
mine the approximate 
schedule and status of you and 
your husband, or of you and 
any roomates you might have. 

It seems to me that this 
leaves the field wide open for 
anyone who cares to steal 
everything you own with 


minimal fear of interruption 
while he's at work, or gives any 
person helpful information to 
carry out assault, sex crimes, 
etc. In a metropolitan area of 
this size, I feel that, even 
though I personally may not 
end up a victim of such things, 
somebody will, and perhaps 
even a lot of people. 

This is especially frustrating 
to people who have taken 
measures to protect their 
privacy (unlistedphones, etc.), 
whether or not they have done 
this in anticipation of 
problems, as a result of past 
problems, or as a result of 
police Instruction, as I have 
done (after a series of 
threatening phone calls). 

The dangers are obvious. But 
the fact that this public listing 
is "required by law" is un¬ 
believable. Is the gentleman at 
City Hall misinformed? If 
there is such a law, can 
anything be done about it? Can 
anyone put pressure on private 
agencies conducting surveys to 
stop impersonating city 
representatives and admit that 
you do not have to participate?

something is resolved "there will be very 
few real estate transactions in this city." 

Cohen also brought up the question of 
what would happen if an appraisal were 
increased as the result of another person's 
hearing at the end of the hearings period.

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Drinan bill would forbid restrictive trade practices 


Cong. Robert F, Drinan < D- 
Mass.) has introduced 
legislation that would prohibit 
American corporations from 
participating in restrictive 
trade practices directed 
against countries friendly to 
the United States by other 
foreign countries. 

Speaking before the House of 
Representatives recently, the 
Congressman noted that 
"American companies have 
been under increasing 
pressure from the oil-rich Arab 


states to discriminate against 
Jews and to stop doing business 
with other firms that trade 
with Israel. 

"Under present law," 
Drinan continued, "American 
companies are merely 
discouraged, not prohibited, 
from taking action or fur¬ 
nishing information which has 
the effect of furthering or 
supporting restrictive trade 
practices. The admission by 
numerous companies to the 
Department of Commerce that 
they have complied with 


requests for information made 
by boycotting countries 
demonstrates that the 
voluntary approach has not 
been effective. 

"If we are sincere in our 
devotion to a free world market 
and in our opposition to 
discrimination based on race, 
color, religion, sex, and 
national origin, we must 
strengthen existing law to 
forbid trade practices which

"The full 
exchange of information and 
resources between these two 
agencies," Drianan observed, 
"should significantly enhance 
the effectiveness of thef 
Foreign Discriminatory 
Commercial Practices Act."

Taxpayers' Assn, hears Small on budget 


Stating that on balance he 
favors fiscal autonomy for the 
schools but is seeking more 
"fiscal morality" there, Sidney 
T. Small, chairman of the 
Finance Committee of Board of 
Aldermen, described the 
making of Newton's fiscal '76 
budget to the directors of the 
Newton Taxpayers' 
Association at their recent 
meeting. 

Contrasting the new "city's" 
budget with the "schools’ " 


budget, Small said his efforts 
had primarily been directed to 
working for reductions in both. 

The Finance chairman 
stressed that when the Finance 
Committee interviewed the 
city's own department heads 
about their respective budgets, 
great emphasis was put on 
their developing their ad¬ 
ministrative skills to obtain 
more productivity in their 
departmental activities in¬ 
stead of looking for larger 


appropriations. 

Noting that in a period when 
school enrollment had dropped 
over 12 percent and the cost of 
living index had risen 49 
percent, the School Depart¬ 
ment's costs had gone up over 
90 percent. Small strongly 
indicated that he did not 
believe a similar effort had 
been exerted on the school side. 

With respect to other mat¬ 
ters, Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., the 
association's executive 


director, reported an analysis 
of the communications 
received concerning the city's 
revaluation program. 

Muther also noted general 
approval of the mayor’s plan to 
reorganize the PubUc Works 
Department and gave a brief 
outline of proposals for major 
revision of the state's 
allocation of taxes, as 
developed by the 
Massachusetts Advisory 
Council of Education, the 
league of Cities and Towns, 
and the Massachusetts Tax¬ 
payers' Foundation.

Reassessment topic 
of meeting April 30 


"Reassessment: Where do 
we stand and where do we go ?" 
will be the main topic of the 
meeting of the Newton 
Neighborhood Association at 
Bigelow Junior High School, 
Wednesday, April 30 at 8:30 
p.m. The meeting is open to the 
public. 

Featured speakers will be 
President of the Board of 
Aldermen BliQt ohen, Aid.

Democrats urged to 
work on '76 platform 


More than 100 people 
gathered recently at the home 
of Newton Democratic City 
Commitee Chairman Rep. 
David J. Mofenson for a NDCC 
brunch and to hear Cong. 
Robert F. Drinan. 

Drinan urged that the 
Democrats respond to the new 
problem in the Middle East and 
Indochina by rewriting the 
party's 1972 platform to reflect 
the realities and priorities of 
1976. 

"We don't have a unifying 
candidate for president as 
yet," Drinan said, "but we 
have the issues.” He urged that 
"Newton Democrats, under 
David Mofenson’s leadership, 
set up platform workshops in 
the ward committees and 


make their views on the issues 
known to prospective can¬ 
didates." 

Drinan expressed concern at 
the possible use of U.S. 
military personnel in the 
evacuation of American 
nationals and Vietnamese 
refugees from Vietnam. He 
also decried the growing im¬ 
pact of Arab petrodollars on 
American businesses. 

Criticizing the Commerce 
Department for "playing 
footsie with the Arabs,” Drinan 
said that America should not 
succumb to the OPEC threat 
that the $15-20 billion ear¬ 
marked for Arab investment 
will go only to those American 
companies which do not hire 
Jews and do not trade with 
Israel. 


impetus toward more frugality 
in local government ac¬ 
tivities,” said Lorenz E.

Muther is analyzing the 
comments of taxpayers who 
have been calling the 
association’s office since the 
notices of new valuation 
figures were sent out. 

OF' 72 calls received so far, 
he reports, 65 asked for advice 
on how to proceed; 7 were calls 
of generalized protest, 20 were 
restricted to the individual’s 
own problems; but, rather 
surprisingly, 52 also made the 
link to the city's level of 
spending and wanted to know 
what could be done to reduce it 
or minimize its impact on the 
property tax and 27 callers 
asked for a rather detailed 
explanation of the $47.50 tax 
rate estimate. 

Recent publicity on the 
current budget dispute bet¬ 
ween the aldermen and the 
School Committee was 
reflected as follows, with all 
reported comments being 
volunteered: Comments ad¬ 
verse to school cost levels, 51; 
favorable to the aldermen's 
efforts to reduce the school 
budget by negotiation, 31: on 
the aldermen’s procedure in 
cutting $500,000 from the school 
department's budget, 18 were 
in favor, 16 were opposed; 
support of the School Com¬ 
mittee’s budget, 7; "damning 
both their houses", 21. 

In response to the question, 
"Could you sell your property 
at the new value?” the 
breakdown was as follows: "1 
think so’" 5; "No”, for various 
reasons, 16 ; "I might, if real 
estate prices keep going up, in 


about...” varying estimated 
times, 8; "1 could if 1 brought 
the property up to first class 
condition, which I think would 
cost...” varying amounts, 38. 

The seven general protestors 
did not answer the question. 

Of the 16 who said, "No", the 
reasons given break down as 
follows: "The rooming house 
use (in a single family zone) of 
the property across the street 
drags my value down”, 1 : 
Public easement across the 
property, 2; Unbuildable lot, 3; 
They overlooked” such and 
such, 5; "The value just isn't 
there, they’re ‘way off”, 5.

2 teaspoons grated lemon peel 

4 cup sliced almonds 

Nutmeg 

Cream butter and sugar in small mixer bowl until fluffy. 
Beat egg yolks well; add to creamed mixture, beating 
thoroughly. Add flour, salt and lemon juice, mixing well; 
blend in milk. Stir in grated peel. Beat egg whites until stiff 
but not dry. Fold batter into whites. Sprinkle almonds over 
bottom of well buttered 14 quart casserole; carefully pour 
in batter. Set casserole in shallow pan containing 1 inch hot 
water; bake at 325 degrees for 55 minutes. If additional 
browning is desire, turn oven to 350 degrees during last 5 
minutes of baking.

2 bottles (8 oz. ea.) clam juice 
one-third cup finely chopped parsley 
4 teaspoon thyme 
8 ounces spaghetti, cooked 
Drain 2 tablespoons of the oil into a 
saucepan; heat. Saute garlic for 1 minute. 


Gradually add clam juice 
and cook, stirring constantly, until mix¬ 
ture thickens slightly and comes to a boil.

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BOSTON — Demolition crews, wearing 
berets on their hard hats, began work 
Wednesday in downtown Boston to make 
way for a $220 million office, hotel and 
.shopping complex to be developed in 
conjunction with a French development 
firm. The project, which will include a new 
Jordan Marsh store, a 750-room con¬ 
vention hotel and a six block complex of 
stores and office buildings, will be 
developed jointly by Jordan Marsh, the 
City of Boston and SEFRI, Paris-based 
Development firm which has constructed 
projects of similar magnitude throughout 
the world. 

The complex will be known as Jordan 
Marsh—Lafayette Place. 

In announcing the project, Mayor Kevin 
H. White said it would provide some 6,000 
constuction jobs during the five year 
building program and an estimated 11,000 
jobs when work is completed in 1980. 

White added: "Virtually every city in 
America is experiencing decline and 
decay in its downtown but Boston, on the 
eve of its Bicentennial celebration, is 
perhaps the only city in America that is 
expanding and rebuilding its downtown 
retail core." 


which runs from Avon Street on the north 
to Hayward Place on the south bounded by 
Washington Street on the west and 
Chauncy Street on the east. 

A new parking garage, consisting of 7 
levels and costing $18 million, will be build 
by the City over the Boston Edison sub¬ 
station at Bedford and Kingston Streets.

At Park Street, the existing 
tunnel under Winter Street will be 
reopened and refurbished to create a 
pedestrian link between Park Street and 
the Forest Hills side of the Orange Line at 
Washigton Street Station.

Private investment in the project in¬ 
cludes 139 million by Jordan Marsh and 
$150 million by SEFRI, which is also the 
investment combine developing a $400 
million hotel-recreation complex for the 
1980 Olympic Games in Moscow. 

The first phase of the project, to begin 
immediately, is demolition of the Bristol 
Block. The Annex, which is the other 
Jordan Marsh property being sold t 
SEFRI, will not be demolished until 1978. 

In February 1976, Jordan Marsh will 
begin demolition of the Old Main and 
Shuman Buildings, which now front on 
Washington Street. It is on this site in June 
1976 that Jordan Marsh will build a new 
facility. 

Over $11 million in public improvements 
will be carried out throughout the Central 
Business District by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority. These include 
construction of a new Essex Street and a 
network of mini-parks and landscaped 
plazas in the retail and financial districts. 

“ Lafayette Place", said Robert T. 
Kenney, director of the BRA, "is a project 
that Is integrated in every way with the 
present urban fabric, reinforcing and 
enhancing all those qualities which make 
Boston, Boston."

"If values are not 
established at home, then they 
are not carried to school, or to 
any other place in society," 
agree Florence Rosenberg, 
psychologist and Dr. Jerome 
Rogoff, psychiatrist who spoke 
at a recent meeting on "Parent 
-Effectiveness" held at Davis 
School. Both speakers are 
members of the Board of 
Directors of the Newton Mental 
Health Association. 

Mrs. Rosenberg said the 
most effective role a parent 
plays is by example, and said 
parents continue to be the 
child's model even through 
adolescence and into 
adulthood. She emphasized the 
need to build a child’s self- 
. esteem and cautioned parents 
against a stereotyping a child 
according to his place in the 
family or the unfulfilled needs 
of the parents.

The Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital Aid Association 
celebrated its 90th birthday at 
its April annual meeting.

In the 1800's the Aid's con¬ 
tributions were mainly non- 
financial: eggs, fresh produce, 
plants, jellies, cotton batting, 
carbolic acid, old bed linen for 
bandages, and an occasinal 
bottle of whiskey.

The swirl of Polish dancers, 
the delicacy of Polish paper¬ 
cutting and egg decorating, 
and the aroma of kielbasi and 
other traditional Polish foods 
will spark an ethnic evening at 
Boston's Museum of Science on 
Friday, April 25. 

Focus on Poland, the last in 
this year's series of in¬ 
ternational evening at the 
Museum, is designed to in¬ 
troduce visitors to the rich 
cultural heritage of this East 
European country. All of the 
programs, including lectures, 
demonstrations, displays, and 
performances, are offered at 
no charge above Museum 
admission, which is reduced to 
$1.25 for adults and 75c for 
children for this night only. 

Visitors who elect to include 
a Polish dinner in their visit 
should plan to be at the 
Museum early, as the capacity 
of the Skyline Cafeteria is 
limited. The ethnic menu, 
available in addition to the 
American selections from 5 
until 8 p.m., will include bigos - 
a hunter’s stew that combines 
pork, kielbasi, chicken, lamb, 
and beef; and golabki - staffed 
cabbage rolls. 

The evening's activities will 
begin at 5 p.m. with Ada 
Dziewanowska of Watertown 
recounting old Polish folk tales 
to young children. The story 
hour will be repeated at 6 pun. 

From 8 p.m. until the 
Museum closes at 10 p.m., Mrs. 
Joseph Zameytis of Lynn will 
demonstrate Wycinanki, the 
Polish art of cutting paper into 
birds, flowers, and other 
decorative shapes. 

Displays of additional crafts 
of the country, including 
woodcarving and egg painting, 
will surround an 18 -foot-tall 
Szopka, the traditional Polish 


nativity scene. Inspired by the 
medieval architecture of 
Krakow, the Szopka resembles 
a farytale castle with windows 
and turrets where puppet 
characters from the Christmas 
story are often perched. 

Near the Szopka, members 
of the Polish Club of the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Boston, will hold a dance 
workshop, Inviting Museum 
visitors to try a few steps of 
some traditional folk dances. 
These young people have also 
prepared an exhibit on im¬ 
portant Polish people from the 
13th century to the present, 
including musicians Chopin 
and Paderewski, and scientists 
Nicolai Copernicus and Mme. 
Curie. 

The far-reaching importance 
of Mme. Curie's discovery of 
radium will be the subject of a 
25-minute lecture by Dr. 
Edward W. Webster of 
l,exington, radiation physicist 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital, associate professor of 
radiology at Harvard Medical 
School, and member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Minor McLean, professor of 
history at Salem State College, 
will compare the Polish 
Constitution to the American 
Constitution in a 20-minute 
talk. The recipient of the 
Knights Cross of the Order of 
Polonia Restituta from the 
Polish government in exile, 
Professor McLean will discuss 
the similarities, provisions, 
and ultimate effects on the 
peoples of these two con¬ 
stitutions. The anniversity of 
the 1792 signing of the con¬ 
stitution, a major Polish 
holiday, is observed every year 
on May 3. 

Festivity and gaiety will set 


the tone in three performances 
by the Krakowiak Polish 
Dancers of Boston, an in¬ 
ternationally recognized 
troupe that has received 
awards both here and in 
Poland. The dancers are under 
the direction of Mrs. Eugenia 
L. Pierce of North Attleboro, 
with choreography by Fred 
Harrison. 

An informal showing of 
regional costumes and a 
display of traditional Easter 
foods will reflect the family life 
of Poland. Coordinated by Mrs. 
Alvin Pierce of Sherbom, the 
parade of museum-quality 
costumes will include brief 
accounts of customs connected 
with the various outfits, and 
will be accompanied by 
folksinging. 

The Blessed Easter Table, 
called the Swiecone, is being 
prepared by Mrs. Richard 
Lempitski of Needham, a 
recent guest on the Gus 
Saunders Show on WCOP 
radio. The buffet feast, a 
celebration of winter’s end and 
expectation for a good growing 
season, includes hams, roast 
suckling pig, kielbasi sausage, 
pastries such as babki and 
mazurki, a lamb molded from 
butter, and pisanki, the 
decorated eggs that have been 
dyed with onion skin water. 

Before enjoying the festive 
foods, all blessed by the prie 
everyone present is fiven 
portion of one hardboiled 
by the head of the househoj 
symbolize sharing.

Tennis courses to be 
offered in Newton 


Record Marathon 
field competes 


The Boston Ski & Sports Club 
will again conduct a series of 
beginners' tennis courses at 
the l-asell Junior College 
Tennis Courts this Spring. The 
< courses consist of three two- 
— hour lessons. Four courses will 
start the third week of May. 

Weeknight classes will be 
held from six to eight on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays. The Club will also 
offer Saturday morning 
classes. Over three hundred 
Newton residents enrolled in 
this popular and inexpensive 
program last season. 

The complete three-lesson, 
six-hour course includes in¬ 
struction in the forehand, 
backhand, serve, scoring, and 
rules of the game. Persons 
interested in more information 
about the course, including a 
free brochure and registration 
information, cal call the Club's 
tennis department in 
Brookline. The telephone 
number is 734-6726. The office 
is open from 9:00 AM to 5:00 
PM Monday thru Friday. 

The classes are taught by 
certified instructors, many of 
whom are top ranked tour 
nament players and members 
of the United States 
Professional Tennis 
Association and the United 
States Lawn Tennis 
Association. 

The adult course is designed 
to teach beginners and novices. 
It is also recommended for the 
average player, who undertook 
the game without proper in- 
sturction, thus acquiring bad 
playing habits. 

The course is taught utilizing 
the Graduated Teaching 
Method, which is a unique 
instruction system totally 
different from conventional 


tennis instruction. The GTM 
system is a structured learning 
process, whereby major 
segments of each tennis stroke 
and movement are learned in 
gradual, graduated stages. 
After each segment (position) 
is thoroughly learned, the GTM 
student is then taught to blend 
these segments into a naturally 
correct tennis stroke. 

By comparison, conventional 
tennis instruction teaches the 
entire movement, eliminating 
the GTM’s structured learning 
process. There are many 
significant differences between 
the two systems. For instance, 
students learning by con¬ 
ventional instruction are 
taught the swing by being 
taught to hit the ball. GTM 
students on the other hand, are 
first taught the basic segments 
of the swing. Next they are 
taught how to blend the 
segments into a complete 


movement of the swing. Next 
they are taught how to blend 
the segments into a complete 
movement, and finally how to 
hit the ball. The Boston Ski & 
Sports Club's approach is far 
less complex than is con¬ 
ventional instruction, and thus 
it is not only much easier for 
the student to learn, but far 
less frustrating. 

The Graduated Teaching 
Method was designed by the 
United States Sports Clubs, of 
which the Boston Ski & Sports 
Club is an affiliate member. It 
is similar to the very suc¬ 
cessful Graduated Length 
Method of ski instruction 
where the student starts off on 
short skiis. The theory of both 
systems is the same. Just as it 
is far easier to master skiing 
rhythm on short skiis, it is also 
easier (and far more efficient) 
to learn a tennis swing in 
segments. Both systems have 
built-in processes, which 
prevent beginners from 
acquiring improper habits.

In Newton, the DES office is 
at 264 Centre St. 

To insure that all persons 
have access to the available 
positions, all seasonal jobs will 
be placed on the DES statewide 
computerized Job Bank system 
and posted for public view. All 
hiring decisions will be made 
by the state agencies listing the 
positions, not by DES, Crosier 
emphasized. 

Individuals who have been 
unemployed for at least thirty 
days are eligible for seasonal 
jobs. Certain applicants will be 
selected for referral on a 
priority basis, namely:

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Senate report says school 
violence has become a national 
crisis requiring legislative ac¬ 
tion. 

Sen. Birch Bayh, D-lnd., said 
Wednesday the survey 
disclosed hundreds of 
thousands of assaults on 
students, including 100 mur¬ 
ders in 1973; about 70,000 
senous physical asaaulls on 
teachers each year; and ex¬ 
tortion, drug and prostitution 
rings in suburban and urban 
schools. 


The survey, prepared by the 
Senate juvenile delinquency 
subcommittee, covered 757 
public elementary and public 
schools and showed dramatic 
increases in all forms oL. 
violence and vandalism.

National Realtor 
week, April 21 -26 


BOSTON—"Seven out of ten 
families own a home and the 
interest of these property 
owners Ls of prime importance 
to Realtors" according to 
Evelyn Cramsie of Newton, 
President of the Brokers 
Institute Local Council J. 

Cramsie, who announced 
National Realtor Week, April 
21-26, said that the theme for 
the week is "The Realtor - a 
voice for America’s Property 
' Owner." Working legislatively 
to improve the mortgage 
market, property taxes, zoning 
ordinances, building codes, 
and just helping people sell a 
home or find a home to buy that 
makes them happy are all part 
of being a ‘voice for America's 
property owners' " says 
Cramsie, a real estate veteran 
of over thirty years. She is the 
owner of the Evelyn M. 
Cramsie Real Estate Com¬ 
pany. 

The $2,000.00 tax credit for 
people who purchase a new 
home between March 12, 1975 
and December 31, 1975 is an 
example of how the Realtors 
are working and acting for 
America’s Property Owners. 
The National Assocation of 
Realtors worked closely with 
Congressional leaders, sup¬ 
plying information and making 
recommendations that are 
included in this bill. 

The Emergency Home 
Assistance Act, which released 
$300 million in mortgage 
money for the existing housing 
market is another example. 


The National Association of 
Realtors helped in the drafting 
of this legislation and Realtors 
in Massachusetts sent over 
100,000 telegrams and letters to 
Congress urging them to pass ' 
this bill into law. 

Council J is a geographic 
designation for Realtors in the 
Newton area who belong to 
Brokers Institute, which is one 
of the five major divisions of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board. 

Realtor is a registered 
service mark which identifies a 
professional in real estate who 
subscribes to a strict Code of 
Ethics as a member of the 
National Assocation of 
Realtors. (Spelled with all 
capital letters, this service 
mark is registered with the 
U.S. Patent Office and can only 
be used by members.) Cramsie 
pointed out that once admitted 
to membership, under the Code 
of Ethics, Realtors pledge fair 
treatment and the benefit of 
their total real estate 
knowledge to both parties of a 
contract, the buyer and seller. 

Members of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board, the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Reatlors, and the National 
Assocaation of Realtors con¬ 
tinually upgrading their ser¬ 
vice to the American public 
through participation in 
educational seminars and 
courses offered by the various 
affiliates of the National 
Association of Realtors. 


Mortgage money 
is now available 


BOSTON—Millions of dollars 
in mortgage monies are 
available throughout the 
United States, including the 
Greater Boston area, ac¬ 
cording to recent reports 
issued by the Economic and 
Research Department of the 
National Association of 
Realtors. 

David H. Bradley, president 
of the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board agrees with this 
statement and says “if a buyer 
enters the arket, our members 
are able to find them a mor¬ 
tgage." Bradley added that one 
member told him "If they are a 
warm body and have some sort 
of job - I've been able to get 
them mortgages - the whole 
thing is buyer confidence."

tremendous demand for 
housing today, and that people 
are once again looking for 
homes. A profile of today’s 
homebuyer includes young 
couples moving from apart¬ 
ments to homes, elderly 
couples selling large homes to 
move into smaller homes, and 
people who move in an effort to 
up-grade their living style.

Only HI percent of 
the public who viewed a movie 
at the Festival of Presidency 
the would have signed into law 
former Presdident Kennedy's 
1962 desegregated housi ng 
order. 

“With the Stroke of a Pen" 
was the title of the film duri the 
week of the festival ng at 
Temple Mishkan Tefila in 
Chestnut Hill recently. 

People who saw the film 
could indicate by voting what 
they would have done if they 
were president then. 

Joan-EUen Marci, archivist 
at the library and researcher 
for the film, said 3,043 persons 
watched the film, which is the 
total of general public and 
students from area high 
schools. 

Those who saw the film, or 
remember the events, know 
that Kennedy promised to 
integrate housing when he ran 
for president in 1960. 

By the 1962 congressional 
election, he was faced with 
civil rights groups that 
threatened to withdraw their 
support unless he signed an 
executive order before the 
election 

However, he also knew that 
there was other important civil 
rights legislation before 
congress that may not pass if 
he antagonized representatives 
with an order. 

Also opposed the the housing 
order were the housi ng 
builders’ lobbyists, who 
thought any order would have 
the impact of hurting new 
house construction, thereby 
puttinq a damper on economic 
growth. 

The economy was just in the 
stage of recovering from a 
recession, so this was a deep 
consideration. 

With these points clearly 
stated in the film, members of 


the audience were able to use 
electronic equipment to 
register how they wuold have 
what they would have done if 
they were the president. 

The electronic voting 
equipment was on loan from 
Thomas Sheridan. a 
Massachustts Institiute of 
Technology professor who has 
used it in town meetings with 
up to 200 people to get im¬ 
mediate, anonymous response 
from those present. - 
Of the 3,043 votes recorded 
during the week of the festival, 
81 percent of the general public 
said they would sign an 
executive order, and 78 percent 
of the school children said they 
would sign an order. 

There were 1,122 students 
voting’ and 1,921 others of all 
ages. 

From these groups of people, 
39 percent of the adults said 
they would sign the order 
before the congressional 
election, and 38 percent of the 
students said they would also. 

The president decided to sign 
an executive order after the 
election’ but had to also decide 
whether to make it a broad 
order, covering all new housing 
in the country, or just federally 
subsidized housi built ng from 
then on. 

The broad order would have 
more effect on more housing, 
but it would involve a possible 
court ruling and a sclrmish 
with the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, which 
was to administer the broad 
order. 

Kennedy chose to sign a 
narrow order that effected 23 
percent of the housing in the 
country. 

Of the general public who 
said they wuould sign an 
executive order, 49 percent 
would make it a broad order, 
and 65 percent of the students 


supported the broad order. 

Ms. Marci said the students 
indicated they felt ‘It's better 
to do it all the way and let the 
courts decide. 

She said the film will be 
distributed soon without any 
major changes with a kit for 
classroom teachers and 
students.

Massachusetts Board of 
Higher Education Chancellor 
Patrick E. McCarthy today 
reported that the board has 
received more than 21,000 new 
freshman applications for state 
scholarships for the next 
academic year and unless 
additional funds are ap¬ 
propriated, the Board will have 
funds to assist only 4200, or 22 
percent, of those applying. 

This means that only those 
freshman candidates who, 
according to need analysis 


procedures of the College 
Scholarship Service, can an¬ 
ticipate no financial assistance 
from their parents and whose 
families, in fact, are existing at 
minimal subsistance levels or 
below, can expect a state 
scholarship," McCarthy said. 

Chancellor McCarthy noted 
that “65 percent of the 
freshman candidates for state 
scholarships have calculated 
parental support figures of 
from zero to $2,000 and despite 
high need, they will not be 
assisted. Only 13 percent of the
